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New Type Of Street Surface 

Planned For Newton Streets 

Bids Submitted for Streets of More Substantial Construction 
In Waban and West Newton 


As a reault of the desire of Mayor 
Weeks and the Board of Aldermen to 
modernize street construction in this 
city so that streets constructed in the 
future will better withstand automobile 
traffic and He of a more permanent 
type, a method new to this city will 
be used in rebuilding Agawam, 
Neshobe and Varick roads at Waban 
and Wedgewood road at West New- 
ton. Property owners on these streets 
petitioned for the improvement and ac- 
ceptance of them and it is proposed 
to use an improved type of construc- 
tion on these four roads. 

For about twenty years accepted 
streets in Newton, apart from the main 
thoroughfares, which were of bitumin- 
ous macadam construction, have been 
built to specifications which called fo’’ 
8 inches of well rolled gravel with a 
coating of tarvla. Such streets, while 
practical and satisfactory for ' light 
traffic, do not stand up under heavy 
truck traffic. The matter of building 
more substantial highways in the city 
has been considered for some time, but 
the extra expense which this would 
involve on property owners on streets 
to be improved and accepted has 
caused the Mayor and Alddrmen to 
proceed slowly in adopting such a 
change. Even with the privilege of 
having 10 years in which to pay street 
betterment assessments, many prop- 
erty owners find it a financial strain 
and the appreciably higher cost which 
bituminous macadam roads would en- 
tail has deterred any action in specify- 
ing this type of street construction. 

Mr. Brett, Chief Testing Engineer of 
the State Department of Public Works 
suggested to Street Commissioner Stu- 
art and City Engineer Morse another 
type of street which has been built in 
the past few years at Ludlow and 
Palmer. This street has a base of 8 
inches of well rolled gravel and a top 
of 2 inches of gravel which has boon 
premixed with asphalt. This surface 
coat is well rolled after being spread 
and is expected to provide a smooth 
hard surface which will wear much 
longer under modern traffic conditions 
than does the gravel type road com- 
monly constructed in this city. It is 
supposed to be somewhat less expen- 
sive than the tar permeated macadam 
road. 

Some weeks ago bids were askeu for 
on Agawam, Neshobe. Varick and 
Wedgewood roads, with separate fig- 
ures on three types — Type A. the pres- 
ent type gravel road used in Newton; 
Type B, the type with a gravel base 
and topping of gravel and asphalt 
mixed; Type C, the macadam type 
composed of 6 inches of crushed 
stone, laid on a gravel base and tar 
permeated. These bids were opened 
on April 10th and James Chesarone of 
Waban was the lowest bidder on all 
three types; Otto Theurer of Water- 
town was the second lowest bidder and 
the John McDonald Construction Com- 
pany of this city the third lowest. 

Subsequently as a result of a con- 
ference between the Mayor, Street 
Commissioner. City Engineer and 
other city officials, it was decided to 
reject all the bids received and to 
Invite bids from several well known 
firms of road builders who had consid- 
erable experience. The firms invited 
to bid were — J. P. Condon Company 
of Watertown, John McCourt Cofti- 
pany of Boston. Powers Bros, of 
Brockton, Simpson Bros. Company of 


Boston and Warren Bros. Company of 
Boston. The latter concern did not 
submit any bids. The bids received 
from the other four firms were as

Mayor Weeks has decided to ' rec- 
ommend to the Board of Aldermen 
that an appropriation be made to 

award contracts for building the four 
streets to the J. P. Condon Company; 
Type B to bo used. The work would 
be done on a cost plus 10% basis, the 
total cost not to exceed the bids sub- 
mitted by this firm. It is hoped that 
the final cost of these streets would be 
considerably lower than the bids, and 
that if there is merit in this type of 
construction the firm to be awarded 
the contracts can bring put such merit.

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Highland Glee Club 
Has Annual Meeting 

Will Compete In Annual Content 
Of Federation 


The annual meeting of the High- 
land Glee Club was held Monday eve- 
ning in the parish house of Trinity 
Church, Newton Centre. Following 
dinner the annual election of officers 
was held. Charles D. Norton was 
elected secretary. Other officers re- 
elected were as follows: George 
Wight, president; Clinton Kyle, vice- 
president; Gustave Breitzke, treas- 
urer; Gustave Ulmer, librarian; Mel- 
ville H. Smith, publicity; Cecil J 
Hall, music committee; Francis H. 
Williams, concert committee; Cyrus 
S. Kaufman, associate membership 
committee; R. Ernest O. Nichols, ac- 
tive membership committee. 

Reports of officers were read and 
the evening closed with a rehearsal 
in preparation for the contest of the 
Federation of Men’s Glee Clubs of 
New England to he held a week from 
tomorrow, May 9, at Pawtucket, R. I. 
The history of this organization is 
especially interesting in that the High- 
land Glee Club is one of the four 
charter members. 

Late in 1919 Herbert J. Gurney, 
founder of the Wollaston Glee Club 
of Quincy, conceived the idea of unit- 
ing the Men’s Glee Clubs of New Eng- 
land into one co-operative organization 
with the object of stimulating inter- 
est in and appreciation of the 'best 
music. After taking the matter up 
with the presidents of several of the 
clubs a meeting of representatives 
of the Glee Clubs of Greater Boston 
was held at the Boston City Club on 
June 7, 1920. At that meeting an ex- 
ecutive committee was elected with 
Mr. Gurney, president; F. S. Fair- 
child, then president of the Highland 
Glee Club, vice-president; J. F. 
Capron, of the Highland Glee Club, 
secretary; E. B. Stiles of Malden, 
treasurer, and F. H. Burdett of the 
Highland Glee Club, director of pub- 
licity. 

Meetings of the combined clubs 
wore held at Malden, Wollaston and 
Newton. At Newton the three original 
clubs with the Beverly Men’s Singing 
Club entered into the plan of the 
federation as charter members. Early 
it was determined that “the purpose 
of this organization shall be the as- 
sociation of Men’s Glee Clubs whose 
individual members have high ideals 
regarding the development of musical 
culture in New England for musical, 
educational and charitable objects; all 
funds of the organization to be used 
for these specific purposes.” 

The first public appearances of the 
Federation were in a series of con- 
certs in 1921 In the home cities of 
the four clubs. On April 27th, 1922, 
a concert was given at Jordan Hall, 
Boston, after which it was decided

Guy Ellis Speaks Resigns As Head 

To Local Realtors! Of Finance Com. 


At Meeting Of Newton Itenl Estate 
Board Lust Night 


ELLIS SPEAKS TO REALTORS 


Ninety-five real estate brokers' and 
salesmen gathered last evening at the 
Hunnewell Club, Newton, to hear Mr. 
Guy Ellis, Detroit realtor, and nation- 
ally known authority on real estate 
brokerage practices. The meeting 
was arranged by the Newton Board 
of the Boston Real Estate F^xchange 
and was presided over by James W. 
Gibson, Chairman of the Newton 
Board. Real estate brokers were pre- 
sented from the Newton. Watertown, 
Waltham, Brookline, Belmont and 
other nearby towns. 

Mr. Ellis told of , the constructive 
co-operation which Real Estate 
Boards and Exchanges have done to- 
ward eliminating the ill feeling para- 
mount some years ago between real 
estate men and the public. He classed 
real estate as “merchandise” and 
spoke of the need for further changes 
in methods. He deplored the lack of 
frankness in real estate advertising, 
stating that hardly seven per cent of 
the classified advertising tell suffi- 
ciently the story of the property ad- 
vertised. He urged teaching pros- 
pects to look for bargains and to 
equip offices so as to help people to 
buy, paying less attention to how to 
sell. He stated his belief in the 
practice of putting negative facts into 
property briefs in that it brought con- 
fidence in the realtor if the prospect 
found something wrong that had not 
been mentioned. “Controlled compar- 
ison” was another sales implement 
Mr. Ellis urged more use of, letting 
the right house sell itself after com- 
parison with other houses shown. 

In closing Mr. Ellis emphasized the 
need of getting away from ten-year- 
old methods and of helping the pub- 
lic to buy us the surest way of build- 
ing the confidence that realtors have 
long wanted. During the address Mr. 
Ellis permitted his audience to inter- 
rupt with various questions of real 
estate practices which he answered 
in convincing style.

School Committee Confirms 

Appointment Of New Teachers 

School Calendar For Next Year Is Adopted and Other Routine 
Matters Discussed 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
the appointments of nine new teach- 
ers were confirmed. Four of these 
have been teaching In Waltham 
schools. They are Edith Luce, who 
will go to the Underwood School; 
Dorothy White, assigned to the Cabot 
School: Mildred Simpson and Ann 
Wilton who will teach at the Levi 
Warren junior high school. The oth- 
er teachers appointed were Marjorie 
Anderson a former Newton teacher, 
assigned to the Underwood School; 
Maud E. Stewart of Melrose, who will 
teach at Williams School; Elizabeth 
Deans of Stoneham. assigned to Hor- 
ace Mann School. Mildred Fahey of 
Auburndale who i* a graduate of 
Framigham Normal, to teach at 
Cabot School; Normal McConnell of 
Melrose, who will teach physical 
training at John W. Weeks junior high 
at Newton Centre. 

The calendar for the next school 
year adopted sets the first term to 
begin September 14 and continue for 
15 weeks, including 69 school days. 
The holidays in this term will be Co- 
lumbus Day, Armistice Day. Thanks- 
giving holidays from November 25 
to 30 and Christmas vacation from 
December 23 to January 3. The sec- 
ond term will start January 4th and 
continue until February 19th. includ- 
ing 35 school days. Then there will 
be no school until February 29th. 
when the third term will commence. 
This term will have 34 school days, one 
holiday. Good Friday. March 25. being 
observed. The fourth term will start 
April 25th and will end June 24th. and 
.till have one holiday. May 80. 

School Committee member Tracy 
argued that the first term. 15 weeks 
is too long. He contended that the 
first term should be started the day 
following Labor Day and that a 
week s vacation should intervene mid- 
way during the 15 weeks. Committee- 
man Elliott Church was opposed to 
making Good Friday a school holiday. 
He stated that several nearby com- 
munities hold school sessions on this 
day. 

The committee refused an addi- 
tional leave of absence for the year 
1931-1932 to Mrs. Vesta Keeney. Fol- 
lowing her marriage she received a 
leave of absence this year and moved 
to Winchester where her husband is 
a teacher. 

Helen Wilson formerly a teacher 
at the F. A. Day School, was granted 


another year's leave of absence. She 
has been on leave of absence this 
year because of ill health. Resigna- 
tions of the following teachers were 
accepted — Priscilla Kimball, Claflin 
School, who resigned when she got 
married: Katherine Lawrence, Rice 
School, who entered newspaper work; 
Dorothy Harrison and Ethel Whit- 
marsh. who have taught at the High 
School. 

A sub-commitee was appointed to 
study traffic protection for pupils who 
will attend the new Weeks junior 
high school at Newton Centre. This 
committee will also study the matter 
of transportation for pupila at this 
school and transportation for Oak 
Hill children.

American Legion, 
for a dress rehearsal on May 13. from 
7:30 p. m. to 10 p. m., preparatory 
to the annual welfare concert of the 
Post. 

Newton High School old gymnasium 
(drill hall), by the Newton High 
School Alumni Association, for its 
annual meeting. June 5, from 5 p. m. 
until 11 p. m. The meeting will be 
open to members of the association 
and no admission price will be 
charged. 

Warren Junior High School assem- 
bly hall, by the American Institute of 
Normal Methods, for its closing exer- 
cises. July 28.

NEWTON GETS BACK 
ON WINNING PATH 

Newton High outacored Brockton 
High 10 to 7 at Clafln Field on Wed- 
nesday afternoon to get in a winning 
mood again as it faces another Sub- 
urban League game tomorrow on the 
home diamond. Although Brockton 
outhit the orange and black by a con- 
siderable margin loose playing en- 
abled Newton to offset this advantage 
with more runs. It was a ding-dong 
battle until the last of the sixth when 
Newton staged a five-run rally to take 
a commanding lead. 

Coach Sullivan, who has been wait- 
ing an opportunity to give George 
Hildreth some pitching experience be- 
cause of his speed, sent his veteran 
catcher to the mound with Bill Lan- 
sed. sophomore prospect, behind the 
bat. Hildreth was a little shy on con- 
trol during the four innings he was 
on the mound, passing five batters. 
Brockton, with its usual team of hard 
hitters connected with Hildreth’s of- 
ferings frequently enough to cause un- 
certainty in Sullivan’s mind and at 
the start of the fifth Giles took over 
the pitching duties. The Newton 
sophomore right hander has been 
troubled with a slightly sore arm and 
Kraber twirled the ninth frame. 

After Brockton had turned back in 
the first with hut one man getting on 
through Hildreth’s first base on balls 
Newton took a one-run lead. Huston 
drew a pass from Asci, Brockton 
t wirier, and Antonellis singled to 
right to put Huston on third from 
where he scored on a passed ball. The 
next three batters could not bring An- 
tonellis home. 

Brockton took the lead in the sec- 
ond. scoring two runs on a single by 
Brazas and a home run over Mullen’s 
head in centre field. Newton came 
right back with two counters in its 
half to take the lead again. Asci 
passed Hildreth and when Lansed 
sacrificed the Brockton pitcher hit 
Lansed in the back with the ball and 
it went into right field to allow Hil- 
dreth to score all the way from first 
and putting Lansed on second. Mullen 
shot a sizzling grounder over second 
base for a single and Lansed trotted 
home. Mullen took second on a balk 
and third on Appleyard’s sacrifice af- 
ter Asci had given way to Hilliard as 
the Brockton pitcher. Huston fanned 
and Antonellis grounded to the third 
baseman to end the rally. 

Hildreth pitched himself out of a 
hole in the third after issuing two 
Annie Oakleys by fanning the next 
two batters and Huston took care of 
Heath's rap. In Newton’s halt Rhodes 
singled with one down but was forced 
at second when Heath. Brockton 
catcher, dropped Butler’s high fly 
near the third base line. Hildreth 
passed Brown, visiting second base- 
man with one down in the fourth but 
he was fbreed at second and the next 
batter fled to Mullen. Newton in- 
creased its margin in the last of the 
fourth when Mullen doubled to left 
centre, went to second on Appleyard’s 
infield single and scored on Huston’s 
long fly to centre. 

Giles replaced Hildreth on the 
mound with Hildreth taking Lansed’s 
place behind the bat to start the fifth. 
With two down Pileski, Brockton star 
athlete, who plays centre field when 
not pitching, singled over second with 
Huston making a marvelous one- 
handed diving stop of the ball and 
trotted home ahead of Brazas when 
the Brockton left fielder hit a home 
run down t lie foul line in right field, 
tying the score at four runs each. 

Newton went ahead again in the 
last of this frame. Colby led off with 
a pass and went to third on Butler’s 
two-base smack to right field. Hil- 
dreth hit to the second baseman and 
Colby was out at the plate, Butler 
taking third from where he scored on 
a wild pitch by Hilliard. 

Brockton was not to be denied and 
tied the score in the sixth with Brown 
counting. The Brockton second sacker 
singled to right, moved along on Hil- 
liard’s scratch single to Appleyard 
which he beat out when the Newton 
third baseman had to throw while off 
balance, and scored on MacLaren’s 
shot to left. Newton blew the lid off 
the game in the last of the sixth scor- 
ing five runs. Sharpe, who replaced 
Mullen in centre field as the latter 
had hurt his ankle slightly when slid- 
ing into second on his two base hit 
in the fourth, fled to centrefield. Ap- 
pleyard drew a pass and then the 
fun began. Huston singled to left. 
With a double play ip sight on An- 
tonellis’ grounder Bobby McGee, 
Brockton shortstop, booted the ball to 
fill the bases. Colby and Rhodes also 
hit to the shortstop with the infield 
playing in close for a play at the 
plate and on both occasions McGee 
booted the ball. Butler filed to centre- 
field to let Antonellis come in with 
the third run. Hildreth came to bat 
and hit a hot liner right into McGee’s 
hands. The ball bounced out aguin 
for McGee’s fourth error and BrasHo 
took his place but the damage was 
done. Giles drew a base on balls but 
Sharpe, up for the second time In the 
inning, filed out to the first baseman. 
Five runs had counted and the lead 
looked pretty safe. Brockton counted 
once in the seventh with three singles, 
but a double play on Brown's rap to 
Giles cut off further scoring. Giles 
retired Brown at first and Butler 
threw to Appleyard who ran down 
Hull with a toss to Antonellis ut sec- 
ond. Hilliard’s double and Brasso’s 
single brought another run in the 
eighth to end the scoring.

In the other field events Newton 
will have entries capable of scoring 
points enough to throw the balance 
of power to the Garden City outfit. 
In the shotput Jim Colligen, Walter 
Holmes and Tom Malloy will bear 
the burden with Colligen up with 
the best. Malloy may also compete 
in the broad jump with Green and 
Johnson. Colligen and Malloy will 
he the local entries in the discus 
brow in which Newton captured first 
and second two years ago to enable 
them to return home with the shield 
emblematic of victory. Last year 
Newton placed third. 

Sewall Champion will he the sec- 
ond entry in the high jump. All in 
all with such competitors Newton 
looks good to open the outdoor season 
right where it left off indoors after 
capturing three interscholastic meets 
and finishing second in the fourth 
meet and closing its third consecutive 
dual meet season without a setback.

ABOUT TOWN

Tlie widow of a man murdered by 
youthful thugs at a gasoline filling 
stntlon In Somerville testified that her 
husband, before be died, said to her — 
"The hoy who shot me hnd a red face 
and Just smiled at me and said, 'The 
money; the money!’ ” This poor vie 
tim of murdering bandits was shot 
even as lie pleaded with his assassin 
not to kill him, even as he was offer- 
ing to turn over the money he had on 
his person. He was killed mercilessly 
even as his dog had been an instant 
before. 

And while this man murderer was 
being tried, while other cold-blooded 
murders are constantly on the in- 
crease, men and women who pride 
themselves on their kind heartedness, 
their urge to make this world better, 
are striving to have the death pen- 
alty for committing murder in Mas- 
sachusetts abolished. They have so 
much sympathy for the murderers and 
apparently so little for those mur- 
dered. If unpunished crime keeps on 
increasing, if murder and maiming of 
decent citizens by cowardly thugs 
continues the people will take the 
law into their own hands and organ- 
izations such as the California vigi 
lante8 of the last century may be 
formed. Self-protection is one of the 
first laws of nature. 

And in conformity with the super- 
sympathetic efforts for the abolition 
of the death penalty we see the age 
limit being raised for juvenile of- 
fenders. It has been raised from 16 
to 17; now it Is being raised to 18 
and there are those who would have 
law-breakers treated as children un- 
til they reach the age of 21. In the 
meantime the newspapers tell of more 
and more robbers and murders com- 
mitted by “misguided boys” of 17 and 
18 and wayward youths between the 
ages of 2(1 and 30. 


Newton seems to he regarded as a 
desirable neighbor by surrounding 
communities. First, the Waltham 
Chamber of Commerce protested 
against the change in the last district 
telephone directories which placed 
Waltham and the Newton telephone 
subscribers in different hooks. Last 
week tlie Selectmen of Watertown 
voted to send a protest to the Tele- 
phone Company against placing the 
Newtons in one district telephone di- 
rectory and Watertown in another. It 
is interesting to remember that Water- 
town people protested so persistently 
against having their telephones listed 
under the Newton North Exchange that 
the Telephone company some time 
ago listed tlie telephones in that town 
under the designation "Middlesex,” al- 
though they are still operated by the 
Newton North Exchange. 


Edward J. Healey of 346 Lexing- 
ton street. Auburndale, has returned 
from his annual winter sojourn in 
Florida and Cuba. He states that 
there has been much disorder this 
winter in Cuba, with shootings and 
bombings constantly occurring. Mr. 
Healey predicts a revolution in Cuba 
in the near future. 


One practice among many automo- 
bile operators which became common 
last year is again in evidence this 
Spring. This is .the practice of car- 
rying freight, baggage and other large 
articles on the front bumpers of cars. 
A more foolhardy practice can hard- 
ly he imagined. Much of the freight, 
baggage and luggage so carried is 
not even tied on and there is nothing 
to stop it from jouncing or slipping 
off in front of the car carrying it. 
Should such a thing happen it is easy 
to visualize serious accidents result- 
ing. Accidents which would involve 
not only the car carrying articles on 
front bumpers, but other cars which 
might be approaching or following. It 
is about time that the Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles and police officials 
take drastic action against this reck- 
less practice. The Boston police are 
stopping motorists who indulge in this 
practice. They should be stopped in 
Newton and every other town and city 
in the Commonwealth. And if a stat- 
ute or regulation does not already ex- 
ist which can punish motorists using 
front bumpers for baggage carriers, 
one should he enacted or passed with- 
out delay.

“And another thing,’’ as Amos says, 
about autoists who have funny ideas. 
Some drivers are operating cars with- 
out headlights. Instead, they are re- 
sorting to road lights suspended on 
front bumpers and not conforming to 
State requirements which specify that 
headlights must be used which illum- 
inate the road for so many feet ahead 
at a required height. Just why they are 
permitted to "get away” with this 
practice is puzzling. Perhaps if State 
troopers were as commonly seen on 
State Highways as they were some 
years ago, those who violate automo- 
bile laws and regulations would be 
more frequently apprehended. 

The Registrar of Motor Vehicles re- 
cently referred to seven automobile 
fatalities over one week-end. He said. 

As usual, high speed was the main 
factor in these accidents, and in some 
cases it was superinduced by intox- 
icating liquor." This statement should 
not he relished by the members of 
the Massachusetts Legislature who 
some weeks ago voted to increase the 
speed limits at which automobiles can 
be operated in Massachusetts. 

One of the fatal accidents referred 
to occurred in an adjoining city where 
man, crossing a street, was killed 
by an automobile which witnesses 
stated was being operated at a speed 
of 50 miles an hour. In another city 
a man crossing a street was killed 
by a car operated by a drunken driver. 
This man. a widower, had four young 
daughters dependent upon him.

Saturday everyone was bustling 
about preparing for the great day of 
Easter.

Dear Friends: 

Were 1931 Easter 


April 11. 1931.

raked the yards, swept the dirt walks, 
swept even the dirt roads so great was 
their zeal. The women trundled home 
whole wheel barrow loads of "kuchen” 
from the nearby bakery, polished the 
windows, mopped the one silled door 
steps to have everything in order 
when the relatives came to visit on 
Easter Sunday.

The in- 
habitants. descendants of the Wend- 
ish Slavs who settled it centuries ago. 
have retained the Wendish language, 
dress, and many of their quaint cus- 
toms. It was for this reason that the 
place beckoned so enticingly for an 


aritv. for she was sprinkled generous- 
ly with water amid much laughing 
and squealing of the entire group. 

Unfortunately Easter Sunday was a 
dull rainy day so that the ladies did 
not dare to venture forth in all their 
Easter finery. But oh. the sight at 
church on Easter Monday morning. 
That sea of people put a spring flower 
garden to shame. Here were large 
nodding Kopftuchs of pink and green 
and lavender with wide graceful lace 
dripping from their petal like sails. Be- 
neath were wrapped lace edged ker- 
chiefs of yellow, blue, or orange. Wide 
rainbow hued silk aprons rustled over

The enactment of the general ap- 
propriation bill and the compromise 
on the bills for additionnl public 
buildings would seem to indicate that 
at least some of the differences be- 
tween the Governor nnd his Demo- 
cratic supporters and the Republican 
members of the Legislature nro ad- 
justed. This should mean that at- 
tention may be given other of the im- 
portant measures thnt are pending 
and all with a hope that the session 
will not be extended well Into July 
as now appears probable. There are 
the Boston Elevated bill and the mnt- 
tcr of compulsory automobile Insur- 
ance. both of which will take consid- 
erable time to settle. Then there is 
t lie problem of redistricting the State 
in the matter of Congressional dis- 
tricts by reducing the number from 
16 to 15. So, you see, there Is plenty 
of work nnd the present speed with 
which matters are being handled can- 
nol be called breathless. 

The Joint Rules Committee is in 
favor of a special commission made 
up of a Senator, two Representatives 
and another to be appointed by the 
Governor to visit Chicago and see 
whnt Massachusetts may do to prop- 
erlv participate in the Chicngo 
World’s Fair in 1933. Under the 
terms of the resolve the special com- 
mission would have $2000 for ex- 
pensr 8. 

Bank matters are receiving unusual 
attention these days and developments 
are so frequent that conditions ap- 
pear to be changed by daily reports. 

It looks as if this Legislature would 
have the distinction of passing a bill 
providing for the establishment of 
State Commission for registration and 
examination for barbers. For a great 
many years efforts have been mnde 
to have such a bill enacted but with- 
out success. Usually it has been the 
Senate which has decided against the 
proposed legislation. Now there is 
a bill which appears to have a clear 
passage. If enacted It will come be- 
fore the Governor for approval, of 
course, and will mean that the Gov- 
ernor will have to settle for himself 
the question of whether he wants an- 
other State commission. Representa- 
tives Baker and Luitwieler have both 
opposed the bill. 

There was an unsuccessful attempt 
made to increase from $15 to $25 the 
amount of filing fee to be paid by ap- 
plicants for admission to the bar. The 
proponents of the bill argued that 
the State Bar Examiners were obliged 
to perform additional duties in conse- 
quence of the changes in their rules. 
However, an appeal was made for the 
poor and ambitious law student and 
this won the House so the fee re- 
mains $15. 

The bill to exempt trackless trolleys 
from the provisions of the motor ve- 
hicle laws wqb rejected by the Sen- 
ate. It was introduced on petition of 
the Boston Elevated to permit the 
road to use this new form of car in 
certain sections of its system. 

Senator Hollis and Representatives 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted 
against Governor Ely’s bill for special 
appropriations for additional build- 
ings. Representative Baker voted 
with the Governor. The latter is a 
member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee which reported the 
compromise bills. 

Critics of the State Boxing Commis- 
sion who were determined to have 
the present commission abolished do 
appear to have met with success. The 
House was emphatic in its refusal to 
change the present form of the com- 
mission. 

Legislation which has been rejected 
during the week includes the follow- 
ing measures: petition for further re- 
striction of the employment of mar- 
ried women under the civil service 
laws; providing that appointments to 
ill*- Boston Police Department shall 
be restricted to residents of Boston; 

I petition of the Mayor of Boston that 
t he Governor and Council be author- 
ized to declare emergencies during 
which citizens with dependents may 
be employed temporarily regardless 
of the civil service laws; petition for 
legislation to prohibit oral examina- 
tions in connection with promotions 
in police and tire departments; that 
appropriations by cities and towns 
for emergency purposes be exempt 
from the civil service laws; for re- 
moval of requirements for physical 
examinations of policemen and fire- 
men who have completed five years 
of service; that preference be given 
under the civil service laws to par- 
ents of persons to whom medals of 
honor have been bestowed either di- 
rectly or posthumously; for the ap- 
pointment of a special commission to 
study the unification of passenger and 
freight transportation and the elec- 
trification of railroad lines in Boston 
and vicinity and that boys’ clubs be 
authorized to hold boxing and spar- 
ring exhibitions without licenses in 
certain instances. 

Representatives Baker, Luitwieler 
and Thompson were recorded on roll- 
call against the bill providing that all 
printing and binding for the State 
be done in Massachusetts at shops 
where there is a 44-hour week. The 
hill was rejected. 

On rollcall Representative Baker, 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted to 
sustain Governor Ely’s veto of the bill 
to allow the baiting of migratory birds 
for purposes of slaughter.

LAWYER UPHOLDS 

18TH AMENDMENT 

Preaching to a packed auditorium 
Sunday evening at the West Newton 
Community Service in the Lincoln 
Park Baptist Church, West Newton. 
Orville S. Poland, Boston lawyer and 
“mystery” layman, upheld the 18th 
amendment as having brought tre- 
mendous moral and economic gains 
since 1920. 

Attorney Poland especially attacked 
the Anderson Plan saying: 

“What are the essential elements of 
ltis plan? First, he would change the 
name of tlie saloon — just as in Eng- 
land they now call German police 
dogs Alsatian shepherds. Then he 
would remove tlie incentive for pri- 
vate profit by creating a semi-social- 
istic corporation with the government 
sharing in the surplus as a kind of a 
partner and underwriter for the busi- 
ness. Stock would be issued for a 
federal manufacturing corporation to 
run tlie distilleries and breweries and 
the United States would practically 
guarantee from 5% to 7% on this 
stock. 

“In the states that might want to 
join in this plan similar state corpora- 
tions would lie set up with the states 
as partners in the business. These 
state corporations would handle the 
sale of liquor and run the saloons or 
whatever they might then be called. 
If a state should not want to adopt 
this plan it could keep prohibition, 
which Colonel Anderson says would 
work perfectly. He doesn’t explain 
how it is that prohibition would work 
as well as a makeshift when he 
claims that it doesn’t work at all now. 

“In order to buy liquor ail pur- 
chasers would have to get licenses. 
This would require evidence of good 
character and means of identification 
and a card to be punched so that the 
holder would not buy too many drinks. 
This system is borrowed from the 
finger-printing methods of European 
countries and ought to he fairly ef- 
fective. But where do the thousands 
of Swedisli drunks come from with 
this punch-your-card system in op- 
eration? Presumably there are no 
bootleggers in Sweden, no one buys 
liquor without a card, and only the 
temperate can get a card. How would 
the American people react to this 
finger-printing sort of European bu- 
reaucracy?” 

Mr. Polund told his congregation, 
which was augmented by officers and 
members of the West Newton and 
Newton W. C. T. U. organizations and 
by various church groups, that no sub- 
stitute for the 18th amendment would 
ever satisfy the opponents of Prohibi- 
tion unless it permitted more drink- 
ing. He maintains that a saloon by 
any other name would be just as dan- 
gerous to tlie moral and economic 
welfare of the community and that 
wise citizens who believe in temper- 
ance would do well to support the 
Anti-Saloon League in its defense of 
the 18th Amendment.

ASSETS GONE 

The Nonantum people who were de- 
positors with the Insolvent hanks of 
A. Poscosolldo & Company and the 
Nonantum Hankers Company And 
things looking dismal for them ns n 
result of further Information regard- 
ing the misappropriation of the assets 
of these two banks by Guy Vaughan, 
missing receiver. « 

Vaughan had collected $57,000 In 
assets belonging to the two Nonantum 
banks, had expended $16,000 for fees 
and expenses, appropriated $9600 for 
his own use and taken $.10,000 more to 
cover shortages In other bank ac- 
counts for which he was receiver, ac- 
cording to Asst. Dlst. Attorney Volpe 
of Middlesex County. Volpe charges 
that Vaughan^started to steal the as- 
sets of the Pescosolido banks as far 


back as October 1929. Mr. Volpe 
complained about Vaughan’s conduct 
as receiver in November of last year 
following many complaints made by 
persons who were depositors in the 
Nonantum bnnks. On Tuesday three 
Indictments against Vaughan for lar- 
ceny were returned by the Middlesex 
Grand Jury and the Jury also sent a 
report to the Superior Court judges 
suggesting that Governor Ely remove 
Hank Commissioner Guy from office 
because of the contention that he is 
not a proper person to hold the po- 
sition. 

According to Diet. Attorney Volpe 
he had been told some months ago 
by Commissioner Guy that Vaughan 
lmd $45,000 assets of the Pescosolido 
bank with which to pay a 40 per cent 
dividend to the depositors. Governor 
Ely ordered Attorney General Warner 
to investigate the charges made 
against Guy.

BEAUTIFYING THE ROADSIDES. 
Quite In line with interest in garden- 
ing, and with the spring paint-up and 
clean-up week, are the suggestions 
of the Co-operating Committee on 
Roadside Beauty of the New England 
Council. This organization became 
keenly interested in the project of 
good roads through this part of the 
country, and not only in this valuable 
asset to travelers, but in making these 
roadsides a thing of beauty to look 
upon, while travelers enjoyed the ex- 
cellent paving. For such a well-organ- 
ized Association to decide that these 
projects should be carried forward 
augurs well, but they need the support 
and assistance of every other organ- 
ization and of individuals to clinch 
success. Summer travelers have not 
always found Massachusetts highways 
pleasing or beautiful. Criticisms have 
been voiced that decided the New 
England Council that not only for 
aesthetic value but for remunerative 
value, roadsides needed attention. Re- 
munerative value may be the surer 
argument for the business man, and 
it has been acknowledged as an argu- 
ment based upon fact, as presented 
by reports to the Council. Great rev- 
enues come to this State every year 
through the tourist trade. If roads 
are poor to the point of discomfort, 
landscapes ugly, and roadsides repul- 
sive, tourists will not pass this way a 
second time! There is no surer way 
to coax the tourist here to spend his 
money than not to disappoint him, 
when lie is seeking vacation and pleas- 
ure. 

With the closing of the Women’s 
Club season there still remains, there- 
fore. a most vital piece of work that 
can best he carried forward during 
the summer. At this time it can be 
seen just what spots are barren and 
forlorn, unsightly, even disgusting. 
Report on such spots on the approach 
to one’s town, or within its borders, 
is an excellent bit of service to one’s 
community and one’s State. Club- 
women touring in automobiles, or 
those who remain more closely within 
their town and city confines may see 
many "sore’’ spots that may be healed. 
Just a few of the unsavory views may 
be mentioned us worth watching for 
Trees and shrubs in poor condition; 
possibly the victims of caterpillars 
and other pests. 

Unsightly poles, interfering with 
tree development. 

Ditches or cuts in the roadsides, 
whose ugliness could be overcome by 
grading, or by planting of vines, 
shrubs, or wild flowers. 

Billboards and signs, advertising lo- 
cul or other companies, that hide or 
mar an otherwise attractive vista. 

Dumps, picnic rubbish, and other 
trash that is thrown by design or ac- 
cident. 

Collection days on city streets. Are 
papers allowed by the city author! 
ties to be placed in open receptacles 
to blow throughout a community, and 
upon the lawns of citizens who are 
striving to keep their own places 
clean and attractive? If so, the city 
authorities should be uppeulcd to, to 
Htop this unintelligent practise on the 
part of inhabitants, not only for the 
beauty of the city, but in fairness to 
their citizens who are being mo an 
noyed. 

Filling stations, lunch stands, over- 
night camps, stores. Are they kept as 
clean in surroundings as possible" 
Are there too muny in u given dis- 
tance? 

Historic markers and signs. Could 
they be made more attractive? Could 
more such interesting markers be 
placed In pleasing settings? 

Shrubs, trees, Hewers. Could these 
lie planted to cover the barren plucos 
to heal the ugly spots? 


Lastly, a snap-shot of unsightly 
places can be excellent proof that im- 
provement is needed! 

If Clubwomen are looking for some- 
thing really worthwhile to do, here is 
their opportunity.

A 90 
per cent manufacturing proposition 
has suddenly changed to a 90 per cent 
advertising proposition. 

Business, big and little, should real- 
ize that for its own sake. 

Our Farm Board, tired of buying 
wheat above the market price, will 
sell in Europe the huge surplus ac- 
quired while it was "running a wheat 
corner.” Tlie Board paid as much as 
92 cents a bushel, and will probably 
get about half that, as it gradually 
"dumps” its wheat on Europe’s mar- 
kets. 

• By the way, it was "red, roaring 
Bolshevism” when Russia dumped a 
little wheat over here. It will be re- 
spectable finance when we dump one 
or two hundred million bushels in 
Europe. "Orthodoxy is my doxy. 
Heterodoxy is your doxy.” 

Ruth Nichols, young American flier, 
who holds the two-way trans-conti- 
nental air sliced record for women, 
will fly from New York to Paris, via 
the Lindbergh route, all alone. 

There should be some way of ad- 
miring and rewarding young women 
of this kind as thoroughly as they de- 
serve, and at the same time a way to 
prevent their running such risks. 

Such a girl, in the future, might he 
the mother of a son worth more than 
a million solo flights across the At- 
lantic, or the Pacific, or from here to 
Mars. 


I must tell 
you about a de- 
licious and In- 
expensive meat 
dish that wo 
have made in 
our test kitch- 
en. The recipe 
as given below 
was suggested 
by a clianc*- 
conversation in 
which someone 
mentioned a 
moat dish, 
called "Poor Man's Pudding," a 
favorite in our grandmother's day. 
While we were unable to get tlie 
recipe in detail, we believe the 
disli as we made it resembles tlie 
original closely and we are sure 
that you will find it very appetiz- 
ing. We would like, however, to 
give it the name of: — 

Cottage Pie 
2 pounds flank steak 
2 cups thinly sliced potato 

\<i cup thinly sliced onion 
1 cup diced celery 
1 cup diced carrots 

Cover meat with hot water acd 
sfmmer slowly for two hours. Cut 
in small pieces. Parboil vegeta- 
bles until tender. Make a gravy 
of broth from tlie meat nnd the 
vegetable water by using two ta- 
blespoons of flour for eacii cup of 
liquid. Line baking dir.h with a 
rich biscuit dough, put in meat 
and vegetables in layers, peur the 
gravy over and lay biscuits cut 
with a doughnut cutter over the 
top. Bake at 4 00 degrees for 
about forty minutes. This recipe 
will serve 8 persons. 

As you know, flank steak is very 
Inexpensive; the two pounds cost 
only about forty cents. This cut 
of meat becomes tender through 
long slow cooking and is very 
tasty. 

Of course you could make a real 
"left-over" dish by using left-over 
meat and vegetables, omitting the 
potatoes from the pie and using a 


mashed potato crust instead of the 
biscuit crust and baking until the 
potatoes are nicely browned. 

Such a main dish as this meat 
pie, in which both the meat and 
vegetables are served in combina- 
tion, is very popular as a means 
of facilitating service and elimi- 
nating excess dish washing. In 
these days of "hot water by the 
turn of the faucet,” however, dish 
washing Is not so much of a buc- 
bear. We remember when dish 
washing was a painful duty, when 
every drop of water had to be car- 
ried from the spring or from the 
rain barrel at the corner of the 
house and then heated over our 
smoky wood fire. 

I also want to write a few words 
about Baking Powder Biscuit. 
True, while many of us preach the 
eating of more dark bread on ac 
count of the presence of vitamins 
A and B in the whole wheat flour, 
still there are many times when 
it is desirable to serve baking 
powder biscuit. 

Baking powder biscuits are the 
foundation of many dishes. V. .. 
have the tiny cheese biscuits to 
serve with salad; the butterscotch 
roll and cinnamon buns to scrw 
with coffee; the biscuits as the 
base of the luncheon dish with 
creamed chicken or creamed sea 
food; ham roll with egg sauce. 
And for dessert, there are numer- 
ous uses, of which strawberry 
shortcake is a delicious example. 

Here is your opportunity to 
have a recipe sheet showing the 
many variations of these dishes. 
Space does not permit me to give 
directions in this column, but the 
recipe sheet is being prepared.

BATTERY PROPELS 

NORTH POLE SUB 

, Philip lira in. local Exide dealer 
gives Information of the Wilkins sub- 
marine “Nautilus” which lately started 
on the first leg of its hazardous voy- 
age to the North Pole powered by a 
giant 60-ton Exide battery which will 
light, operate and propel the craft 
while It is submerged. One hundred 
and twenty cells, each over 5 feet 
high will propel the 175 foot craft. 
The big battery could supply the cur- 
rent requirements of 3000 automobiles. 
At one charge it can propel the sub- 
marine 120 miles at 3 knots an hour. 

An armor-plated super-structure has 
been built on the deck of the sub- 
marine which will protect the con- 
ning tower and periscopes and on 
which are mounted inverted sled run- 
ners that will allow the “Nautilus” to 
graze along the bottom of the ice in 
the Arctic region. Drills have been 
installed for the purpose of boring 
through the ice if open water is not 
found at frequent intervals. One of 
the drills, 2 feet in diameter and hol- 
low. may be extended 13 feet above 
deck. The hole that this drill will 
bore upward through the ice will en- 
able the crew to reach the surface 
even though the submarine is under 
the ice and completely submerged. 
The other drills, 9 inches in diameter 
can be elevated 60 feet and bore holes 
which will provide intake and exhaust 
vents to allow tho operation of the 
Diesel engines in the “sub” and thus 
recharge the batteries.

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Aldermen Hold Hearings On 

Streets And Other Matters 


Grant Licenses and Make Appropriations For Various Pur- 
poses at Regular Meeting 


The Aldermanlc chamber at City 
Hall was well filled Monday night by 
a large delegation of Auburndale resi- 
dents protesting against the widening 
of Washington street and by a num- 
ber of residents on Hood and Rogers 
streets in Newton who again are peti- 
tioning to have these two streets im- 
proved and accepted. 

Arthur B. Nash of the Security 
Mills on Monroe street, Newtonville, 
asked the Board to grant a permit 
for the laying of a pipe under Newton- 
ville avenue. Mr. Nash explained that 
this pipe will extend from the Boston 
& Albany freight yard, across the av- 
enue and along Monroe street, which 
is not accepted. It will permit the 
Security Mills to obtain its fuel oil 
in carload lots and will result in a 
considerable saving to this company. 
Later in the meeting the Aldermen 
voted favorably on this petition. 

Alfred Payne opposed the grading 
and accepting of Wedgewood road. He 
claimed that the street is in fair con- 
dition at present, that the improving 
of it will cause much expense to prop- 
erty owners on it, and will cause the 
removal of a hedge. 

John Pickering of 41 Leslie road 
spoke in favor of the grading and im- 
proving bf that street and adjoining 
streets, including Bertrand, Day and 
Holman roads. He stated that ipost 
of the property owners are in favor 
of the acceptance of these streets. 
Basil Babcock of 31 Leslie road said 
the development of the section had 
been under way for four years and 
sewerage facilities are badly needed. 
He said the property owners on the 
streets would like the improvements 
made as speedily as possible. 

Mrs. Josephine Broderick asked that 
Adena road be accepted as she cannot 
sell houses she has built with the road 
in its present condition. Asa Blakesly 
of 14 Arapahoe road asked for the im- 
proving and accepting of this street. 
Its present condition retards the sale 
of property on it. 

John Theriault of 21 Hood street, 
Newton, told the Aldermen that he 
has resided on the street for five years 
and that it is impassable in the win- 
ter months because of Its icy condi- 
tion, the ice forming from the water 
which runs down from Nonantum Hill. 
In the summer large holes in this 
street make it dangerous for traffic. 
There is no sidewalk on the street 
and children residing on it are en- 
dangered by the considerable traffic 
going to and coming from the Country 
Day School. Drains are badly needed 
on the street and it should be im- 
proved and accepted. 

Richard H. Dickinson of 14 Hood 
street said he has been enduring the 
poor conditions on the street for ten 
years, that ten property owners on it 
want the improvement and only three 
are opposed, but the minority has 
heretofore succeeded in blocking the 
much needed improvement. Edward 
O. Loring of Shornecliff road, whoso 
property backs onto Hood street, op- 
posed the improving of the latter 
street because of the expense it will 
cause him and the fact that he will 
derive no benefit from it. Mrs. Zilda 
Bennett of 24 Hood street opposed 
the improvement. She stated she owns 
a frontage of 216 feet on the street 
and cannot afford the expense in- 
volved. Answering a suggestion by 
one of the opponents that residents 
of Hood street travel to and fro by 
using an adjoining street on the 
Brighton side, Mr. Theriault asked 
why the residents should be obliged 
to leave Newton and travel a much 
longer distance to go to their business 
or come back to their homes. Thomas j 
Moore of 8 Rogers street, favoring the 


acceptance of this street, stuted that 
the street Is so dusty that residents 
there cannot keep their windows open 
in the warm weather, that children 
cannot play on the street because of 
mudholes, and that the lack of drain- 
age on the street causes his cellar to 
become flooded and his furnace fire 
extinguished. 

On the favorable recommendation of 
the Licenses Committee the Board 
voted to grant the following petitions: 

John T. Burns & Sons, Inc., 16 Ash- 
ford road, Ward 6, two-car garage, on 
condition that house Is built at same 
time. 

Frank J. Clark, 107 Madison ave- 
nue, Ward 2, two-car garage. 

Antonio Mazzola. permit to erect 
three-car garage at 230 Adams street, 
Ward 2. 

V. Malcolm Laitinen, 1649 Beacon 
street, Ward 6, third-class liquor. 

J. Walsh, common victualler license, 
‘‘Bob’s Lunch” at 1379 Washington 
street, Ward 3. 

Purity Ice Co., Inc., permit to keep, 
store and use fuel oil at r-1130 Bea- 
con street, Ward 5; to install eight 
tanks, maximum quantity to be stored 
at one time, 49,000 gallons, for private 
use only. This permit is to validate 
tanks already there; no new tanks to 
be installed. 

John B. Samuda, permit to conduct 
and maintain repair shop, 8-car capac- 
ity, at 1 Jackson street, Ward 6. No 
gasoline permit. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
adversely on the following petitions: 
James O'Brien of Fordham road for a 
taxi stand at Grafton street, Newton 
Centre: Jacob Cron of 101 Lexington 
street for a junk license; Pasquale 
Coir for street musicians’ licenses for 
three accordion players; Beacon Mo- 
tor Equipment for outside gasoline 
pump at r-749 Beacon street. 

The appointment, of James A. Wa- 
ters as chairman of Registrars of Vo- 
ters for three years was confirmed. 

Appropriations made by the Aider- 
men included: Drain at Paul Brook, 
$8000; Dresser Brook drain, $19,6G0; 
drain off Harding street, $1968; sewer 
in Devon road, $1754; sewer in Kewa- 
din road. $2083; drain on Washington 
street between Park street and Boston 
line, $7638; drain in Waverley avenue 
near Ward street, $3183; drain in Cab- 
ot street, $1059: drain in Beacon street 
near Wilde road, $812; drain in Chest- 
nut street near Gordon road, $2163; 
water mains, $4625; instrument steril- 
izer for Dental Clinic, $45; traffic sig- 
nals at Watertown and Walnut streets, 
$2091; new patrol wagon for Police 
Department, $2500; tools for Play- 
ground Department, $905.90; for con- 
struction of Neshobe, Varlck, Agawam 
and Wedgewood roads, $24,272.86; for 
special investigators for Welfare De- 
partment, $300. A sewer bond issue 
of $75,000 was authorized. 

The drains on most of the streets 
are necessary because of resurfacing 
of these roads which will be started in 
the near future. Alderman Powers, 
although a member of the Traffic 
Committee, had not been acquainted 
with the details of the proposed traffic 
signals at the intersection of Water- 
town and Walnut streets, so he asked 
for information. He was informed 
that the signals, of the General Elec- 
tric type, will be placed at corners 
of this intersection. The appropria- 
tion for a new police patrol wagon 
was badly needed. The old patrol 
wagon went out of commission some- 
time ago and the police ambulance 
has been carrying drunks and other 
arrested persons. Alderman Bail, as 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
explained that the $300 for the Wel-

Ordinance Passed Relating To 

Control Of Horace Cousens’ Fund 

Aldermen Act on Mayor’s Request To Form Board of Trustees 
To Manage Large Fund 


Oppose Widening Of 
Washington Street 

Aubnmdiile Residents Protest Re- 
moval of Trees 


A large delegation of Auburndale 
residents was present at the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen on Mondny 
night to protest against the proposed 
widening of Washington street, be- 
tween Woodland road and the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad bridge. This 
section of Washington street will be 
resurfaced In the near future, and the 
City Engineer, mindful of the large 
increase in traffic on the street which 
will result within the next couple of 
years when the new Boston and Wor- 
cester traffic artery will be construct- 
ed. recommended that the street be 
widened. Most of the frontage along 
this stretch of street, on the north side 
is included in the holdings of the 
Woodland Park School and Woodland 
Golf Club. 

Guy M. Winslow, principal of Lasell 
Seminary, of which the Woodland 
School is the junior department pro- 
tested against the widening because It 
will cause the removal of a large num- 
ber of beautiful shade trees. He stated 
that the trustees of the seminary are 
opposed to the widening and ques- 
tioned the immediate need of a wider 
street at this point. He said that 
Washington street along this section is 
46 feet wide and that while there will 
he heavy traffic, a street this width 
can take care of such traffic. He told 
the Aldermen that the main objection 
of the Lasell Seminary officials is not 
to the taking of land, and whatever Is 
required for the welfare of the city 
will meet with the co-operation of the 
trustees of the seminary. He ex- 
plained that some of the trees on the 
school grounds can he moved, but 
more of them would have to he cut 
down, and this would be a distinct loss 
to the appearance of the section affect- 
ed. He asked that sufficient time he 
given to permit the moving and re- 
planting of trees in front of the school. 

Ex Mayor Charles E. Hatfield vig- 
orously objected to the widening, as a 
trustee of Lasell Seminary. As a tax- 
payer he opposed the widening be- 
cause it would be an unnecessary ex- 
pense and other improvements are 
more needed. He said that with the 
car tracks removed from the street, 
it will be amply wide when resurfaced. 
He commented tffat the doctors may 
want the street widened so they can 
travel 90 miles an hour, but it will he 
less safe If it is made a speedway. 
He condemned the widening of the 
street between Woodland road and 
Commonwealth avenue and likened it 
to the Sahara Desert. He asked that 
the trees be saved, as Newton is 
beautified by Its trees. 

L. A. Bruce of 81 Woodlnnd road 
asserted that the widening would 
cause the destruction of 30 trees and 
reminded the Aldermen that it takes 
much less time to cut down a beauti- 
ful tree than it does for a tree to 
grow. He asked the City Engineer if 
this widening is part of a larger pro- 
gram. Mr. Morse answered in the af- 
firmative, stating that Washington St. 
will be widened in the near future to 
Wales street at Lower Falls and may 
eventually be widened to the Boston 
line in its narrower sections. Bruce 
asserted that the street, in its 
present width is broad enough to pro- 
vide for four lanes of traffic. 

H. L. Harris of 1754 Washington 
street opposed the widening and said 
that the width of the street can he 
increased from 46 to 54 feet by re- 
moving the soft shoulders outside the 
sidewalks. He said to cut down the 
trees would he a crime and would 
destroy one of the prettiest approach- 
es to the city. A. B. Nelson, secretary 
of the Woodland Golf Club, said it 
would be a serious detriment to the 
club to cut down the trees and if the 
street is widened the bridge over the 
Boston & Albany tracks will be nar- 
rower than the road on either side 
and will form a hazard. Strabo Clag- 
gett of 1820 Washington street, said 
this street is sufficiently wide and if 
made wider speeding will result and 
the lives of children in the district 
endangered. Others who opposed the 
widening were Edward L. Dimmer 
and Maurice Henkels.

NEWTON DE MOLAY HAS STATE 
CHAMPIONSHIP DRILL TEAM 

At the State conclave of the Order 
of De Molay at New Bedford recently 
the drill team of the Newton Chapter 
won the state championship in parade 
and drill competition among three pa- 
trols. The parade on Saturday, April 
25th, was a colorful spectacle with the 
New Bedford Chapter drill team lead- 
ing the line of march. The Old Colo- 
ny drill team of Quincy was next in 
line and the Newton team followed. A 
long line of marchers and automobiles 
completed the parade in which over 
five hundred participated. 

New Bedford was the first chapter 
to put on its drill and although they 
showed excellent form especially in 
marching lack of adequate formations 
deprived them of the honor of win- 
ning the trophy donated by the offi- 
cial De Molay jeweler in Fall River, 
George A. Lake. New Bedford ulti- 
mately was placed third, Quincy being 
second. The Newton team, attired in 
Turkish regalia with yellow jackets 
and red pants an£ Turkish fez of 
matching colors, was ffttefrupted at 
intervals by the applause of the audi- 
ence. Commanded by First Lieuten- 
ant Arnold E. Nichols, master council- 
lor of the Newtonville lodge, they com- 
pleted intricate and fascinating move- 
ments with but few mistakes. The 
resulting applause rocked the Boys’ 
club gymnasium where the event was 
staged. Quincy gave Newton a close 
run for honors in taking second place.

M. & B. Employees 
Meet Death In Accident 


Two Waltham Men Victims At 
North Chelmsford Bridge 


Five young men, employees of the 
Middlesex & Boston Company were 
victims of a fatal accident which oc- 
curred late Tuesday morning at North 
Chelmsford. Two were instantly 
killed, two seriously injured and one 
slightly injured. The five who were 
spare drivers of busses had started 
after finishing their morning’s -work 
for Nashua, New Hampshire in a tour- 
ing car. This city is the home town 
of John Broderick who was one of 
the party and who escaped with the 
least injuries. He received a cut 
on the head. Robert Harvey, 30, of 
Francis street, Waltham and John Duf- 
fy. 26. of Irving street, Waltham were 
killed. Edward Roach, 29. of 56 Boyn- 
ton street, Waltham had an arm 
broken, and E. J. Hodgkin. 24, of 147 
Russell street, Waltham had a leg 
broken and received head injuries. 

The accident occurred when the car 
crashed through a high picket fence 
at a bridge over the Boston & Maine 
tracks near Moore’s Mill in North 
Chelmsford and fell to the tracks be- 
low. The five men were hurtled on- 
to the tracks. The wreckage of the 
car was removed before any train 
reached the spot. 

Harvey was married and leaves a 
widow and three small children. Duf- 
fy was the son of John Duffy, a vet- 
eran employee of the Middlesex & 
Boston. 

The accident was caused by a car 
being parked on a narrow bridge 
where parking is forbidden. As the 
Waltham car reached this bridge an- 
other car approached from the oppo- 
site direction forcing the car contain- 
ing the Middlesex & Boston men to 
the side of the bridge. 


WILL INVESTIGATE FOR WEL- 
FARE DEPARTMENT 


At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night $300 were appropriated 
to pay special investigators for four 
weeks’ service with the Welfare De- 
partment. These investigators will 
seek information regarding 400 New- 
ton families and persons to whom re- 
lief has been given during the past 
year, including 173 families who have 
been receiving aid regularly. If it will 
be found that anyone has received aid 
by making false claims, such persons 
may be prosecuted. During the first 
3 months of this year the amount ex- 
pended by the city in extending aid 
totalled $18,855.19.

By a vote of 17 to 2 the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night passed the 
ordinance drawn by City Solicitor 
Bartlett at Mayor Weeks’ request re- 
lating to the management and control 
of the large fund bequeathed by Hor- 
ace Cousens to deserving poor of New- 
ton. This ordinance reads — 

THE HORACE COUSENS INDUS- 
TRIAL FUND 

Section 586. The gift bequeathed 
to the City in trust by the will of the j 
late Horace Cousens shall be known 
as The Horace Cousens Industrial 
Fund. 

Section 587. All loans from and all 
investments of said fund shall be in- 
vestigated and reported on before any 
action is taken by a board of three 
trustees, serving without compensation 
and all residents of the City of New- 
ton. The trustees shall be appointed 
by the Mayor subject, within fourteen 
days from the date of appointment, to 
confirmation by the Board of Aider- 
men. All appointments shall be for 
life, subject to removal by the Mayor 
by reason of disability, removal from 
the City or other sufficient cause. 

Section 588. All applications for 
loans and benefits under this Fund 
shall* be made to and filed with the 
Board of Trustees who shall investi- 
gate and make report and recommen- 
dations on all applications, for loans 
from said fund. Said Board of Trus- 
tees shall also make recommendations 
in reference to the investment, includ- 
ing the purchase and sale, of the prin- 
cipal and interest of said fund in the 
class of securities specified in Item 
Four of said will (see Middlesex Pro- 
bate. Case Number 55407 1 namely, 
United States Government bonds, 
bonds of any of the New England 
States, bopds of any of the cities of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and loans secured by first mortgages 
on improved real estate within the 
Commonwealth and all in conformity 
with the true intent, purpose and 
meaning of said Horace Cousens as ex- 
pressed in his said will. All bonds 
shall, if possible, be registered as to 
principal and interest in the name and 
all notes shall be made payable to 
the order of "The City of Newton. 
The Horace Cousens Industrial Fund” 
and shall be sold and transferred or 
endorsed only on the recommendation 
of the Board of Trustees. 

Section 589. All investments and 
changes in investments recommended 
by a majority of the Board of Trus- 
tees and approved by the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen shall be made by 
the City Treasurer who shall, by vir- 
tue of his office, receive and take 
charge of all moneys, securities and 
properties belonging to and constitut- 
ing said fund and its accumulations. 
All applications for loans and benefits 
whether approved or disapproved of 
by the Board of Trustees, approved by 
the Board of Aldermen shall be made 
bv the City Treasurer as directed by 
vote of said Board of Aldermen duly 
approved by the Mayor. An exempli- 
fied copy of the will of said Horace 
Cousens shall be kept in the records 
of the City Treasurer for public in- 
spection at all convenient times. 

The fund, which amounts to several 
hundred thousands of dollars at the 
present time was bequeathed by Mr. 
Cousens in a will made in 1883. condi- 
tional upon trust funds left to his 
wife and children and to the heirs 
of the latter, if any. He died in 1901, 
his daughter and sou did not marry. 
So. when the son died last year prac- 
tically the whole of the Couseus es- 
tate reverted to the City of Newton 
his wife a couple of years later and 


for the benefit of deserving persons of 
small means and for needy poor. 

According to the details of Mr. Coo- 
sens will, the fund, upon becoming 
available would be used to make loans 
to deserving persons of small means 
in Newton to enable them to acquire 
homesteads. Such Loans were to be 
made with interest charges only three- 
quarters of the prevailing rate. But, 
as the amount loaned was specified as 
to be limited to three-quarters of the 
last assessed value, the practicability 
of the fund for strch a purpose was 
largely negated. 

Mr. Cousens* will further provided 
that the fund shall accumulate until 
it reaches $1,000,000 and then the in- 
come from the fund shall be used for 
gratuities to worthy poor in Newton 
who are not inmates of the City Home. 
He specified that the Mayor and Aider- 
men of Newton should have charge of 
the investments of the fund and 
should determine who the recipients 
of its benefits would be. 

Alderman Powers of Ward 1 op- 
posed the ordinance. He read an ar- 
ticle he had written for the NEWTON 
GRAPHIC in the issue of November 
30. 1930, the week following the death 
of Horace S. Cousens (son of the do- 
nor) in which he stated that the wish- 
es of the man who bequeathed the 
large fund ought to be honored and 
the legacy managed and distributed 
as its giver specified. The Ward 1 Al- 
derman said that he realized the ordi- 
nance would be accepted by the Board 
but certain amendments should be 
made to it. 

He referred to the fact that the 
City Solicitor had changed the word- 
ing of the ordinance so that the Al- 
dermen. instead of having merely a 
veto power in regard to applications 
submitted and approved by the trus- 
tees can grant applications which the 
trustees have disapproved, if they so 
desire, and this change removed one 
of the objections he had to the or- 
dinance as first presented. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that in fairness to 
the city as a whole the number of 
trustees should be increased from 3 
to 5 as all three of the trustees are 
residents of ward 6.' He said that 
while it will be a number of years 
before the fund will reach $1,000,000 
and thus be of benefit to the poor, 
it is possible, due to changing econ- 
omic conditions, that applications may 
be made for real estate loans from it 
and that trustees should be appointed 
from parts of the city other than ward 
6; men who would have more intimate 
knowledge of the people of their dis- 
tricts. He moved that an amendment 
be made increasing the number of 
trustees from 3 to 5 and the amend- 
ment was seconded by Alderman Tem- 
perley of Ward 5. 

Alderman Grebenstein opposed the 
amendment saying that the duties of 
the trustees will consist of making 
investments and no committee of Al- 
dermen would be able to do this work 
so efficiently as a small group of trus- 
tees appointed for life, and who will 
serve without compensation. He said 
that in 10 or 15 years the argument 
of the Ward 1 alderman might have 
some weight but that at present there 
is no need tor 5 trustees. The proposed 
amendment was defeated by a large 
majority. 

Powers then offered an amendment 
to Section 5SS which would have in- 
serted the words “such loans to be 
made to deserving persons of small 
means in Newton who desire to ac- 
quire homesteads." These words to 
be inserted in the clause referring to 
the investment of the fund iu loans

NEWTON CONTENDER 
AT HARVARD MEET 


Through its overwhelming triumph 
at the Worcester interscholnstie meet 
; last week Saturday the Newton High 
track team lias been installed the fav- 
orite in the Class B championships of 
the 46th annual Harvard interschol- 
astics at the Stadium tomorrow after- 
noon. Competitors in Newton’s class 
will he the larger high schools such as 
Boston English. Medford. Brookline, 
Lawrence. Lowell, Lynn English. Lynn 
Classical and others. In comparison 
with the meet at Worcester the local 
(school will have much closer competi- 
tion as several of the schools above 
mentioned did not compete at Wor- 
cester and through the fact that there 
: will be but eight events instead of 
twelve.

The four events which will not be 
held In the Harvard meet are the high 
hurdles, mile run, pole vault and dis- 
cus throw. Athletes will be restrict- 
ed to competition in but one running 
and one field event each so it will pre- 
vent the repetition of scoring in four 
events as Milton Green did last week. 
Thus Newton will be deprived of 9^ 
points from last week’s scoring if the 
remaining points are duplicated which 
is more or less of an uncertainty. 
Walter Holmes, Newton negro dash 
star, will have another battle with Art. 
Jannell of Lynn English in the cen- 
tury which will be one of the feature 
races of the meet. Sloane will have 
Tom Callahan of Boston English and 
other classy furlong sprinters to con- 
tend with in addition to most of those 
i he met at Worcester. The Newton 
sophomore has been improving rapid- 
ly and is expected to place. The same 
situation exists in the 440-yard run 
! with Chalmers being counted on for 
; at least a fourth place. 

| Milton Green, of course, will carry 
the brunt of the burden of Newton’s 
I bid for honors. He is favored to win 
the low hurdles although Donovan of 
Lawrence will provide stern competi- 
tion if in shape. Rumors are going 
the rounds that Donovan is not at his 
best but, make no mistake, Donovan 
j will be very much in the race. The 
i lanky Mill city timber-topper won the 
high hurdles with his teammate. Boyd, 
nosing out Green for second place, 
j In the low hurdles both Green and 
Donovan were drawn in the same 
semi-final with the second place win- 
ners facing the obstacle of having to 
run a heat for second men in which 
the winner would qualify for the finals. 
Naturally neither wished to run an 
added eighth of a mile unless of neces- 
sity and they gave all they had to 
win the semi-final. At the eighth hur- 
dle. neck and neck, Green began to 
apply the pressure. Donovan tried to 
! match it, overdid himself, and took 
a header. The fall knocked him out 
and the cinders scratched him up 
somewhat. Reports are that cinders 
got into the injuries and his knee 
Joints are somewhat stiffened with the 
possible result that he may not be 
In the best of shape by Saturday for 
either the hurdles or high jump. Thus 
Green is regarded as the probable 
winner of the low hurdles although 
the competition will be keen with 
Boyd of Lawrence and Joyce of Bos- 
ton English in the field with Donovan. 
The versatile Newton star will for- 
sake the high jump for the broad 
jump as his field event. In the high 
jump Green has been defeated in all 
hut one meeting during the indoor 
season by Varney of Brookline while 
in the high jump he set a new meet 
record of 21 feet 3 in. at Worces- 
ter. If he can come through with 
a first and a second in his two events 
Newton will he in the running all the 
way. Jim Colligen is expected to place 
third or fourth in the shot put. At 
Worcester he failed to place, fouling 
on every put. He will have competi- 
tion from Geniawicz and Nihlock of 
the two Lynn schools as well as from 
Zaitz of Boston English. As there is 
no mile run George Lamb and Vincent 
Signore will be starters in the field in 
the half mile. It is a question wheth- 
er or not either can cut into the 
point scoring division but a point or 
two in this event may prove the de- 
ciding factor in swinging the honors 
Newton’s way. Stanley Johnson may 
also pick up a point in the low hurdle 
race which Newton can use. 

Five places will be figured for points 
in tomorrow’s affair which will reduce 
first place point superiority and in- 
crease second place points consider- 
ably. On the basis of above predic- 
tions Newton can score 22 points 
which should he approximately the

EIGHTH FROM LATIN 

Newton High won a tight game of 
hall Wednesday from the strong Bos- 
ton Latin School nine at Claflin Field, 
4 to 3. It was a most unusual game 
for the first eight frames, with George 
Kraber. Newton twirlcr, getting into 
several holes but escaping being scored 
upon, while Norman Appleynrd. New- 
ton third sacker, was having a field 
day. Appleyard handled ten chances 
In the field for three put outs and 
en assists and on each of his three 
times at bat singled and was pushed 
around to score by his tenm mates. 
Going into the eighth the score was 
3 to 0 in favor of Newton.

on improved real estate. Powers called 
attention to the fact that the Claims 
and Rules Committee and the City 
Solicitor had favored eliminating real 
estate loans as one class of securi- 
ties, for the fund of investment, but 
that this elimination had not been 
made. 

City Solicitor Bartlett replied that 
the decision had been reached that 
it would not be legal to change the 
provisions made by Mr. Cousens in 
bis will and the will expressly stated 
that loans on real estate might be 
one class of securities used in invest- 
ing the fund. Powers said that he 
believed since the will was changed 
in one respect by the appointing of 
a Board of Trustees, it might be 
changed in another respect, but he 
would not attempt to question the sol- 
icitor’s knowledge of law and he with- 
drew this amendment.

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We note with pleasure that three of our representatives in 
the House and Senate voted against the “compromise” measure 
recently enacted by the Legislature as a concession to Gov- 
ernor Ely.

The movement to make Mother’s Day something more than 
an opportunity to wear carnations by providing means to 
assist poor and feeble mothers deserves hearty support 
throughout the country.

Alderman Powers has the right idea in urging an increase 
in the number of trustees of the Cousens Fund from three to 
five. The larger number is especially needed wh'fen the men 
appointed by the Mayor all reside in one ward of the city. 


CITY DEPARTMENT REPORTS FOR 1930 


1930 HEALTH REPORT 

The 1930 report of the Newton 
Beard of Health was distributed last 
week. It shows that during the year 
there were 546 deaths in the city. 
Based on a population of 65,295 (the 
official United States census figures) 
this gave a death rate per 1000 popu- 
lation for the year of 8.30, the lowest 
in the history of the city. The lowest 
previous record. 9.7 was in 1925. An- 
other new favorable record was es- 
tablished as regards diphtheria. Only 
3 cases were reported during the year 
and no deaths occured from this dis- 
ease. Five hundred children in the 
city received free immunization 
against this disease last year. 

There were 80 cases of scarlet fe- 
ver in the city during 1930, but no 
deaths from this diseases. Most of 
these cases were of a mild type, diffi- 
cult to detect in the early stages. Of 
‘ the SO cases 55 were treated at home 
in 44 different houses, In -which 46 
other children resided. Nine of these 
children in 7 different houses subse- 
quently contracted the disease. In 
one instance 3 children residing across 
the street from a house where a scar- 
let fever patient was supposed to be 
quarantined caught the disease and 
it was subsequently learned that the 
isolation of the child in the quaran- 
tined house had not been observed. 
Twenty-five of the scarlet fever cases 
were treated in hospitals and only 1 
secondary case developed from these. 

Thirteen cases of typhoid fever with 
one resultant death, occurred in New- 
ton during 1930, but all these cases 
were contracted outside the city. 
Measles, of which 754 cases were re- 
ported during the year, caused 1 death. 
It is probable there were many more 
cases of this disease among children 
under school age which were not re- 
ported. Regarding whooping-cough, 
Dr. Curtis, chairman of the Board of 
Health, says in the report — "363 cases 
were reported with 2 deaths, a record 
which agrees very closely with the 
annual number of cases reported in 
Newton. The number reported is prob- 
ably further from the number occur- 
ring than in the case of measles. The 
difficulty of making the diagnosis ad- 
ded to the indifference of many 
mothers to the occurrence of whoop- 
ing-cough in their own children, and 
their carelessness of the rights of 
others, has a great deal to do with 
the difficulty of getting proper reports 
of the occurrence of whooping cough." 

Thirty cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis and 8 deaths from this dread 
disease were reported during 1930. 
This is a very small number of cuses 
for a city the size of Newton. Last 
year was the sixth in the Ten Year 
program inaugurated by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health 
for the detection and control of tu- 
berculosis among school children. 
When the program was started in 
Newton between 300 and 400 children 
were examined and 78 found to re- 
quire special supervision. The pro- 
gram called for the examination of 
these children by State physicians 
each year but most of these children 
and their parents have not co-operated 
and the number who took the examin- 
ation each succeeding year has been 
progressively reduced to 15. Seven- 
teen cases of Infantile paralysis oc- 
curred in the city during the year and 
1 death resulted. Cases of mumps 
reported during 1930 totalled 155. 

The report states that the physical 
examination of school children showed 
a verj gratifying reduction in the 
number of defective children found. 
The percentage of children found with 
defects in all the public schools was 
5.73. In the junior high schools the 
percentage was larger — 9.04. More 
children in the Junior high schools had 
flat feet thun had children in the 
grade schools. The need of a dental 
clinic on the South Side is stressed. 
The existing dental clinic treated 600 
children. 

During lust yeur 903 births occurred 
in the city, a rate per 1000 of 13.73 
which the report stutes is u very poor 
showing. The report also chides phy- 
sicians who neglect to file returns of 
births, us required by State law. 

Causes of deaths included the fol- 
lowing cancer 72, rheumatic fever 3, 
diabetes 6, anemia 2, cerebrul hemor- 
rhage 31, cerebral embolism 7, heart 
ailments 101, arterio sclerosis 45, em- 
bolism and thrombosis 20, bronchitis 
3, broncho pneumonia 28, lobar pneu- 


monia 2S. appendicitis 6, nephritis 19, 
automobile accidents 10. 


FORESTRY DEPARTMENT 
REPORT 


The report of the Forestry Division 
of the Newton Street Department for 
1930 recently published calls atten- 
tion to the efforts being made to save 
the attractive shade trees which have 
made Newton so admired. Modern 
highways with concrete surfaces pre- 
vent trees from obtaining sufficient 
moisture and the rapid development 
of large estates into house lots has 
also caused the cutting down of many 
trees. Electrical current, leaks from 
gas pipes and other causes resulting 
from modern conditions also have 
injured the trees. 

During 1930, 329 trees were removed 
and 2S11 trees trimmed; 611 trees 
were strengthened and straightened 
my cementing, bolting and cabling. 
There was a slight decrease in gypsy 
moth infestation during the year and 
no brown-tail moths have been found 
in the city for three years. Other 
pests combatted included canker 
worm, leaf miner, cottony maple 
scale, oak leaf roller and aphis. 

During December 20 men were em- 
ployed at Oak Hill trimming trees 
along the narrow* roads in that sec- 
tion. During the year 731 new trees 
were planted and 81 trees replaced 
a greater number than in previous 
years. Most of these trees were Nor 
way maples and rock maples which 
have been found best adapted for 
street planting. 

The Forestry Division fares for the 
grounds at 2S public schools, 18 other 
public buildings. 40 large and small 
parks and 43 triangles throughout the 
city. Three old hurial grounds ure 
also under the care of this division. 
Improvements made during the year 
included repairs to the Eliot Memorial 
and the building of a new* rustic 
bridge at Farlow Park. 

Supt. Rogers advocates an addition 
to the Forestry Building at the Crafts 
street yard. The use of tlys building 
as a repair garage for the many trucks 
and automobiles owned by the city 
causes it to become insufficient in size 
for the needs of the Forestry Divi- 
sion.

1930 POLICE REPORT 


The report of Chief Michael Hughes 
of the Newton Police Department for 
1930 contains some interesting infor- 
mation. The department includes a 
captain, an inspector with the rank of 
captain, 2 lieutenants, an inspector 
with the rank of lieutenant, 10 ser- 
geants, 115 patrolmen and 10 reserve 
patrolmen. At headquarter there are 
a janitor, two clerks and a matron. 

The veterans of the department are 
Patrolman William Dolan, stationed at 
Chestnut Hill, appointed in 1893; Cap- 
tain Richard Goode. appointed in 
1896: Patrolman Horace Bailey of 
Newton Highlands, appointed in 1895: 
Patrolman William Fuller of Newton- 
ville. appointed in 1894; Patrolman 
Charles Tainter of Lower Falls ap- 
pointed In 1894, and Henry Tibbetts, 
desk man at police headquarters, ap- 
pointed in 1895. During 1930 mem- 
bers of the department r«tired on 
pensions included Chief Bernard Burke. 
Captain James Mullen and Nepthali 
Forte, janitor. Putrolman John Mc- 
Neil was retired a few weeks ago. He 
was appointed In 1897. 

During 1930 in Newton 3141 arrests 
were made; 241 of those arrested were 
females. The offences for which ar- 
rests were made included — murder. 1 ; 
rape, l; assault und battery, 53; as- 
sault on police officers, 8; assault with 
Intent to kill, 1; blackmail, 1; man- 
slaughter, 2. For committing burglar- 
ies 31 were arrested and for larceny 
87. For drunkenness, the arrests to- 
talled 533 as compared with 451 in 
1929. For driving automobiles while 
under the influence of liquor 74 per- 
sons were arrested in 1930. In 1929 66 
were arrested for this offence. 

Arrests and court summonses for vi- 
olations of automobile luw’s and traffic 
ordinances included— speeding, 643; 
reckless driving, 29: operating without 
a license. 112; operating with improp- 
er brakes, 27; operating without pro- 
per lights, 64: operating without regis- 
tration. 14; not slowing down at Htreet 
intersections, 70; violating traffic reg- 
ulations, 835. 

Of the 3141 persons to uppear in 
court 1619 were fined; 46 sent to juil. 
181 given suspended sentences; 26 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Guesses are now in order as to the 
probable date of prorogation. So, you 
see, the end appears to be in sight. 
Some are so optimistic that they are 
saying that the sessions will end 
with the current month. Others say 

the middle of June” while the more* 
pessimistic put it as the “last of 
June.” At any rate there is a general 
feeling that “it won’t be long now” 
and thus far nobody is protesting 
against reasonable speed. 

The Committee on Rules of the two 
branches reported against a bill au- 
thorizing the Sergeant-at-Arms to fur- 
nish suitable metal badges to mem- 
bers of the General Court. The mat- 
ter was taken up by the House and 
by agreement was not debated. On 
the vote to pass the measure there 
was an overwhelming “Yes” vote. 
Speaker Saltonstall declared that the 

Nays” had it and amid laughter a 
rising vote was taken. Ninety-five 
members voted in the affirmative and 
41 in the negative. Representative 
Rafter of Salem, who has been the 
Governor’s spokesman on a number of 
important bills, called for a rollcall. 
He had been opposed to the hill as a 
member of the House Rules Commit- 
tee. On the rollcall the bill was de- 
feated, 121 to 76. Representatives 
Thompson, Baker and Luitwieler 
voted against the bill. Mr. Thomp 
son was among those who had signed 
the petition for such legislation. He 
was not the only one, however, who 
changed his position when it came to 
a rollcall. The Senate also rejected 
the bill by a wise vote and without 
discussion. 

The Governor’s bill providing for a 
two-year program for the accelera 
tion of building construction “In or- 
der to alleviate the present unem 
ployment emergency” found the New- 
ton legislators divided. Mr. Baker 
voted for the measure and Senator 
Hollis and Representatives Luitwieler 
and Thompson were recorded against. 
There were 43 Representatives and 
six Senators against the bill which 
was not enough to defeat it despite 
the fact that a two-thirds vote was 
necessary. 

Among the bills rejected ■were the 
following: Investigation by the Divi- 
sion of Metropolitan Planning relative 
to the extension of the Cambridge 
subway to the town of Arlington; in- 
creasing the salary of the Police Com- 
missioner of Boston; a group of bills 
relating to police raids and the ques- 
tion of admitting evidence unlawful- 
ly secured in liquor cases; bill giv- 
ing the Public Utilities Commission 
the same authority over holding com- 
panies they now have over operating 
companies and bill giving local au- 
thorities in towns the right to super- 
vise the use of dynamite for commer- 
cial purposes, which is now controlled 
by the State Fire Marshal. 

The Governor has signed the bill 
providing for an investigation with a 
view of improving the procedure un- 
der the Initiative and referendum pro- 
visions of the State constitution for 
the purpose of rendering questions 
submitted thereunder more under- 
standable to the voters and of elim- 
inating certain inconsistencies in the 
provisions of the existing laws. 

Other bills signed include that pro- 
viding for an investigation by a spe- 
cial unpaid commission for an appro- 
priate memorial to commemorate the 
virtues am! achievements of Maj.-Gen. 
Clarence It. Edwards. Another pro- 
vides that the sale of Bibles from 
door-to-door shall not come under the 
provision of the hawkers and ped- 
dlers law. The Governor has also 
signed the bill authorizing the kill- 
ing of predatory birds and mammals 
and the possession or carrying of shot- 
guns and rifles in certain cases on 
Sundays. 

[Under a suspension of the rules 
there has been admitted a bill peti- 
tioned for by the Watertown Select- 
men for an investigation by the State 
Department of Public Health relative 
to increasing the capacity of the Met- 
ropolitan sewer in the Charles River 
valley so as to eliminate the over- 
flow of sewage into the Charles River 
near Watertown. It is now before 
the Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs which gave it a hearing Wednes- 
day. 

A welfure measure that has re- 
ceived favorable action authorizes the 
State Department "f Education to of- 
fer correspondence courses, free of 
charge, to inmates of State correc-

fare Department is to pay two investi- 
gators for one month’s work in ob- 
taining information regarding persons 
who had been receiving aid from 
the city. He referred to the case 
of a woman who received aid and in 
whose home the police while conduct- 
ing a raid found $7000 in cash. 

Referring to the large sum appro- 
priated for the construction of the 
streets at Waban and West Newton 
which will be built by private con- 
tractors, Alderman Bail stated that 
it is the hope and desire of the 
Mayor that streets in Newton, other 
than these may he built by employees 
of the Street Department. 

Alderman Murray told the Board 
that the Public Works Committee had 
recommended the removal of a curve 
on Washington street near the Wood- 
land Golf Club to abolish this traffic 
hazard. The committee will also fa- 
vor a taking of land along the north 
side of the street, but not at pres- 
ent. 

Alderman Temperly, justifying his 
opposition to the granting of a license 
to the dance hall at Norumbega Park, 
which action he took at a preceding 
meeting of the Board, read a skit he 
had written based on Greek mythol- 
ogy and aimed at an advertisement 
the dance hall management recently 
published which told of “150 love 
seats" at that terpsicliorean resort. 
Alderman Smith arose to the defence 
of the dance hall and said he had 
gone there on several occasions to ob- 
serve how it is conducted and found 
that the management is quite strict 
in maintaining order ajul the place 
is run on a high scale. 

The Licenses Committee recom- 
mended that a taxi license he granted 
at Newton Highlands to James P.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Bail, referring to the fact that four 
streets in this city, to ho built under 
improved specifications, will lie con- 
structed by private contractors, said 
that Mayor Weeks hopes and desires 
to have such work in tiie future per- 
formed by employees of tho Street 
Department. This statement Is wel- 
comed by tho many employees of tiie 
Street Department who had beon 
working hut part time for many 
weeks. Should this city liavo its 
streets constructed by private contrac- 
tors many city employees would he 
thrown out of work and with tho 
economic situation such as it is, could 
not obtain work elsewhere. Eventual- 
ly they would have to obtain relief 
from the Welfare Department of the 
city. Such a result would he repug- 
nant to men willing to work and would 
not he good business for this city or 
its taxpayers. Alderman Murray, 
chairman of the Public Works Com- 
mittee, gives the further acceptable 
information that the foremen of the 
Street Department will be given op- 
portunities to observe the work done 
on the group of streets which will he 
built under the new specifications. 

On a certain large estate in New- 
ton a number of pheasants make their 
home. A family residing near this 
estate has been feeding the pheasants 
with doughnuts which the birds relish. 
The head of this family has been buy- 
ing the doughnuts at a Newton Corner 
bakery and pays 25c the dozen for 
them. Last week at a chain store in 
Newton he saw doughnuts on sale at 
15c the dozen. Trying to effect an 
economy he purchased a dozen of the 
“bargain price" doughnuts, took them 
home and gave them to his wife for 
the phensunts. The doughnuts were 
placed out in the shrubbery for tiie 
birds. But. the pheasants refused to 
eat them. These birds evidently know 
their doughnuts. 


In view of the constant increase 
in the number of persons killed and 
injured by automobiles in Massachu- 
setts residents of this State should 
be vitally concerned in the proposed 
law which will abolish the compul- 
sory liability insurance that has been 
in effect in this Commonwealth for 
some years. Backed by insurance in- 
terests and certain automobile inter- 
ests tills legislation has received fa- 
vorable action in preliminary stages 
and seems to have a strong prob- 
ability of passing. 

According to the arguments of the 
opponents of compulsory liability in- 
surance this law has been a failure. 
They allege that it has not produced 
constructive results as a safety meas- 
ure. that it has not reduced accidents, 
that it has caused many thousands 
of fake injury claims, that from 6000 
to 10,000 cars are being operated on 
Massachusetts highways without in- 
surance and that its cost to automo- 
bile owners lias been constantly in- 
creased and that it lias not made driv- 
ers more careful. 

The law proposed as a substitute 
is known as a financial liability law. 
Similar laws are in operation in sev- 
eral States and the one favored is 
that used in Connecticut where so- 
called demerit and credit ratings are 
factors in determining the cost of 
insurance. Where such laws are in 
force autoists adjudged responsible 
for accidents are compelled to pay 
damages or lose the right to operate 
on the roads. Autoists who have no 
accidents pay less for insurance than 
do those who have been held to bluine 
for accidents. 

While there are autoists of an in- 
ferior type who may drive recklessly 
because they feel protected by the 
knowledge that they carry liability in- 
surance, such a class is greatly in the 
minority. The big majority of autoists 
are not taking chances on accidents, 
even though insured. It Is not the 
possession of liability insurance which 
causes persons indifferent to the rights 
of others to speed and drive recklessly. 
It is tiie failure of police, district at- 
torneys, judges and juries to appre- 
hend, prosecute and punish such of- 
fenders. There has been too much 
“fixing”, too much leniency. 

And what reason is there for the 
fact that thousands of automobiles are 
being illegally operated on our high- 
ways: cars which do not carry lia- 
bility insurance; cars on which the 
registration has been revoked? With 
thousands of policemen and other law 
enforcement officers in Massachusetts, 
what excuse can lie offered for such 
a condition? Is it going to improve 
matters to increase the number of 
uninsured cars from 6000 to many 
times that total? 

Regarding the so-called demerit 
system whereby autoists would pay a 
varying scale of insurance rates based 
on freedom from accidents. The le- 
gality of such a system is moie than 
doubtful. It would put a premium on 
dishonesty, on perjury. It would mul- 
tiply the existing evil of “fixing" cases 
for autoists guilty of violating the laws 
to save them from being placed in the 
extra rate class of insured. Thou 
sands of careful drivers have learned 
through bitter experience that they 
have been unjustly Illumed for acci- 
dents when they had no witnesses 
and the persons responsible for ac- 
cidents produced perjuring witnesses, 
or alleged witnesses. 

The present compulsory liability 
Insurance system in Massachusetts is 
far from perfect. But, to remove the 
protection now afforded the people of 
this Commonwealth, to repluce it with 
a fureiul “demerit” insurance system, 
to allow on our highways thousands 
of irresponsible youths operating un- 
insured cars, would certainly not lie a 
consummation devoutly to he wished 
.for.

Hawks and Napoleon. 
Gambling Promoted. 

Laws Hampering Business. 

The Queen’s Bad Deal. 

Captain Hawks, who got his train- 
ing in the American army and fin- 
ished It for himself, seems to be the 
best air man now. 

Having broken the air record from 
London to Rome, by cutting off more 
than half the flying time, he has now 
broken the record for commercial 
planes from Paris to London, mak- 
ing the 218 miles in 59 minutes. 

That would Interest Napoleon, who 
sat patiently at the edge of the Chan- 
nel, wondering how he could got to 
England. 

If there had been airplanes in Na- 
poleon's day he wouldn't have sat 
wondering. He would have gone to 
England. 

He would have done for France, 
early In the last century, what mod- 
ern France has done, building the 
biggest fighting air fleet in the world. 

The French Government, to pro- 
mote its pari mutuel system of race 
track betting, arranges to take bets 
not only at the race course but any- 
where in France. Bets can be sent 
by telegraph or mail. You deposit 
money in advance, not less than 5,000 
francs (§200). And the smallest bet 
by wire or mail is fifty francs ($2). 

All profit goes to the Government, 
except purses actually won by the 
owners of racing horses. 

In this country we bet on the 
races at least ten dollars for every 
one bet iu France and all the profit 
goes to bookmakers, race track touts, 
etc. 

Similarly, iu our liquor selling, all 
the profit goes to bootleggers, rack- 
eteers, hijackers and speakeasies. 

It used to pay a big profit, with less 
crime, to the Government, as it still 
pays great profit with little crime to 
governments of France, Germany, 
England aud other civilized coun- 
tries. 


Do you re- 
member when 
you were little 
and you would 
creep into the 
kitchen, with- 
out being seen, 
to that secret 
place where 
you knew you 
would find a 
big stone jar 
full to the brim 
with the most 
wonderful cook- 
ies? Grandmother’s cookie jar? 
What memories It brings back to 
us! Memories of a sunny kitchen 
full of the spicy aroma of baking 
day — memories of a mother tak- 
ing pride in her baking of fluffy 
cakes, snow-white bread, and crisp 
little gingerbread men. 

I sometimes stop and wonder at 
many of the mothers of today, and 
I pity the children growing up 
with only the memories of cookies 
out of a paper bag. To me, the 
cookie jar is a symbol of the 
wholesome home life of yesterday; 
the paper bag, a symbol of the 
jazz life of today. 

May I ask you to make the 
cookie jar an institution In your 
home and — keep It filled, always. 
Here are a few recipes that you 
may like to try: — 

Grandmother's Ginger Cookies 
1 cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 

1 egg 

2/3 cup of boiling water 
1 cup molasses 
6 cups of pastry flour 
1 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 teaspoon soda 

$ 1 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon ginger 

Cream shortening and sugar to- 


gether. Add unbeaten egg. Mix 
well. Stir in the boiling water and 
molasses. Cool. Sift flour with re- 
maining Ingredients and add. Mix 
thoroughly. Place in refrigerator 
overnight. Roll to *4 Inch thick- 
ness and cut into rounds. Place 
on a greased cookie sheet and 
bake at 375 degrees for about 15 
minutes. This recipe makes 36 
cookies at a complete cost ci 
about 35 cents. 

Do not overlook the fact that 
molasses Is a very valuable source 
of iron, of which we need a good 
supply daily. 

Here is another cookie recipe 
which is excellent to serve for a 
party, with either ice cream or > 
fruit punch: — 

Chocolate Nut Cookies c 

1 cup sugar 

% cup shortening 

2 eggs 

3 squares chocolate 
% cup nutmeats 

% cup seedless raisins 

2 cups pastry flour 
% teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
% cup milk 

Cream sugar and shortening, 
add unbeaten eggs and melted 
chocolate. Add finely chopped 
nutmeats and raisins with the sift- 
ed dry ingredients. Add milk and 
mix well. Drop by teaspoonsful 
on a greased cookie sheet. Bake 
at 375 degrees for about 10 min- 
utes. This recipe makes 50 
cookies.

Business meu plan a fight to 
change, iu a common sense way, 
some of the laws that hamper busi- 
ness, and It is none too soon. 

Under the obsolete Sherman Act, 
made iu the days of hansoin cabs, 
nearly half a century ago, any group 
of men that should now "conspire” to 
stop criminal waste in the oil indus- 
try, or regulate any industrial pro- 
duction, to prevent slumps or depres- 
sion, could be put in jail. 

In Europe great combinations are 
encouraged, entire nations go into 
them. Here we say to business men: 

"No, you can’t make agreements. 
You must compete with each other, 
no mutter how disastrously, no mat- 
ter to what extent you waste or ex- 
haust U 12 nation’s resources. 

"You can’t make any agreement to 
prevent producing ten times as much 
as the people can buy. You must con- 
tinue forever to run your industries 
on a haphazard, wastefully competi- 
tive basis.” 

That nonsense should stop. 

C. J. Starkey, lawyer, of Hollywood, 
aud accustomed to big figures, says 
Queen Isabella got a poor return when 
she invested §0,000 worth of jewelry 
iu Columbus’s trip to America. If she 
then had invested §6,000 at five per 
cent, compounded twice a year, it 
would amount now to four trillion five 
hundred billion dollars §4,500,000,000,* 
000), and that, says Mr. Starkey, is 
"eleven and onc-half times the value 
of the United States and all its pos- 
sessions.” The figures are impressive, 
but anyone who would soil the United 
States now for four and onc-half tril- 
lions would make a bad bargain. 

We have our billionaires, several of 
them, and wo shall, in due time, have 
our “trillionaires” if men persist in 
their foolish pursuit of more money 
thau they need. 

Calvin Coulidge, sympathizing .with 
meu iu 2 >»hlic life, from which he 
neatly retired at the moment psycho- 
logique, reminds you that officials are 
often accused uujustly. He reminds 
you that Chancellor Kent wrote, back 
iu 1845: "1 think we have in Wash- 
ington the meanest, most malignant 
party hacks and tools that ever were 
doomed to curse a republic." 

Coolidgo adds: "Yet the country 
not only survived, but the Government 
of that day is now conceded to have 
included some of our most brilliunt 
statesmen.” 

Field Marshal Allenby, one of the 
ablest fighters that Great Britain pro- 
duced In the big war, celebrates his 
seventieth birthday with this state- 
ment: "The next war will mean the 
complete end of civilization as we 
know it. Everything and everyone 
will be commandeered." 

Even auother world war could hard- 
ly kill civilization permanently. If it 
could be killed by anything, It would 
liuvu been killed long ago, in the Huu- 
dred Years Wur and the Thirty Years 
War, for instance. 

But the world needs to be reminded 
that wars must become more aud 
more duudly. Aud a really grout war 
now would probably bankrupt every 
uutiou on earth, meaning poverty for 
all classes. 

Perhups that's what the humuu race 
needs, but it doesn't wunt it.

Lightning Do’s and Dont’s 

How much do you know about light- 
ning — fools, chain or heat? Now, 
don’t get nervous. This is not a grave 
warning. It simply means that I am 
passing along to you some of the ex- 
ceedingly interesting things I found 
In an article on “Lightning” written 
by my good friend Herbert V. Ingersoll 
of Stone & Webster, Inc. If you hap- 
pened to know him intimately as I do 
you would count yourself fortunate. 
Yet there is no reason you cannot 
learn a good deal from his study of a 
subject which has an appeal to all of 
us, especially now as the season of 
thunder storms is approaching. 

Mi I'-fiersoll, wl.o was graduated 
from the (iliforniu Institute of Tech- 
nology with a Master of Science de- 
gree, lias written for the Stone & Web- 
ster Journal an article which makes 
clear and entertaining mutters which 
we are eager to learn but usually And 
phrased in technical words. Further- 
more he brings before us a clearer 
view of that which I am sure is more 
or less hazy to those of us who are 
not students of science. 

What I believe is particularly worth 
knowing is his discussion of where 
lightning strikes or doesn’t strike and 
what protection lightning-rods afford. 
He declares that the results of tests 
show that lightning rods are of real 
value within definite limits. 

“Few lightning rods are seen on 
houses in the city, yet the rods are 
there in different form,” says Mr. In- 
gersoll. "Every plumbing installa- 
tion has an air-vent pipe, rising above 
the roof, and of course directly con- 
nected to the well-grounded pipes. Ra- 
dio aerials, electric light wires, metal 
water-containers carrying the rain 
water from the roof to the ground, 
all furnish protection to the house. 
Radio aerials should, of course, be 
grounded outside the house during a 
storm. Some people still believe that 
the safest place in the house during an 
electrical storm Is under the bed. 
There are many other places just as 
safe, hut the most dangerous places

The Newton High School track ath- 
letes opened their outdoor senson Inst 
Saturday with an overwhelming vic- 
tory in the Worcester Polytechnical 
School interacholnstic meet. During 
the indoor senson the* past w'inter the 
local aggregation captured first plnces 
in three interscholastic tiffairs and 
were a close second in the State meet, 
the fourth and final on the boards. 
Turning to th£ cinder path the wearers 
of the orange and black have re- 
gained the top of the heap again and 
have high hopes of keeping there dur- 
ing the remaining meets of the senson. 
Indoors Milton Green, versatile New- 
ton star, had much to do with the 
season’s success and if last Saturday 
is any criterion he should add more 
laurels. At Worcester Newton scored 
29% points of which 14% were made 
by the popular Newton star, as he 
equalled the low hurdles record twice 
and set a new mnrk in the running 
broad jump, Lawrence High, showing 
unexpected strength, totalled 17% 
points for second place, nosing out 
Brookline high which finished third 
with 16 counters. Ten other schools 
figured in the point division with four 
schools failing to score. 

After a long series of preliminary 
trials in the 100-yard dash the field 
narrowed down to six runners for the 
final. This sextet included Walter 
Holmes, negro Newton star, C. Ryan 
of Mechanics Arts High of Boston, 
Brooks of Worcester Classical, Ells- 
worth Roberts of Lawrence, Ben Hoot- 
stein of Brookline and P. R>*an of 
Mechanics Arts. Holmes had won the 
second semi-final over Roberts and 
P. Ryan while Hootstein had taken 
the first over C. Ryan and Brooks. 
The Newton flash got off to a poor 
start btP breezed home by a yard 
over Roberts with C. Ryan third and 
Brooks, fourth, to give Newton a start 
towards its clinching off its second 
title in the past three Worcester 
meets. Holmes was clocked in 
10 2-5 seconds in the final and 10 3-5 
in his semi-final. 

The 20-yard dash was another 
thrilling race with the final field nar 
rowed down to such runners ns Ches- 
ter Litman of Brookline, Beaudet of 
Gardner High, Douglas Sloane of New- 
ton. Brooks of Worcester Classical and 
Johnson and Hakanson both of Me 
clianics Arts. Litman won the first 
semi-final over Beaudet and Hakanson 
and Sloane had won the other over 
Brooks and Johnson. The final heat 
saw Litman breaking the tape ahead 
of Beaudet with Sloane and Hakanson 
right up with the leaders for second 
and third places. The time was 23 3-5 
seconds. In winning his semi-final heat 
Sloane was caught in 24 2-5 seconds. 

The 120-yard high hurdles final 
proved another Green-Donovan race 
to continue the series of battles they 
begun over the barriers on the boards. 
Once again Donovan, the Lawrence 
High star, edged the Newton star at 
the tape with Boyd, another Lawrence 
flyer, also getting the official deci- 
sion ahead of Green although there 
was considerable discussion. The first 
and second places to Lawrence kept 
the Mill city team out in front with 
eleven points although Green’s third 
place for two points put Newton close 
behind with nine counters. 

The Newton star came into his own 
in the low hurdles to equal the record 
of 26 2-5 seconds in his semifinal and 
again in the final to take first place. 
Syme of New Prep, who had beaten 
Boyd in the first semi-final, took sec- 
ond, Lawson of Brockton was third 
and Stanley Johnson of Newton fourth. 
Johnson eliminated Boyd and Odion, 
tlie latter from Fairhaven, by winning 
the heat for second men to qualify for 
the finals. 

The 440 was run in three trials and 
a final. Among the finalists was Doug- 
las Chalmers of Newton who had taken 
second in the second heat to qualify 
for the finals. Bates of Worcester 
breasted the tape in the finals ahead 
of Joe McCarthy of Brockton with 
Chalmers third and Price of Worces- 
ter North fourth. 

George Lamb and Vincent Signore, 
Newton distance runners, came 
through for the orange and black to 
place second and third, respectively 
in the mile which was won by Hag- 
strom of Worcester. Shugrue of Lowell 
took fourth. Newton failed to score 
in the hull, mile which was won by 
Lindsay Brigham of Brookline in a 
final dash to til*' tape to beat out Hag- 
strom and Arthur LaFrancliise, the 
latter of Brockton.

BIENNIAL COUNCIL MEETING. It 
is impossible to report all the events 
of the Biennial Council Meeting at 
Phoenix, Arizona, but a few of the 
high lights of these days filled with 
a wealth ot entertainment, accom- 
plishment, discussion, and achieve- 
ment, are given. 

Monday, the 27th, might well have 
been called “Arizona Day,” since Ari- 
zona was the topic of greetings and* of 
responses. Mrs. Sippel aptly described 
the changes in thought of many of 
the delegates when in her “Response", 
she told how she had come to Ari- 
zona with a mental vision of deserts 
and sand, to And a reality of green 
fields, and a delightful hospitality tru- 
ly western. The Banquet in honor 
of Mrs. Sippel opened at 6 o’clock at 
the Hotel Westward-Ho, and here hun- 
dreds of Arizona’s Clubwomen were on 
hand to receive, and entertain as well, 
the incoming hosts. The banquet hall 
had been decorated with Arizona mar- 
igolds and from Yuma had come a 
grapefruit for each of the visitors. A 
Maricopa Indian jar was another in- 
dividual souvenir, after service as u 
nut holder. The menu card, its cover 
in similitude of a Navajo blanket, car- 
ried a list of Arizona dainties, with in- 
clusion of dates, flgs, olives and cac- 
tus sweets. 

Notably southwestern in character 
was the gift of the State Federation 
to the National president, Mrs. John 
F. Sippel. It was an etching picture 
of a desert cactus, done by George 
E. Burr, a nationally known artist, 
now resident in this section. 

After the dinner and speeches, there 
followed a most fascinating Spanish 
garden party, given by the Phoenix 
Women's Clubs. This was in the 
open air, in a grassy patio, with the 
hostesses in Spanish shawls, with sen- 
oritas distributing favors and refresh- 
ments, and with a Spanish orchestra 
concealed behind a flowery screen. 

The chief news of the day of special 
interest in Massachusetts to be sent 
back to us was that Mrs. Azel A. Pack- 
ard, of Springfield, president of the 
State Federation from 1928-1930, had 
resigned as Massachusetts director of 
the General Federation and that Mrs. 
Arthur D. Potter, also a former State 
president, and at one time also Mass- 
chusetts director for the National or- 
ganization, had been appointed in Mrs. 
Packard’s place. 

Unexpectedly early action was taken 
Thursday, the 30th. on a number of 
resolutions that had reached only the 
stage of second reading. That con- 
cerning Communism was amended to 
a degree, though not in alteration of 
its forceful expression, and the reso- 
lution was adopted with but two dis- 
senting votes. 

One addition recited that the Fed- 
eration believes “that the home is 
tlie bulwark of the nation and realizes 
the vital necessity of maintaining the 
spiritual value of the home as well 
as the necessity of keeping God in the 
national consciousness.’’ 

With a single adverse vote the res- 
olution favoring American participa- 
tion in the World Court wbh adopt- 
ed. There was little argument on the 
matter, following a statement by Mrs. 
Ashland, of Denver, that peace is the 
great objective of the women of the 
nation. In the same series the resolu- 
tion favoring disarmament was adopt- 
ed. 

Accepted also were resolutions fav- 
oring aid for women war veterans, 
help for Indians, and acceptance of a 
neutral tlag. 

Mrs. J. Enos Ray, of Baltimore, 
chairman of the Committee on Sufety, 
asked for establishment of a Home 


Safety Week. She declared America’s 
automobile accident record worse than 
its war casualties, and produced fig- 
ures that in Detroit last year there 
were more motor fatalities than in the 
five-year record of other accidental 
causes and with Incidental destruction 
of $27,000,000 worth of property. 

The necessity for establishment of 
a choice home library, with a chil- 
dren’s bookshelf, was urged by Mrs. 
H. C. McCahan, of Kirksville, Mo., 
chairman of the Division of Literature. 
She stated that “the commonplace has 
been exalted, base desire exploited, 
and a ruthless exposition of the social 
order portrayed In barbarian extrava- 
gance through the printed page, and 
in our search for realism in literature 
we have lost something of the happy 
optimism of the literature of a half 
century ago.” 

Every state In the Union will have 
a poet laureate, if the suggestion of 
the chairman of the committee on po- 
etry, Miss Anita Browne, of New York 
City, is adopted. She recommended 
that the outstanding woman poet of 
each state should be chosen for the 
honor. Clubs are urgently requested 
to plan a poetry contest for the fall, 
that there may be publication of a 
General Federation book of poems in 
1932. 

Much of the afternoon was devoted 
to consideration of the Fine Arts, es- 
pecially as a community asset, with 
Mrs. William H. Harder, of Ohio, in 
the chair. Mrs. Thomas G. Winter 
dealt with "Spanish Art In the Films,” 
and told how popular demand governs 
studio production and how American 
films often are preferred abroad be- 
cause of their “snap” and action. 

In the betterment of prison condi- 
tions, co-operation was pledged to 
plans outlined by the Governor of Cal- 
ifornia. who has called a conference 
upon the subject, inviting representa- 
tives from western and Pacific states. 

Two important awards were made: 

Thelma Lovett of Morgantown, 
West Virginia, was announced as the 
recipient of a prize of $1000 for each 
of two years of study, with a prize of 
$500 given in the same connection to 
Florence Greaves, of Salt Lake City. 

The recipients are university gradu- 
ates who agree to serve for two years 
in the field of public lieulth. First 
prize in the National Junior Poetry 
contest went to Harriet Mindwell Vor- 
hies of Scranton, Pa., for a poem. 
“Mary.” 

Nearly $800,000 now is in the Feder- 
ation Fund for Scholarships. The re- 
port. made by Mrs. W. R. Potter of 
Bowie, Tex.. National Scholarship 
chairman, told that the loss on un- 
secured loans over a period of 30 
years has been less than $9000. In 
addition are many state scholarships, 
of which the chairman’s own state has 
52. 

And finally, an honor to Massachu- 
setts — Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole, of 
Brockton. Mass., first vice-president of 
the Federation, was nominated for the 
presidency. She was unopposed. The 
election will be held next year at 
the Biennial Convention in Seattle, 
Wash.

At a meeting of the Newton Zonta 
Club held at the Pied Piper Tea Room 
last Monday evening Miss Calista Roy. 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools in 
Newton, gave an extremely interest- 
ing resume of the health work and ac- 
tivities curricula now being conducted 
in the schools of the city. 

Newton schools rank high in the es- 
timation of educators throughout the 
country. The meaning and symbols 
of Health Day original ed here. One 
of the most influential persons in the 
country, according to Miss Roy. is 
Miss Mabel Bragg, former Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools here. A 
few years ago Miss Bragg was re- 
quested to organize health work in 
Belgium, which she did most satis- 
factorily. She is a member of Pres- 
ident Hoover’s Child Welfare Commit- 
tee. 

Iu 1927 a thorough health elimina- 
tion of children in the elementarv 
schools of the city disclosed about 48 
per cent, having physical defects suf- 
ficient to necessitate reports to that 
effect being sentt o the parents, this 
year but 5 6-10 per cent, were found 
to be similarly deficient. 

In addition to the report of marvel- 
ous progress in health matters which 
Miss Roy gave, the Zontians were 
treated to what they felt was a trip 
through a strange and delighful coun- 
try as they listened to stories of the 
activities programs in force in the 
schools of Newton. Those who re- 
membered the days or memorizing 
and reciting wished for a fairy wand 
to transport them to childhood in New- 
ton in 1931. 

The recent card party conducted by 
Newton Zontians was a decided suc- 
cess both financially and socially.

Mr. Goulart. principal of Kelley School. 
Cambridge, conducted the group of the 
student band who played the Star 
Spangled Banner and finally sounded 
taps.

member of the latter group, sang the 
Marseillaise, as she had done so many 
times during the period of her service 
in the World War.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

Complaints have been made about 
stones being scattered along streets iu 
this city. These stones fall off large 
gravel trucks which bring them from 
a gravel pit at Needham. The stones 
are piled so high that when the big 
trucks hit a bump on the road or go 
around a corner, some of them drop 
off. These stones, lying on the streets, 
are apt to be picked up by automo- 
bile tires and catapulted at cars or 
pedestrians. The Police Department 
has been notified of this condition. 


Huge water pipes which will form 
part of the big 60 inch main are lying 
alongside Charles River Parkway be- 
tween Newton and Faneuil. Work on 
the excavation of the trench at this 
section is expected to start within a 
few days. This is the water main 
which will be laid along Washington 
street between Newton and West New- 
ton and which has retarded the badly 
needed resurfacing of this main high- 
way through Newton’s mostly thickly 
settled villnges. 


The fence which borders the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad cut between 
Centre avenue and Church street. New- 
ton. along Washington street, is badly 
in need of rebuilding. In its present 
condition it affords little protection to 
pedestrians between Richardson and 
Church streets where there is an ab- 
rupt drop between the sidewalk and 
the tracks below. This fence should 
be rebuilt before some accident occurs 
and the city has a damage suit against 
it. Attention has been called in the 
past to the need of a heavy steel cable 
on either side of the Saint James 
street bridge over the B. & A. tracks to 
serve as safeguards against any skid- 
ding automobile. This is a danger 
spot that should have been safeguard- 
ed years ago. 


In a Boston Sunday paper recently 
was an article (one of a series) writ- 
ten to prove that New P^ngland is not 
slipping. This article concerned New- 
ton. It told of the very rapid Increase 
in Newton’s population during late 
years, of this city’s prosperity. The 
article was decidedly complimentary 
to Newton: it was a great boost for 
this burg. But, the author was quite 
incorrect in some of his alleged facts. 
He said — “there are a half dozen fac- 
tories devoted to textile machinery and 
textile production. Several worsted 
mills, including the United States 
Worsted Corporation and the Saxony 
Worsted Mills turn out many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of goods annu- 


ally." The Saxony Worsted Mill, 
which was the Newton unit of the 
United States Worsted Company, went 
out of business several years ago. So 
did the other mills of this former big 
textile organization in other cities and 
towns. The former big industry in 
this city referred to. the manufacture 
of textile machinery, the Snco-Lowell 
shops at Newton Upper Falls, has only 
been employing a small fraction of its 
former total of workers for several 
years. 

In another paragraph the writer of 
the article said. "There is practically 
no unemployment In Newton, at least 
heads of families and those who have 
dependents." This statement is pre- 
posterous. There are hundreds of 
heads of families and persons with de- 
pendents in Newton who hnve been out 
of work for months and who would be 
very thankful for employment. 


Monday morning we received a let- 
ter addressed "Rusty Powers, Newton 
Graphic, Newton. Mass.” The letter 
bore a Mexican postmark and we won- 
dered who had addressed us, using the 
title which was ourH in the days when 
the writer possessed red hair and 
plenty of it. The writer of the letter 
we found to be Porter Emerson 
Browne who attended the Bigelow 
School with us and who became na- 
tionally known as an author and play- 
wright quite early in his career. Mr. 
Browne worked so assiduously at his 
profession that he undermined his 
health and in recent years has had 
to take things easy. 

He wrote to tell us of an earthly par- 
adise he has discovered down in Mex- 
ico. He is residing at Kino Bay. Son- 
ora on the Gulf of Lower California. 
In his letter he wrote — "I enclose a 
little booklet that may interest you. 
This is a gorgeous spot and a glori- 
ous country, and full of business op- 
portunities becuuse it is a virgin and 
unspoiled land, without depression, 
complication, high wages and stand- 
ards of living. The peso is worth 40 
cents gold. It has the purchasing 
power of a dollar back home. Labor 
is a peso and a half a day: domestic 
servants a peso. The Seri Indians, the 
one tribe that has never been will- 
ing to become civilized, gather oysters 
for us, four for h centavo: crabs a 
centavo each; lobsters four centavos; 
and other sea food in proportion. Sea 
bass sell for 2 cents a pound. The 
fishing is amazing. So is the hunting. 
It is peaceful and lovely. No more rev- 
olutions, in all probability for twenty 
years." 

The little booklet Mr. Browne re- 
ferred to tells more in detail of con- 
ditions at the Utopia he has found. It 
will be re-printed in the GRAPHIC 
either this week or next.

Sponsored By Newton Council K. of C. — Permanent Posses- 
sion of Silver Trophy At Stake 


Sunday night at Newton High 
school auditorium, in their fifth an- 
nual intercollegiate debute sponsored 
by Newton Council, K. of C., either 
Boston College or Holy Cross will per- 
manently own the beautiful silver 
trophy awarded by the Knights. Each 
team has won two legs on the trophy, 
Boston College in 1927 and 1928, Holy 
Cross in 1929 and 1930. In this Anal 
debate the two leading Jesuit college 
teams of the East will debate for the 
championship. Plans ure being made 
for 1000 Knights and their friends to 
attend. 

The subject of the debute. “Re- 
solved: That the public should own, 
operate and control the hydro-electric 
plants of the country" is one of the 
most timely and most discussed sub- 
jects of the day. Public officials, pub- 
lic utility magnates and the consumer 
public are discussing the pros and 
cons of the subject daily. It was one 
of the prominent issues of the last 
Presidential campaign and undoubt- 
edly will be emphasized again in the 
1932 campaign. Both colleges have 
debated the issue this year and have 
equipped their teams with a tremen- 
dous amount of information on the 
subject. 

Both Holy Cross and Boston Col- 
lege teams have an unbroken string 
of debating victories this year. Each 
team defeated Harvard.

ANOTHER TITLE 

ADDED TO STRING 


The well-balanced Newton High 
track team added another title to its 
rapidly growing 1931 list last Satur- 
day by winning the State outdoor 
championship on the Stadium track 
at the annual Harvard meet. The 
orange and black athletes turned in 
marvelous performances to crash 
through to victory by scoring in seven 
of the eight events contested. Cap- 
tain Milton Green, versatile star, led 
his teammates with a first in the 120- 
yard low hurdles and a second in the 
broad jump for a total of nine points. 
One of the features of the meet was 
the finals in the low barriers in which 
Green set a new meet record of 
14 2-5s to beat Captain Howie Boyd 
of Lawrence to the tape. Donovan, 
the other Lawrence hope in the event, 
pulled up lame winning his semi-final 
and could not race in the deciding 
I heat. Boyd turned the tables on 
! Green in the broad jump by leaping 
i two inches further than the Newton 
leader for first honors. Walter Holmes, 
negro dash star, equaled the meet rec- 
ord of 10 1-5 seconds in winning the 
final against a field which included 
Art Jannell. Lynn English star and 
favorite, Arthur Mazza of Boston Com- 
merce, Roberts of Lawrence and 
Woods of Boston English. In the 
j final Jannell was put back a foot for 
a false start and the race was between 
Mazza and Holmes. Holmes broke 
the tnpe a foot ahead of Mazza with 
Jannell in the ruck, although leading 
Roberts and Woods who finished in 
that order. 

Douglas Chalmers and Richard Jar- 
rell, Newton quarter-milers, came 
through to tie with Burrell of Boston 
English for fourth place and a full 
point in the 440-yard run. Jim Colli- 
gen added a fifth place point in the 
shot put with a toss of 44 ft. 10 7-8 
in. and Sewell Champion edged into 
a tie for fourth with four others in 
the high jump. He cleared 5 ft. 6 in. 
along with Hilliard of Brockton, 
Schwartz of Brookline, Looney of Lynn 
English and Hashey of Medford to 
score three-fifths of a point each. 
Neither George Lamb or Vincent Sig- 
nore could place in the half mile 
against a field which included Bucky 
Gore of Boston Latin, Brigham and 
Enwright of Brookline, and LaFran- 
chise of Brockton. The distance was 
a little short for the Newton milers 
but there being no longer run Coach 
Enoch entered them in the half. 

feut the highlight of the afternoon 
for Newton came in the finals of the 
220-yard dash. Four trial heats saw 
Douglas Sloane and Alfred Mouser of 
Newton surviving along with such 
runners as Chet Litman of Brookline, 
Callahan of Boston English, Woodman 
of Brockton, Wills of Lawrence and 
others. Sloane was content to romp 
home third in his semi-final heat to 
qualify for the finals. Mouser finished 
fifth in his semi-final trial, failing to 
qualify. Thus it came down to the 
last event on the Class B program, the 
finals of the 220-yard dash, with New- 
ton trailing Lawrence by 1 2-5 points 
and Sloane the only hope in a field 
with Litman, Whitman of Medford, 
Pass of Maiden, Woodman and Calla- 
han. Sloane was off with the gun and 
at the half-way mark had a foot over 
Litman the favorite. Sloane never 
faltered in his stride hut Litman 
lengthened out a bit to breast the tape 
by a shade. Sloane had a comfortable 
margin over Whitman, Pass and Cal- 
lahan, who finished in that order for 
the remaining places. Sloane’s four 
points for second place gave Newton 
the meet and his teammates sur- 
rounded him after he came through 
against older and more experienced 
competitors. The Newton lad is but 
a sophomore and great things are ex- 
pected from his during the next two 
years. 

But while great credit is due Sloane 
for coming through, the inspired ef- 
forts of all Newton’s finalists must not 
be overlooked. It is doubtful, if any 
schoolboy could have beaten Green 
in the finals of the hurdles. He simp- 
ly flew over the barriers and although 
pressed by Boyd to a new record he 
seemed to have reserve left if needed 
in the final brush for the tape. Holmes’ 
victory in the century was somewhat 
unexpected as Jannell of Lynn Eng- 
lish was regarded as the favorite. Both 
were drawn in the same trial heat and 
the Lynn English lad was content to 
take second behind Holmes. Holmes 
won the first semi-final and Jannel the 
second and when the final was called 
it looked like another battle between 
the pair. Jannell was set hack for a 
false start and it is a question whether 
or not this affected him considerably 
but with Holmes running as he was 
Saturday, Jannell could never have 
licked him had they started even. 
Holmes had at least a yard on the 
Lynn English sprinter at the worsted 
with Mazza between. 

Champion’s leap of five feet six 
inches in the high jump was the high- 
est jump he ever made and it came 
at a time when even the three-fifths 
of a point was sorely needed for the 
team’s hopes. In the broad jump Green 
tried his utmost but miHsed overhaul- 
ing Boyd’s efforts by two inches. The 
Newton captain’s mark wus 21 ft. 
3 1-4 in. 

The quarter mile run was another 
event in which Newton athletes cume 
through with better than previous ef- 
forts. Doug Chalmers was in the first 
heat and when the field emerged from 
underneath t lie wooden stands he was 
in second place. Rounding the turn 
at tiie half way mark he passed Lutes 
of Malden to take the lead. Coming 
down the stretch he never broke liis 
stride to win the beat by almost four 
yards. Vale Marvin, Boston English 
star, led tin* second heat most of the 
way but fifty yards from tin tape 
broke and Rountree of Medford, Jar- 
rell of Newton, McCarthy of Broc k- 
ton, and Hutchinson of Lynn Clussieul 
passed him almost at the tape.

In recent years the 
meet lias been held In the East Arm- 
ory with the field events being con- 
ducted early In the afternoon and the 
running events concluding the meet. 
Next year the Held events will he held 
simultaneously with the track events 
as tlie Garden limited the use of the 
track between the hours of 1.30 and 
4.30. It will he held on the afternoon 
of February 27th, the date of the an- 
nual triangular college meet between 
Harvard, Cornell and Dartmouth that 
evening. Tills date has usually been 
an open one among school tracks 
teams and comes the week following 
the annual Andover interscholastics. 

A change in date of the outdoor 
meet was also announced, and it will 
in no way conflict with the annual af- 
fair at Harvnrd which it has been a 
part of for several years.

During the eight innings Giles 
was on tiie mound he fanned eight and 
allowed but eight scattered hits. Giles’ 
other victories came as a relief pitch- 
er against Brockton and Boston Latin. 
In tiie former game he replaced Hil- 
dreth and while he was in the game 
tiie orange and black staged a flve- 
run rally to win 10 to 7.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


This has been one of the busiest 
weeks of the session ns far ns con- 
sideration of important matters of 
legislation is concerned. The approach 
of prorogation, which may come earli 
er than the middle of June. Is marked 
by considerable agitation over a num- 
ber of the bills which somehow appear 
to be of greater public interest than 
others. It is the same situation each 
year — the big bills left to the last, 
with more rushing around and more 
debate. 

One largely attended hearing 
marked the week when the Commit- 
tee on Highways and Motor Vehicles 
had the Gardner Auditorium opened 
for a large number of South Shore 
residents interested in the petition of 
Joseph A. Conway and others for leg- 
islation to permit n private corpora- 
tion or the State to construct, main- 
tain and operate a series of bridges 
and ways from Boston to Hull. The 
sessions of this hearing covered three 
days. 

Francis Bardwell, supervising in- 
spector of infirmaries in the State 
Department of Public Welfare, has 
been appointed superintendent of old 
age assistance by Richard K. Conant, 
Commissioner of Public Welfare. 

Among the measures rejected this 
week were the bill of Roland D. Saw- 
yer and Alfred Baker Lewis for legis- 
lation to prohibit interference with 
peaceful picketing in industrial pur- 
suits, and the hill of John Sauter for 
legislation to limit the rate of inter- 
est on notes secured by mortgages 
other than first mortgages. 

The House has asked the Supreme 
Court for an opinion as to the consti- 
tutionality of a proposed measure 
which would prohibit employers and 
employes from signing a contract as 
to terms of employment, including 
membership in a labor union. 

Belated but strong opposition was 
heard by the Committee on Judiciary 
at a public hearing this week to the 
bill increasing the age limit of juven- 
ile delinquents from 17 to 18 years 
of age. The measure was introduced 
by the special commission on laws 
relating to children. It had compar- 
atively smooth sailing in both branch- 
es and was about to be enacted when 
opponents presented so strong a case 
that the measure was recommitted to 
the Judiciary Committee. This was 
done In order that the committee 
might hear the opposition of those 
who contended they had not heard 
about the bill and its provisions and 
desired to voice their sentiments. The 
District Attorney of Suffolk County, 
members of the Massachusetts Chiefs 
of Police Association and others de- 
clared that such legislation would give 
to a type of young men and boys the 
protection of the juvenile court when 
they were not entitled to It. The Dis- 
trict Attorney said that youngsters 
of this age were committing crimes 
which should be handled by his office 
and not in the juvenile court. 

Among the measures signed by Gov- 
ernor Ely is that authorizing the 
State Department of Education to of- 
fer correspondence courses without 
fees to inmates of county and State 
hospitals, sanitariums, correctional in- 
stitutions and infirmaries and Federal 
hospitals within the Commonwealth. 
Another provides a penalty of a fine 
of not more than $50 for requiring 
women and children to work without 
monetary compensation in any fac- 
tory, workshop, manufacturing, me- 
chanical or mercantile establishment. 

No action having been taken by the 
Governor at this week’s meeting of 
the Council on the appointment of a 
new Registrar of Motor Vehicles to 
succeed George A. Parker, who has 
resigned, it is now believed that the 
Governor is waiting for the session 
of the Legislature to come to a close 
before lie names the new Registrar. 
Whether this Is the Governor’s mo- 
tive cannot, of course, be determined, 
but unquestionably he might lie em- 
barrassed if he* named somebody not 
agreeable to ail Democratic members 
of the Legislature. The Governor 
prohuhly wishes to keep harmony 
among the legislators of his party 
and is not likely to take any action 
to disturb it. 

Representative Thompson took purt 
in i bo debate Tuesday on the hill pro- 
viding for pre-primary conventions. 
He was one of the speakers in kehulf 
of the measure, and. with Represen- 
tatives Baker and Luitwieler, voted 
for it on rollcull. The measure was 
rejected, 68 yeas to 163 nays. 

Friends of legislation which would 
make more difficult the conduct of 
the police in liquor raids and seizures 
are clinging to the last remaining hill 
in the hope that It may lie put through. 
The hill is culled "a measure to pre- 


vent the seizure of property without 
due process of law." It has been re- 
jected by the Senate hut a motion has 
been made to have that rejection re- 
considered. Further action has been 
put over until Tuesday of next week. 

Bills to amend the Sunday law by 
permitting indoor hockey and basket- 
ball and also bowling were rejected by 
the House this week. 

A bill rejected by the House this 
week was that providing for the ap- 
pointment of a joint special legislative 
committee to devise ways and means 
of raising funds for the removal of 
dangerous grade crossings. On the 
rollcall. Representatives Baker, Luit- 
wieler and Thompson voted against 
the bill. 

Representatives Baker and Thomp- 
son voted for the bill to extend for 
28 years public control of the Boston 
Elevated. Representative Luitwieler 
voted against It. The latter offered 
an amendment providing thnt the 
Metropolitan Transit District buy the 
property. The amendment was ruled 
out of order on the ground that it was 
beyond the scope of the petition on 
which the act was based. 

Abolition of capital punishment ap- 
pears to be settled for the present 
session as the Senate has killed a re- 
solve fur a special commission to study 
the advisability of such action.

“Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” by 
Mary Baker Eddy: “Mortals will 
disappear, and Immortals, or the chil- 
dren of God, will appear as the only 
and eternal verities of man. . . . Sin, 
sickness, and death must disappear to 
I give place to the facts which belong 
to Immortal man. Learn this. O mor- 
tal. and earnestly seek the spiritual 
i status of man, which is outside of all 
! material selfhood” (p. 476).

High Wages, High Dividends. 
When a Dreamer Wakes. 

Poor Bull Dog, Poor Lamb. 

Too Many Dead Mothers. 

Gerard Swope, president of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, tells the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce, It is 
the business of each Industry to regu- 
larize employment and avoid seasonal, 
or cyclical, periods of Idleness. Mr. 
Swope gave his associates, the other 
industrial kings, sound advice. Their 
prosperity depends absolutely on the 
prosperity of their own and others’ 
employes. 

It is the sixty thousand million dol- 
lars earned and spent every year by 
American workers in normal times, 
that make prosperity. 

The few that live on unearned in- 
come cannot absorb the nation’s auto- 
mobile, radio, washing machine, or 
vacuum cleaner output. 

Aloyse Meyer, of Luxemburg, head 
of Europe’s "Steel Cartel," w h 1 c h 
means an international trust, advo- 
cates lower wages and lower standards 
of living. 

For American employers this would 
mean lower prosperity, a lower stand- 
ard of dividends. 

Cutting $2 from a S5 a day wage, 
would cut off one hundred per cent of 
the worker’s spending, for anything 
beyond food nnd lodging. Mr. Meyer 
says “high wages caused the depres- 
sion." The fact Is that high wages 
postponed the depression. Our pros- 
perity came from buying, and high 
wages made buying possible. 

If In search of encouraging thoughts, 
try this: 

In 1929 our "great minds" assured 
us thnt the depression wouldnt last; 
everything would be going sweetly in 
the Spring of 19.70. They were wrong. 

Now some change from excessive 
optimism to excessive pessimism, pre- 
dicting a long depression. Perhaps 
they are wrong again. Once wrong, 
twice wrong is often the rule. 

Right or wrong, the intelligent citi- 
zen will not waste time wondering 
when the depression will end. He will 
get to work in the depression to end 
his part of it. 

Sometimes in a beautiful dream you 
own mountains of gold, fine ladies nro 
playing the harp to entertain you. the 
world is at your feet. You wake up 
at seven, realizing that you must bo 
at the office by eight. You don’t say 
"Put me hack to sleep, give me back 
my dream." You get up. dress, put on 
your shoes and go downtown. 

That’s what everybody should do, 
put on his slices, and go to work, and 

never mind about tliq dream that was 
disturbed In October 1929. 

This is a big country, plenty of 
room, plenty of sunshine, plenty of 
opportunity, t o much of all the im- 
portant things, from money to coal, 
sugar to oil, cotton to copper, and 
wheat. 

To pull success and independeiue 
out ot depression all you need do is 
work. You cannot, as Mr. S. Wert- 
heim observes, "Talk yourself some- 
thing in." 

A sad little story is connected with 
the recent flight of the J-3 from the 
Government naval air station at Lake- 
hurst, New Jersey. Tige. nine-months- 
old hull pup, seized one rope while 
sailors were holding down the gas bag. 
He enjoyed the work and could not 
make up his mind to lot go when the 
others let go. 

The gas bag carried him up 400 feet, 
then lie dropped. He lies somewhere 
among New Jersey’s pine trees. 

Tige will have the sympathy of cer- 
tain bulldogs in Wall Street thnt, also, 
could not make up their minds to 
let go. 

Calvin Coolidge, whose articles 
deeply interest readers of the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer ami other papers, 
says we have too many lawyers, and 
too many not of the right kind. We only 
need 4,500 new lawyers each year, 
and about 10,000 are admitted to the 
Bar. That helps explain several things. 

As to the necessary number of law- 
yers, Calvin Coolidge does not agree 
with Peter the Great of Russia. When 
Peter was told that men in white wigs, 
running in and out of the English law 
court were all lawyers, lie was amazed. 
“There ure only two lawyers in Rus- 
sia," said lie. "And as soon as I get 
home, I’m going to hung one of them." 

Marriages in New York State last 
year were fewer than any year of this 
century, excepting 1908. That is more 
important, uml discouraging, than low 
prices for stocks. 

Young women should realize that tlu 
only career worth while Is mnrriage, 
the only possession really important 
to u woman is a Hue baby, and her 
greutest possible pleasure on earth is 
watching thnt huhy learning to ivalk 
and say "Papa." 

This news ubout marriage, and the 
dropping birth rate, should make the 
Government interest itself in u state- 
ment by Dr. Howurd W. Haggard, Pro- 
fessor of Physiology at Yale: "To our 
disgrace, we lead the world lu child- 
birth mortality rate. Ten thousand 
mothers die each year In the United 
States, merely from lack of uld." 

Dr. Haggard says, u*vl you will 
agree, that we should do some mis- 
sionary work ut home, devotiug "les- 
sanctimonious talk to Mother Indi. 
and other benighted countries."

With all the agitation in large cities 
against unnecessary noises, residents 
of this city have suggested that some- 
thing be done in Newton to restrict 
the too loud and too late use of ra- 
dio sets. There is no good reason 
why people should be forced to listen 
to programs broadcast fortissimo 
by some neighbor’s set. or that peo- 
ple in a neighborhood should be kept 
awake at night by some inconsider- 
ate person who keeps a radio set 
operating loudly until midnight or la- 
ter. There is an ordinance in effect 
in this city which restricts the hours 
at which musical instruments may he 
played. A radio set Is not a musi- 
cal instrument but it can make noise 
and under certain conditions more dis- 
agreeable noise than most musical In- 
struments. The ordinance should he 
amended to govern radio sets.

Include among these the man or wo- 
man who sits in an automobile and 
permits young children In the same 
automobile to amuse themselves by 
continually sounding the horn on said 
car.

The dog menace is growing. More 
and more persons are being bitten by 
dogs. More cases of rabies are be- 
ing reported in Massachusetts. It is 
a serious matter for a person to get 
bitten by a dog and as a result to 
have to take the Pasteur treatment. 
Because of the large increase in the 
number of <l<>g victims it is more 
important than ever before that the 
police enforce the law which states 
that every dog shall be licensed and 
shall wear a collar bearing his own- 
er's name ;vnd address. This law, 
for many years has been treated as a 
joke by many dog owners and by the 
police. A large percentage of dogs 
in this city are roaming about with- 
out having a collar on. According to 
the discrepancy in figures between 
the number of dogs reported by the 
assessors and the number of dogs 
licensed in this city, there are hun- 
dreds of unlicensed canines In New- 
ton. With more persons undergoing 
the hardship of the Pasteur treat- 
ment. with its numerous inoculations, 
it is about time that the law relating 
to the licensing and "collaring" of 
dogs be enforced. 

The increase in the number of man- 
biting dogs is not due to the fact 
that the canines lack proper food. 
Grocery stores and markets today of- 
fer for sale a large and varied sup- 
ply of prepared dog foods. In the 
old days these dainty foods for dogs 
did not exist. In those days they re- 
ceived the scraps from the household 
table, or a hone obtained from some 
meat market. Today there are so 
many dogs in the city that niuny of 
them don’t enjoy the boon of a bone. 
There are not enough bones to go 
around for the present dog popula- 
tion. Neither are there enough open 
spaces for the dogs to properly romp 
in. The ordinary dog. unless he be- 
longs to one of the miniature breeds, 
needs plenty of exercise to keep in 
the right physical and mental con- 
dition. When most of the fields in 
places such as Newton have been 
developed into home sites, when a 
dog can’t play on a street without 
getting lilt by an automobile, the 
canines have not much chance to ex- 
ercise. They become ill tempered and 
out of sorts. The fewer dogs in 
thickly settled communities, the bet- 
ter for the dogs, and for the people 
of such communities. Many places 
are talking of putting permanent re- 
straining orders on dogs. Eventually 
such a rule will have to be adopted 
in every thickly settled community. 
Dogs are entitled to consideration. 
So are humans who arc menaced by 
dogs. 

Talking about dog food. Many cats, 
the pampered pets of Households are 
now eating horse fiesli. This doeB not 
mean that the cats have become so 
ferocious thut they have abandoned 
catching and eating miee; thut they 
go out and kill bor es for food. In 
the first place there are very few 
horses in this region which the cats 
might Heize for prey, if they were able 
to do so. The hors - flesh which the 
cats are eating is obtained by killing 
thousands of the wild horses which 
have been roaming the plains of Mon- 
tana, Oregon und other States in the 
far West. For the past fow yearB 
hunting, killing and preparing the 
flesh of these horses for cat and dog 
food bus become an inportant Indus- 
try. At the rate the wild horses are 
being killed, they will soon he prac- 
tically exterminated. Then, perhups, 
the growing herds of reindeer in Alas- 
ka will provide food ffrr cats and dogs.

Mrs. Schrader 
goes on another year as president; 
Mrs. Frank P. Bennett. Jr., continues 
as first vice-president; Mrs. Thomas 
J. Walker continues as second vice- 
president; Mrs. John H. Kimball con- 
tinues as third vice-president, and 
Mrs. Heman A. Harding continues as 
fourth vice-president. A new record- 
ing secretary will lie elected, Mrs. Ed- 
ward M. Cox. of the Milton Woman’s 
Club, taking the place of Mrs. Henry 
W. Hildreth who retires; a new cor- 
responding secretary. Mrs. David A. 
Westcott, of the Dorchester Woman’s 
Club, takes the place of a Newton 
woman. Mrs. Charles G. Wetherbee, of 
the Highlands; and a new clerk, Mrs. 
Hazel H. Albertson, of the West New- 
bury Woman’s Club, takes the place 
of Sirs. Charles L. Fuller who retires. 
Mrs. Frederick S. Davis continues as 
treasurer, but five new directors of 
districts will he elected, namely, Mrs. 
Herbert F. French, district Two; Mrs. 
Benjamin H. Currier, District Four; 
Mrs. Selden E. James, District Twelve 
(Newton’s District); Mrs. Frederick

Music promises to play a leading 
part in the three-day program. On 
Tuesday evening the entire entertain- 
ment will be given over to a festival 
of choruses. On Wednesday morning 
a section meeting will be devoted to 
music, and on Governor’s Night, that 
evening, the Boston String Ensemble 
of six Boston Symphony players will 
entertain.

The chief speaker 
on this, the most eventful evening of 
the convention, is to be Dr. Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur, Secretary of the Interior, 
and chairman of the White House Con- 
ference on Child Health Protection, 
who will speak on “Humanitarian As- 
pects of the Federal Government.” 

“Glorious Junk Heaps” Is the in- 
triguing title of the address by Mrs. 
Francis J. Flagg, of Newtonvllle, guest 
speaker on motion pictures at the 
section meeting on Public Welfare, 
Wednesday morning. Mrs. Flagg has 
achieved success as a writer and lec- 
turer. She is president of the Massa- 
chusetts Division of the American As- 
sociation of University Women, vice- 
president of the New England Wo- 
man’s Press Association, and Litera- 
ture chairman of the Professional 
Women’s Clubs. As mother of two 
charming little daughters, Mrs. Flagg 
has made a study of family programs 
for motion picture entertainment.

Danforth 
is chairman. This will be supple- 
mented by “Racial Contributions to 
American Culture,” by Prof. Sidney 
Allan Gunn. Miss Marian C. Nichols, 
chairman of Citizenship Training and 
Civil Service, announces an illustrated 
portrayal of “First Steps in Citizen- 
ship Training.” Lloyd A. Blanchard, 
executive secretary of the Governor’s 
Committee on Street and Highway 
Safety, will speak for the Department 
of "Law Observance,” of which Mrs. 
Robert J. Culbert is chairman. 

Always a favorite with the State 
Federation, Dr. George H. Bigelow, 
of the State Department of Public 
Health, will bring a special message, 
telling how the Clubs can help in fur- 
thering the program on personal hy- 
giene. Work for the War Veterans 
will he presented by Mrs. Walter H. 
Woods, chairman. Two of the boys 
will assist. Jimmy Barry, who will tell 
what the Disabled Ex-Service Men’s 
Exchange has meant to him, and Ar- 
thur Jones, who will have leave from 
Bedford Hospital to play his violin. 
The Social Welfare Department, of 
which Mrs. Frank C. Stetson is chair- 
man. will present Howard B. Gill, su- 
perintendent of Norfolk Prison. 

“Dedicating the New Home.” a tflay 
by eight members of the Arlington 
Woman’s Club, featuring religion and 
music in tiie home, is the attractive 
headliner for t lie American Home sec- 
tion of which Mrs. Lauren L. McMas- 
ter is chairman. Another dramatiza- 
tion will he the Mothercraft playlet by 
girls of the Breed Junior High School, 
of Lynn. Mrs. May Dickinson Kim- 
ball, chairman of Mothercraft and 
Child Welfare, will present for guest 
speaker Mrs. Arnold Gosell, former 
professor of psychology at the State 
Normal School. Los Angeles, and co- 
author with Dr. Gesell, of Yale, of a 
book entitled “The Normal Child and 
Primary Education.” The award of 
Mothercraft essay prizes also will be 
a feature. 

Looking backward over the years 
since that noble woman, Julia Ward 
Howe, led t lie State Federation 
through its first five years, 1893-1898, 
the State Club leaders have suddenly 
realized the richness of the history 
to be recorded during the past 38 
years. Accordingly, a "Federation 
History" is in process of publication, 
edited by Mrs. Frederick G. Smith.

RECENT EVENTS 


BIENNIAL COUNCIL. Continuing 
from last week’s Column with news of 
the interesting events of the meeting 
of the Biennial Council of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, held nt 
Phoenix, Arizona, from April 27 to 
May 2, perhaps the outstanding tri- 
umph of this session of Clubwomen 
from all over the United States was 
the UNANIMOUS reiteration of faith 
In the cause of Prohibition, the safe- 
guard of life, happiness, prosperity, 
education and morality. On Friday, 
May first, not only was faith in the 
Eighteenth Amendment and continued 
support of “such constructive meas- 
ures” as will increase public respect 
for the prohibition laws, voted, but in 
a resolution unanimously adopted, the 
Federation declared that the report 
of the Wickersham Commission, in 
seeking constructive steps to advance 
the national ideal of eradication of 
the social, economic and political evils 
of the liquor traffic, had only strength- 
ened their confidence in the Eight- 
eenth Amendment. 

The women pledged continued sup- 
port to such constructive measures as 
would secure the increased support 
of public opinion, the better co-opera- 
tion of States and greater efficiency 
in enforcement machinery. 

Another recorded expression of 
opinion may be viewed as equally 
noteworthy indication of the high 
ideals and fine principles of Clubwo- 
men throughout the land. Condem- 
nation of the sensational press of 
America was the high light of the 
third day’s session. 

This was expressed by also unani- 
mous approval of the report of Mrs. 
William R. Alvord, of Detroit, chair- 
man of the Department of Press and 
Publicity. Cleaner journalism, she 
said, was one of the objectives of the 
Department, and she stated that she 
was tired of “screaming headlines, 
scareheads, big black letters, pale pink 
paper and all the cheap vulgarity 
flaunted by our yellow journals on 
the streets of our great cities.” 

In such connection she referred to 
‘vulgar ugliness,” and to increased 
sales of newspapers on the days a 
great scandal is In the headlines. She 
admitted that it is an overwhelming 
problem, but “never yet have Club 
women given up, because the prob- 
lems seemed unsolvable.” The time 
has come to recall that they have 
ideals and to talk about them. 

“There are wonderful newspapers” 
she said. “Let us buy and read them 
and talk about them and commend 
them. The influence of 2,000,000 wo- 
men is tremendous. The time has 
come to turn the full force of that in- 
fluence against the filth and vulgarity 
that pollute too many daily sheets and 
to concentrate our massed strength on 
decency and clean journalism.” 

As to other interesting events of 
the reports, Massachusetts delegates 
had the thrill of hearing the report 
from the Board of Trustees that 
showed that Massachusetts, with a 
credit of $18,250, led in the Founda- I 
tion Fund. 

Mrs. Arch Trawick, of Nashville, j 
Tenn., chairman of the Division of 
Problems of Industry, in her report ! 
told that women gainfully employed ; 
within the nation now number 10,- i 
ooo.ooo, with a striking increase in the 
number of married women wage earn- 
ers. 

She declared that the very young, 
the middle aged and the elderly, for 
whom no provision is made, are an 
ever-present challenge to our modern 
form of society. 

“It is encouraging,” she said, “to 
know that many of the backward 
States are trying to catch step with 
States that long ago have realized the 
necessity of safeguarding the health 
of the army of women workers.” In 
almost every State problems of child 
labor have been attacked by women’s 
organizations. 

Mrs. Joseph Linden Smith of Dub- 
lin, N. H., chairman of the Division of 
Indian Welfare, told of Federation at- 
tention to Indian homes, mainly upon 
190 reservations within 26 States. 

She stated that adult Indians gradu- 
ally seem to be losing their prejudices 
against modern methods and are ac- 
cepting aid by home demonstration 
agents. 

Liquor is threatening the well-being 
of Indians, even of women and chil- 
dren, though it w’as found that on 
reservations remote from white con- 
tact the Indians do not drink. 

It was also reported that an impor- 
tant labor factor is an appropriation 
this year of $600,000 for road work on 
reservations, as well as $3,000,000 in

a construction program affecting 42 
schools. 

Stress was placed upon the atten- 
tion paid by the Clubs to the problem 
of handicapped children, brought to 
their attention by President Hoover. 

Extended reference also was made 
to efforts within the Federation to- 
ward amelioration of the unemploy 
ment problem. In this connection a 
letter to Mrs. Sippel from President 
Hoover was read, as follows: 

"I appreciate very warmly what you 
and your associates have done in co- 
operation with the President’s Emer- 
gency Committee for Employment. 
This work has been of the greatest 
social value, besides its obvious hu- 
manitarian aspects. I will be obliged 
if you will convey to your associates 
in the Federation my cordial thanks.” 

Prohibition was brought prominent- 
ly to the’ front with addition to the 
scheduled program of an address by 
Col. Amos W. W. Woodcock, Direc- 
tor of National Prohibition, who de 
dared that the Volstead Act is capable 
of enforcement, though the service 
needs good oflicials, backed by public 
sentiment. He spoke within the period 
devoted to the Department of Ameri- 
can Citizenship. 

Mrs. John C. Pearson of Oklahoma 
chairman of the Law Observance Di- 
vision, discussed the Wickersham re- 
port, and told of attendance at 
meeting in Washington of the Wo- 
men’s Law Enforcement Committee 
and made the declaration that “a sur- 
vey of the nation shows an increasing 
sentiment favoring prohibition.” 

Mrs. Pearson noted that the Wick- 
ersham report failed to carry the 
women’s opinion on the subject and 
advocated finding the buyer of liquor 
equally guilty with the seller. 

Lewis W. Douglas, Representative 
in Congress from Arizona, speaking 
within the time of the Department of 
Legislation, suggested that “economic 
depression might be guarded against 
by an effective tariff law, unemploy 
ment insurance and a Government 
reserve fund, to be gathered in times 
of prosperity.” Too much mass ac- 
tion and too little individual thought 
is known in the country, he declared. 

This suggestion of a Government 
Reserve Fund has possibilities that 
arrest attention and appeal to wisdom. 

During the week of the convention 
an exhibit of Arizona’s products and 
of photographs of southwestern scenes 
was maintained by the Phoenix Club 
in its Clubhouse. Arizona communi- 
ties were lavish in sending souvenirs. 

There was distribution of thousands 
of examples of Indian pottery, of cop- 
per candlesticks cast in a Miami 
smelter, and of Arizona views and of 
luscious grapefruit. 

Hospitality had its largest gesture 
Saturday in an automobile trip 
through the Salt River Valley. The 
women of the valley Clubs were hos- 
tesses on this outing. 

A practically complete list of the 
Resolutions considered and adopted 
follows: 

Offering support to the 1932 General 
Disarmament Conference. 

Realllrming the Federation’s con 
victions that the United States be- 
come a- member of the World Court, 

Favoring reforms and betterments 
in the Held service of the Indian Bu- 
reau. 

Urging that State Federations and 
local Clubs study the subject of men- 
tal hygiene, to arouse interest in local 
responsibility for the mental as well 
as the physical health of the commu- 
nity. 

Favoring parole legislation for the 
benefit of prisoners in the District of 
Columbia. 

Expressing the need for additional 
Federal co-operation in development 
of efficient State and local health serv- 
ice. 

Favoring continuance of restricted 
immigration, adequate provision for 
assembling immediate members of 
families and protection of the lawful 
entrant, with deportation of the 
illegal entraut and of the criminal 
alien. ^ 

Expressing confidence in the 'Eight- 
eenth Amendment and pledging eup- 
World War. 

Declaring for strengthening of im- 
migration laws, to prevent admission 
of Communists and for deportation of 
such persons who are aliens, in tills 
connection declaring that plans for 
destructive revolution in the United 
States by Communists is not u myth 
but a proven fact. 

port to the national idea of eradi- 
cation of the social, economic and po- 
litical evils of the liquor traffic. 

Supporting legislation that may 
make all service women eligible for 
relief under the World War Veterans 
Act of 1924. 

Proffering support in efforts to us- 


sist in tlie care of women, now dis- 
abled, who served overseas, in the 

Favoring investigation of govern- 
mental, scientific and kindred agen- 
cies that may present recurrence of 
periods of universal economic distress. 

Recommending art study in the 
schools. 

Voicing congratulations to Mrs. 
Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney upon 
the establishment of her museum of 
art. , 

Indorsing the plan for a flag of neu- 
trality. 

Indorsing legislation for protection 
of tlie scenic, inspirational and recre- 
ational value of the national forests. 

Favoring consummation of a treaty 
with Canada permitting construction 
of a shipway between the Great Lakes 
and the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

Asking safeguarding against pollu- 
tion of the lakes and streams. 

An added resolution was one ask- 
ing that the work of conservative 
painters be recognized, and indorsing 
legislation that will enable American 
artists to copyright their designs. 

Possibly the most important feature 
of the day’s discussion of resolutions 
was withdrawal of the twentieth reso- 
lution in a form to which objection 
had been taken by the Arizona dele- 
gation. As drawn, it might have had 
bearing on a Supreme Court suit in 
which Arizona is protesting applica- 
tion of the Boulder Dam bill. 

There was substitution of a reso- 
lution urging adoption of a national 
policy for flood control to prevent re- 
currence of catastrophes in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, with indorsement of 
the Newlands plan, for co-ordination 
of all remedial operations on the Mis- 
sissippi.

Lifting the Family Load 

Those ambitious youngsters we find 
in summer places, on the shoro and in 
the country, who go about selling nice 
fresh vegetables and berries from 
their home garden — did you ever think 
that they would receive the attention 
of the Legislature? I don’t believe 
you did. Even I. who, through daily 
contact and observation, am prepared 
to see the Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts do most anything, was 
surprised to find them elevated to 
fame, If such it may be called. Per- 
haps I may seem a bit harsh on our 
law makers, especially when they are 
considering that which is intended to 
benefit these youthful merchants. The 
bill, now pending, would provide 
"that minors engaged as hawkers and 
peddlers of fresh fruits and vegetables 
need not be licensed.” 

All right, let us make a law exempt- 
ing them. I am strong for it. It is 
just the idea of it all that has set me 
to thinking, and. really, I should be 
grateful, for any pleasant thought that 
brings back the happiness of vacation 
days is always welcome. Those of 
us who know the delight of a sum- 
mer home in a quiet spot, free from 
intrusion, have seen these boys and 
girls and no doubt have bought from 
them. We couldn’t do otherwise, for 
their appeal for trade is so genuine 
and free from a glib line of sales 
talk. 

I recall vividly a brown-faced boy. 
Dragging a large cart, fashioned from 
a drygoods box and equipped with 
baby-carriage wheels, he made his 
rounds each morning, accompanied by 
at least one, and more often two, of 
the smaller children of the family. 
This meant. I am sure, he was not 
only a salesman for the family, but 
also nurse-maid. Guarding the whole 
outfit was a loyal dog, mongrel to be 
sure, but alert in his instincts as pro- 
tector and assistant nurse-maid. 

The group called every morning. 
They were so serious, so earnest and 
so thoroughly genuine that I nearly 
always shifted my plans for the day, 
if such were necessary, to be on hand 
when the transactions took place. 
Even the knock on the back door, an- 
nouncing their arrival, was as gentle 
as their voices. You had to keep a 
sharp ear to catch either. 

“Want anything today?" the plain- 
tive query would come. This was an 
invitation for you to inspect the stock 
and make your choice. Not a word 
of endorsement: no "plugging” for 
business. -The goods were there and 
you were free to buy. If it happened 
that other arrangements had been 
made and you shook your head, there 
was no resentment. The group gath- 
ered itself up again and trudged on- 
ward. No display of emotion either 
if you should make a large purchase. 
Thank you,” perhaps, spoken almost 
inaudlbly, but no chatter, no conver- 
sation about the weather, no wasted 
words — all solemn business. 

"Any corn today?” might be asked. 

"No, mam.” 

"Have some tomorrow?” 

"I don’t know, my father didn’t say.” 

Useless, too, to try and pry into the 
family affairs. All queries answered 
politely but briefly. Sharp cross-ex- 
amination necessary if you would 
know the history of these close- 
mouthed New Englanders. Futile to 
seek to strike up an intimate friend- 
ship. Raisin’ and sellin’ to summer 
folks is strictly a matter of dollars 
and cents — and hard, tedious work 
for every member of the family strong 
enough to carry a share of the burden.

Unheeded Free Advice 


Lawyers and physicians have good 
reason to grumble at the various at- 
tempts made to worm from them pro- 
fessional advice for which they may 
expect nothing in return. The ex- 
tent to which they are frequently im- 
posed upon for free opinion or techni- 
cal knowledge is amazing, some of 
them tell me. Personally, I think it 
takes a great deal of nerve to ask a 
man questions which represent to him 
money in that he lias paid for his 
education and maintains an office. 

Nevertheless, there are many ways 
in which the attack is made. Usually 
the would-be gleaner of information 
is subtle. He may be u friend who 
starts in by discussing his private af- 
fairs. The professional man may 
have opened the way by an inquiry 
such as, "Well, how are things going 
with you?" That is fatal, if the friend 
is one of those “workers." It gives 
the non-professional a chance to re- 
ply, “I’m glad you asked me. The 
fact is I don’t know jest what to do." 

“Why, what’s the mutter?" the 
good-natured doctor or lawyer in- 
quires. 

Then, before you know it, the 
worker" hus unfolded a tale to which 
any reply must be in the form of pro- 
fessional udvice. Of course, lawyers 
and doctors have learned to be 
"cagey” and when they find they have 
walked into a trap they step out as 
quickly und noiselessly as possible. 
And you can't blume them. 

Only the other day I witnessed an 
incident which concluded in such a 
way that I have been chuckllug off 
and on ever since. I sat next to n 
prominent plp’nkiun at luncheon in a 
public restaurant. A man we both 
knew took a seat the other side of 
the doctor. Soon he began to ask the 
physician about helludonnnu und its 
uses. When the doctor explained, the 
man asked if u solution of it would be 
good for him to tuke, outlining his 
symptoms. 

The physiciuu shook his licud, his 
anger rising. 

Well," demanded the man, “if I 
don’t tuke belludounu whut shall I 
lake?" 


"Cyanide of potash, and don’t stint 
yourself,” snld the doctor. 

Familiar But Unfamiliar 

Use of the phrase “comic opera" is 
made in describing uprisings in Span- 
ish Honduras. When these outbreaks 
or petty revolutions occur in Central 
and South America and other places 
the same phrase is aptly applied. It’s 
all right to those who know what is 
intended, but how many of the younger 
renders grasp the full importance of 
the allusion. Have they ever seen a 
comic opera and do they understand 
what the news and magazine writers 
mean when they so characterize these 
military displays and flare-ups in the 
minor republics and principalities? 

There are no comic operas to be 
seen nowadays, more’s the pity. Occa- 
sionally there is n revival of some 
work of Gilbert and Sullivan and it is 
invariably hailed with delight by those 
who enjoy such productions as “Pina- 
fore," “Mikado,” "The Pirates of 
Penzance" and others from the hands 
of this marvelous and gifted combina- 
tion. There was a time when comic 
operas were produced here, there and 
everywhere. You may turn back and 
find “Olivette." “The Mascot." “Fra 
Diavalo,” "The Beggar Student,” “The 
Black Htizzar” and I don’t know how 
many more. They, too, were written 
by musicians who knew and revealed 
the art of composition and by libret- 
tists equally brilliant and facile. 

suppose the fact that many of 
these dealt with royalty in a satirical 
way gave people an idea that a comic 
opera was intended as a take-off on 
kings, queens, princes, princesses, 
generals and so forth. That’s prob- 
ably where the phrase came from, for 
often there were three-men armies 
with numerous commanding officers, 
not to forget Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
“I am the very pattern of a model 
major general.” One of the charac- 
ters often portrayed was an inebri- 
ated king and a group of indiscrimi- 
nate military followers. What a 
joke!” the old-time audiences ex- 
claimed. 

Now I, for one, favor the use of 
“comic opera” as applied to these fu- 
tile attempts to overturn the ruling 
powers, but I think it would be well 
if the younger crowd were fully in- 
formed as to the compelling humor 
of these travesties. I wish comic 
operas were popular, but apparently 
theatrical producers do not think so. 
With so much patronage going to the 
“talkies” it would be well if these 
sound pictures include some of the 
delightful comic operas which may 
he aged but possess more merit than 


the present day musical shows. It 
would be educational, too, ns I started 
to say, especially with the use of the 
phrase "comic opera revolutions." 

Real Educational “Talkies” 


Since we’ve started on the subject 
of sound pictures ns a part of educa- 
tion I feel I ought to say that I have 
learned from a friend in the United 
States Office of Education that the 
“talkies" have become n new force in 
education in its purely specialized 
sense. It is explnined that educational 
opportunities hitherto unattainable for 
millions of citizens, especially those 
living in rural areas and small towns, 
are now available. 

Parent-teacher associations have 
been in the minds of the producers of 
these new school films, according to 
the latest word on the subject. The 
idea, it seems, is to put before parents 
and teachers alike information that 
will be of help to them in the matter 
of child welfare. Child psychology, 
child growth, vocational guidnnee, 
physical culture, teacher training, mu- 
sic and similar subjects are presented. 
Prof. Hughes Means of the New York 
University, for example, offers two 
reels on the creative approach to edu- 
cation. In this picture a leader in 
educational philosophy discusses 
frankly facts about children which 
teacher and parent alike should rec- 
ognize. Dr. Arnold Gessell, head of 
the Yale-Psycho-Clinic. in a sound pic- 
ture called “The Study of Infant Be- 
havior," describes the results of ex- 
periments which have been made pos- 
sible through the development of 
photographic methods which make a 
record of every movement the infant 
makes. 

I think there has been excellent 
judgment shown in these matters as 
some of the films already produced 
include the following: the psychology 
of vocational guidance and how to 
find the right occupation: the builders 
or land-workers in the machine age; 
classroom demonstrations: methods 
of teaching at various grade levels; 
fundamentals of football and a sym- 
phony orchestra series. 

Who will say that the “talkies” are 
not utilized for the very best purposes 
when such films are offered. The next 
step will be to make it possible to 
have them presented as widely as 
possible. It will help the children to 
have the parents and teachers inter- 
ested and what better way than this. 
The success of parent-teacher asso- 
ciations has already been established 
and it will not be surprising to see 
them grow with this new invention as

Aldermen Make Short Work Of 

Brief And Unimportant Docket 

Only One Hearing — Licenses Granted, Others Refused — 
Restrict Parking At Weston Bridge 


A short docket with little of im- 
port made a very brief meeting for 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night. With President Collins sitting 
on the sideline because of his tem- 
porary status as Mayor of the city 
while Mayor Weeks is in Europe, 
Vice president Gallagher called the 
meeting to order at 8:30. The only 
hearing listed on the docket was that 
on the petition of "The Directorate” 
by Charles E. Kelsey, trustee for a 
permit to relocate a gasoline pump at 
the rear of 749 Beacon street, New- 
ton Centre. This pump is now inside 
a garage owned by “The Directorate” 
and it is desired to place it outside 
the garage. There was no opposition 
to the change. 

Alderman Hawkins, chairman of the 
Licenses Committee reported favor- 
ably on the following petitions: Co- 
lonial Oil Company, relocation of 
pumps, lights and sign at station. 90 
Winchester street, Newton Highlands; 
Shell Petroleum Products Company, 
change of location and design of Ail- 
ing station at 1099 Beacon street, 
Newton Centre; Edison and Telephone 
companies pole location on Rowena 
road; Angilina Nielson, permit to 
erect a 3-car garage at 43 Gay street, 
Newtonville. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee the Board refused 


to grant the following petitions: 
George Levsneysny, permit to deal in 
second-hand articles at 62 Ash street, 
Auburndale; John Samuda permit to 
store and sell gasoline at 1 Jackson 
street, Newton Centre; Garden City 
Tajti-hy PeLar Dugan, 6 Arst class and 
3 second class taxi licenses at 261 
Washington street; Mrs. Margaret 
Younker, lodging house permit at 83 
Central avenue, Newtonville. Aider- 
man Hawkins for the Licenses Com- 
mittee explained that Levsnevsny 
could not be given a permit to sell 
second hand articles on Ash street 
because this location is not in a busi- 
ness zone; Samuda was refused the 
Ailing station permit because the 
pump at this proposed station would 
he virtually a sidewalk pump; Mrs. 
Younker was denied the lodging 
house permit because the proposed 
location on Central avenue is not in 
a proper zone for such a business. 

The appointment of Dr. Fred Lowe 
as City Physician for another year 
was conArmed by the Aldermen. 

The appropriations made by the 
Board included pensions of $579.20 for 
Michele Morello of the Street Depart- 
ment and $771 for John McNeil re- 
cently retired from the police force;

Auto Drops Onto R.R. 
Track At Newtonville 

Roys Nearly Cause Serious Acci- 
dent With Express 


The unauthorized use of an automo- 
bile by boys at Newtonville came near 
causing a serious train wreck oppo- 
site the Newtonville railroad station 
Monday afternoon about 4.20. At that 
hour an old Ford car sped across 
Washington street out of control, 
crashed through the flimsy iron-pipe 
fence opposite Central avenue, rolled 
down a steep embankment, over 
Track 1 of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road tracks, across Track 2 and 
broke through the high picket fence 
separating Tracks 2 and 3. An ex- 
press train for New York had just 
pulled out of the Newtonville station 
on Track 1 and a freight train was 
approaching on that track. This train 
was brought to a stop just as it 
reached the scene of the accident. 

The “Wolverine," one of the fastest 
express trains on the Boston & Al- 
bany was due to pass through Newton- 
ville on its way West within a few 
minutes and employees at the New- 
tonville station telephoned to the sig- 
nal tower opposite Crafts street to 
safeguard this express. The "Wolver- 
ine” was shifted to Track 3 as it 
passed the signal tower and the au- 
tomobile had been pushed off this 
track by the time the train reached 
the scene. The car was then hoisted 
onto the platform at the north side 
of the tracks. 

The automobile was owned by A1 
fred Butters of Lothrop street, New- 
tonville. and he had parked it at the 
space on Washington street opposite 
the railroad station while he commu- 
ted to Boston. The police charge two 
Newtonville boys with having taken 
the car Monday morning and with op- 
erating it Monday afternoon. Accord- 
ing to information given the police 
there were two boys in the car when 
the accident occurred. One jumped 
from the car just before it crashed 
down onto the tracks. The other 
made his escape as the automobile 
came to a stop on the tracks. In con- 
nection with the unauthorized use of 
the car Joseph Henebury. 16, of 
Crafts street. Newtonville. and Wil- 
liam Shea, 17, of Edinboro street, 
Newtonville. have been summoned to 
appear in the Newton court today.

Newton High’s early lead of three 
runs in the first two innings was 
wiped out by the end of the fifth in 
the game with Waltham high at the 
Waltham athletic field on Bacon St.

The inevitable happened on Mondav 
afternoon when the Newton high out- 
door track team was defeated by the 
Brookline high school team at Nicker- 
son field. Riverside. Coach Hines’ out- 
fit outscored Coach Enoch’s lads. 42 
to 30 in upsetting the 1931 State cham- 
pions. While no alil)i is necessary for 
the defeat of the orange and black and 
no credit is taken from the Brookline 
youths in their well-deserved victory 
the result was not as surprising as 
some expect. Following the long 
string of victories during the outdoor 
season and the excellent start made 
on the present outdoor season with 
victories on successive weeks in the 
Worcester Polytechnics! and Harvard 
interscholastics it was almost inevita- 
ble that somewhat of a letdown would 
take place. None could rightfully ex- 
pect the local athletes to be keyed up 
to their best efforts, especially with 
the additional pressure of the intense 
rivalry between the two schools. An- 
other factor that enters into the ques- 
tion is the coming dual meet with 
Roston English this afternoon. With 
the Huh school having an undefeated 
record for several seasons in dual 
meets and having edged the Newton 
school by a scant margin in the indoor 
state championship last February the 
Newton team wants a victory over 
Boston English perhaps even more 
than over Brookline. Last week after 
the successful triumph of the local 
team at the Stadium on the previous 
Saturday Coach Enoch gave the run- 
ners just enough work to keep them 
in shape. Naturally to have kept them 
at a high pitch would have been sui- 
cidal in that it would have cut down 
their chances of upsettting Boston 
English and it might well have result- 
ed in their going stale before the 
Stage relays at Fitchburg two weeks 
hence. While Brookline defeated New- 
ton the orange and black is far from 
discouraged. Watch them against 
Boston English, at the Amherst Inter- 
scholastics a week from tomorrow and 
at Fitchburg on June 6th. They are 
far from done. 

Two of the Brookline athletes whom 
their mates can thank for the ultimate 
victory over Coach Enoch’s aggrega- 
tion were Chester Litman and Ber- 
nard Hootstein. The former turned in 
sixteen points and the latter eleven 
which with Lindsay Brigham’s six 
points just about clinched the day.

The 220-yard dash, the last on the 
program, went to Chester Litman as 
was expected. Hootstein gathered a 
second and Milton Green came home 
third. 

Green took the 120-yard hurdles 
over Litman with plenty to spare 
while Stanley Johnson of Newton 
picked up the third place point. 

Litman won the 440-yard from Doug- 
las Chalmers with Lindsay Brigham 
third. Newton’s weakness in the half 
mile gave the Wealthy Towners first 
and second with Brigham and En- 
wright as Vincent Signore placed 
third. 

Captain Green won the broad jump 
with a leap of 20ft. 4 in., although the 
actual distance from his point of take- 
off was 21 ft. 10 in. Litman was sec- 
ond with Tom Malloy of Newton the 
third place winner.

Latin at Russell Field. Cambridge, on 
Saturday in another league affair. 

The varsity track team has a battle 
on its bunds this afternoon when it 
faces the strong Boston English High 
team at Nickerson Field. Riverside. 
Tlie Hull clan bus been undefeated on 
tlie cinder path for several years and 
Captain Milton Green and bis mates 
are set to go. It will be the first time 
that Boston English High has ever 
competed in a one-class meet as all 
Boston affairs offer competition in 
senior, intermediate and junior divi- 
sions. This may prove somewhat of 
a handicap to the invaders hut it will 
he more than offset by Newton’s 
agreement to limit competition to hut 
one running and one Held event for 
each athlete, as Boston schools re- 
quire.

If lie were 
allowed to compete in all four events 
he probably would win throe and place 
well up in tlie 220. Newton’s well-bal- 
anced outfit is expected to provide it 
with the majority of first places and 
it will probably he a question of the 
team picking up the most second and 
third places snatching the victory. It 
is hard to see how Holmes in tlie 100, 
Slonne in the 220. Chalmers in tlie 440. 
Green in the hurdles and broad jump 
and Colligen in the shotput can he 
figured other than first place winners. 
Boston English however has a good 
hurdler in Johnny Joyce, a good dash 
man in Woods, a fine 220 man in Toni 
Callahan, a good quarter miler in Vale 
Marvin if he is in shape to compete, 
tlie best half-miler in Jerry Doherty, 
and a good sliotputter in Dinimy Zaitz.

Hermann of the Playgrounds 
had called attention to the need of a 
fence around this playground to pre- 
vent boys from entering it nights and 
damaging the equipment there. The 
Ward 1 alderman asserted that the 
fence being erected is only 4 feet 
high along Jackson road and Morse 
street and is useless as a barrier to 
prevent trespassing as boys can easi- 
ly jump or vault over it. He said that 
lie realized because of the contract 
having been granted and the work 
started, it might be difficult to increase 
the height of tlie fence, but if this 
could he done, it is the proper thing to 
do. Vice-President Gallagher suggested 
that Alderman Powers take tlie mat- 
ter up with Acting Mayor Collins who 
was present. Mr. Collins suggested 
that Alderman Bail of the Finance 
Committee. Supt. Hermann of the 
Playgrounds, the Ward 1 alderman 
and himself could visit the playground 
on Tuesday and look the situation 
over. This proposal met with the 
approval of Alderman Powers, who al- 
so called attention to the accident 
at Newtonville that day when a stolen 
automobile crashed through the fence 
bordering the B. & A. tracks at the 
Newtonville station and nearly caused 
a train wreck. He stated that the 
flimsy fences bordering the railroad 
cut at Newton and Newtonville be re- 
placed by strong wire fences which 
would prevent similar accidents.

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THE REDISTRICTING REPORT 

The report of the redistricting committee to the Legisla- 
ture, placing Congressmen Luce and Dallinger in the same 
Congressional district is a distinct blow at the prestige now 
gained at Washington by the Massachusetts delegation. Leav- 
ing out of consideration the attitude of these Congressmen on 
the prohibition question it should be borne in mind that 
seniority and personal acquaintance carry considerable weight 
at Washington and when we have men like Congressmen 
Luce and Dallinger, we should do all we can to continue 
them in office. The policy of the redistricting committee, 
it seems to us, was either to eliminate the newest Congress- 
man in the delegation or the Congressman who has done the 
least for Massachuseets. Both of these factors are apparent 
to anyone who has followed state politics to any extent. 

With Representative Thompson of this city a member of 
the sub-committee which drafted this legislation, there should 
have been a better plan for redistricting. 


A MENACE 

Unless prompt and drastic steps are taken in the matter, 
there will undoubtedly be a serious accident on the Centre 
street hill near the Newton Methodist church in the near 
future. For some weeks a Boston contractor has been using 
Centre street for a race course for a fleet of large trucks 
carrying gravel and stone. These trucks are driven at least 
at the rate of 35 miles per hour and attain considerable ve- 
locity on the hill. There is also the noise of the trucks re- 
turning up the hill, although there is no legal way of com- 
pelling them to be more quiet. The police, however, do have 
authority to require these trucks to reduce their speed and 
should enforce the law governing the matter.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Considerable progress has been 
made this week but it is expected that 
the session will extend well into June. 
One of the principal obstacles to a 
speedy conclusion is the congression- 
al redistricting which does not meet 
general approval. It will take some 
time to thresh this out and judging 
from the variety of views expressed 
there Is likely to be extended debates 
in both branches before a settlement 
is reached. 

Another matter with which the 
House is having a terrific struggle is 
that providing revenue for the old age 
assistance act. Several proposals, in- 
cluding a head tax on men and wom- 
en. an old age assessment on all males 
over 21 years, tobacco tax and what 
not have been offered but no agree- 
ment has been reached. The Ways 
and Menns Committee of the House 
is about ready to throw up the sponge 
and leave it to the Governor and the 
Democratic members to find some- 
thing that will be acceptable to them 
and the Republicans. The next bat- 
tle to get somewhere is set for Mon- 
day afternoon but there is nothing 
certnin ns to what the outcome will 
be. 

The bill to increase the salaries of 
judges, clerks and assistant clerks of 
district courts lias been defeated in 
the House. 

The House is for building a pier at 
Buzzards Bay for the ships that pass 
through the Cape Cod canal and has 
refused to refer such a bill to the 
next annual session as recommended 
by the Ways and Means Committee. 
The cost to the state is estimated at 
$250,000. Whether the bill will be 
finally adopted remains to be seen. 

The Governor has signed the bill 
permitting charitable, religious, edu- 
cational. fraternal and military or- 
ganizations to hold whist and bridge 
parties at which prizes may be award- 
ed. 

Of interest to Newton are two 
measures recently signed by the Gov- 
ernor. One provides for an investiga 
tion relating to the improvement of 
the condition of the Charles River in 
Waltham. Newton. Weston and Wa- 
tertown. and the other for an investi- 
gation regarding the construction by 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
of a bridge, with suitable approaches, 
over the Charles River, at Purgatory 
Cove, so-called, in Waltham. 

Other measures signed include the 
following: Extending the time for fill- 
ing the report of the Department of 
Public Welfare upon its investigation 
and survey to ascertain the number 
of crippled children in the State who 
are not receiving the benefit of treat- 
ment at the Massachusetts Hospital 
School: further defining the duties of 
the Commissioner of State Aid and 
Pensions and establishing the office of 
second deputy commissioner of State 
Aid and Pensions: regulating the tak- 
ing of fish in certain waters of Cape 
Cod Bay: authorizing reports to the 
appellate divisions of district courts 
at the instance of the justices thereof; 
providing for an investigation by the 
Metropolitan District Commission re- 
lating to establishing a park on lund 
adjacent to the Wachusett Dam in the 
town of Clinton; authorizing the plac- 
ing on the ballot of certain descrip- 
tive words against the name of a 
candidate for reelection as town 
meeting member in Brookline; estab- 
lishing a special commission to con- 
tinue a study and investigation rela- 
tive to a certain additional fitting me- 
morial to the men and women of Mas- 
sachusetts who served in all wars In 
which Massachusetts has participated 
and continuing until May 15. 1932, the 
existing preference in the classified 
labor service to persons with depend- 
ents. 

Every effort is being made to have 
passed at this session legislation that 
will provide for underpasses in con- 
nection with the traffic circle to be 
maintained at the intersection of 
Charles and Cambridge streets. Bos- 
ton. where there Is to he an elevated 
station of the Cambridge tunnel. 

The signing by the Governor of the 
Boston Elevated bill which provides 
for the extension of the period of pub- 
lic control for 28 years has cleared 
up one of the most perplexing ques- 
tions before the Legislature in years. 
Last Monday, when the Senate voted 
on the question of passing the bill to 
be engrossed. Senator Hollis was re- 
corded in the affirmative. 

Both branches have accepted in 
concurrence these adverse reports: 
Transportation, reference to the next 
annual session (at the request of the 
petitioner) petition of Representative 
William It. Thomas of Quincy tbit the 
Commonwealth issue bonds for the 
purpose of paying expenses in con- 
nection witli the abolition of grade 
crossing and reference to the next 
annual session on the petition of 
Representative Edward .1. Kelley of 
Worcester for the appointment of a 
joint special legislative committee to 
devise ways and means of raising 
funds for the removal of dangerous 
grade crossings. 

Other proposed legislation rejected 
Included the following: Amendment to 
the law relative to the carriage of 
passengers by taxicabs; of the Mas- 
sachusetts Passenger Transportation 
Association relative to the issuing by 
the Department of Public Utilities of 
certificates to operators of taxicabs 
in certain cities and towns and peti- 
tion of Representative A. A. McNulty 
of Boston that the office of taxicab

Residents of Tremont street, Pnrk 
street and other streets nearby the 
line of the Boston Elevated Railroad 
in this city are wondering what is to 
he done to relieve the nuisance occa- 
sioned by the corrugated tracks and 
noisy cars of this company. Aider- 
man Murray talked with General 
Manager Dana about this matter and 
wns told that the tracks will be re- 
paired but the snme cars will con- 
tinue to he used here. Just why the 
people of Newton hnve to endure the 
noise caused by these rattletrap vehi- 
cles imported from East Boston, and 
why the patrons of the Elevated who 
commute from Newton to Boston on 
these cars must continue to ride in 
such de luxe transports is a matter 
that Is puzzling many, it would seem 
that with two residents of this city 
serving as trustees of the Elevated, 
Newton people ought to get a fair 
break, even If the company is not well 
off financially. It hardly can be argued 
that Newton folks were nccorded just 
treatment when cars in good condi- 
tion were taken from the division 
serving this city, sent to East Boston, 
and cars from that section transferred 
here which are not only uncomfortable 
to ride In, but which have made life 
miserable for residents along Tre*- 
mont street, cars which jar houses, 
make it impossible to use radio sets, 
which depreciate property values. 
Perhaps Newton’s representatives in 
the Legislature may be able to uhg In- 
fluence on the Elevated management 
to have the cars either replaced or 
repaired, and the tracks put in prop- 
er condition.

The Governor’s veto of the bill to 
abolish physical examinations in the 
classified labor service found seventy 
Democrats who were willing to over- 
ride him. Fortunately the Republicans 
came to the Governor’s support and 
he was sustained. It will be reculled 
that a similar bill was vetoed last year 
by former Governor Allen. The mes- 
sage came at 3 o'clock in the morning, 
during that memorable session of 24 
continuous hours.

Theodore Dreiser, sincere and force- 
ful, pours out his soul in a long letter 
to the editor about low wages re- 
ceived by workers compared with high 
bonuses received by heads of great 
corporations. Mr. Dreiser observes, 
“billions of dollars for those who man- 
age, execute and build,” and “merely 
a bare existence for those who do the 
work.” Some at the top have too much, 
perhaps, and of course men at the 
bottom have too little. The constant 
struggle of civilization Is to raise the 
average.

It Pays to Advertise Graphic Ads Give Best Results 


At the same time Mr. Dreiser, highly 
Intelligent, knows that there are dif- 
ferent kinds of work that call for dif- 
ferent kinds of pay. Mr. Dreiser, for 
instance, can, and probably will, write 
a book worth a million dollars. Should 
he not be paid more than the man 
who sets the type, although that com- 
positor may be In some ways a better 
man than Dreiser? 

And who are men that make mil- 
lions? Charles M. Schwab, one of 
them, was a worker in an iron foun- 
dry not so long ago. If Mr. Dreiser 
were at work with a pick and shove! 
he would be glad to have somebody 
tell him where he could dig success- 
fully for coal or gold. The man who 
increases profits increases employment 
and the workers’ interest demands that 
he should be well paid. Employers or 
stockholders that refuse special pay 
for special services are foolish. 

Some time ago you read in this col- 
umn about the Japanese buying a 
year’s supply of oil for their navy. 
United States wells supplied the oil 
cheaper than Uncle Sam has ever been 
able to buy it. And the oil was sold 
by the intelligent Sir Henri Deterding, 
head of the British-owned and con- 
trolled Shell Oil Company. 

Thus Japan got cheap oil, a British 
company got the profit, and American 
oil wells were depleted by so many 
million barrels. 

Just the other day Uncle Sam need- 
ed 4,620.000 barrels of “hunker fuel 
oil,” for navy yards and stations on the 
West Coast. Who, do you suppose, 
sold the oil to Uucle Sam? None other 
than the same energetic Sir Henri De- 
terding. He sold the oil, his British 
owned company made the profit. 

Incidentally, Uncle Sam. buying 
United States oil for his own navy, 
paid Sir Ilenrl a great deal more than 
Japan paid Sir Henri for the same 
American oil, delivered, like Uncle 
Sam’s oil, on the West Coast. 

This may make you smile. And It 
may not. 

What, by the way, Is the matter 
with our high-spirited American busi- 
ness men when they can’t sell oil from 
the soil of their own country to their 
own Government as cheaply as it can 
be sold, at a profit, by an intelligent 
Dutchman, representing English cap- 
ital? 

Our War Department has plans for 
“instant mobilization of an army of 
four million men, in case of war." 

That announcement will amuse Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic nations that would 
he ready for instant mobilization of 
from five to ten thousand airplanes 
each In case of war. 

You would smile if you read, “Four 
million rabbits are ready for instant 
mobilization to meet an invasion of 
eagles.” Men on the ground, attacked 
by airplanes, would he no better than 
rabbits attacked by eagles. 

The President of the United States, 
a great engineer, might explain to 
somebody In the army and navy that 
four million men on the ground would 
not be of much use against flocks of 
airplanes above the clouds. 

After revealing the magnificent plan 
to gather together 4,000,000 men to 
act as targets for bombs, machine guns 
and poison gas from the air, the army 
proudly announces, “The United 
States Is ready.” 

Wall Street’s uncertainty is illustrat- 
ed In this story from that financial 
canyon. 

Au energetic broker was urging his 
client before the ”5 cents profit In 
three months" report came out, “Buy 
Steel. I tell you 1 Know what they are 
doing. You can’t help making money." 
The client replied, “Steel is good, but 
I don’t like It just now. I would rather 
soil it short." Instantly the broker 
replied, “Oser nicht elite schlechte 
hie,” meaning "not a bad Idea also.” 

In spite of the double negative, the 
“oser nicht” statement was sound. 

Australia has gold, and her Govern- 
ment menus to keep it. It was planned 
to send flvo million pounds of the 
precious gold to London, to pay money 
due. The Australian Senate votes, 21 
to 1, to forbid gold shipments. 

Strange Is the power of that yellow 
metal. If people know that you pos 
sess It, even though you refuse to pay 
it out that adds to your financial stand 
tug.

in carrying out service that is of pub- 
lic welfare. Then there was the re- 
port on Conservation, by Mrs. Robert 
Parmenter, chairman, and In this con- 
nection the attention of Clubwomen 
is called to the Field Day, planned at 
the State Federation Forest, at Peters- 
ham. for June 3, and also the report 
on Public Health, given by Mrs. Carl 
W. lllig, Jr., chairman. Decidedly of 
public welfare, also, is the splendid 
work in Co-operation with War Veter- 
ans. On this last subject on Wednes- 
day, at 11.15 o’clock, in tiie Ballroom, 
at the section meeting, and under the 
auspices of Mrs. Walter H. Woods, 
chairman, a most unusual presenta- 
tion was made that brought home 
more forcefully than any mere speech 
from however eloquent an orator, the 
real facts of the work of the veter- 
ans; the part Clubwomen are playing 
in that work; and the part that all 
patriotic, sincerely-graterul citizens 
can play in appreciation. Members of 
Mrs. Woods’ committee told at this 
time of their “glimpses into Service 
Hospitals." and painted pictures that 
stirred the heart with sympathy, but 
better yet with loyalty. A war vet- 
eran gave music, and to see Arthur 
Jones, of Bedford Hospital, as he 
rendered violin selections brought the 
World War soldier very close to mind 
and heart. Carrying forward the same 
awakened spirit, Mr. Edmund W. 
Gross, manager of the Disabled Ex- 
Service Men’s Exchange, told of its 
high offices. And finally, bringing 
women into their own in recognition 
of their war services, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Gwinnell, president of the American 
Overseas Leagtte of New England, de- 
scribed the place of “Women War 
Veterans." 

Quoting from Mrs. Cross’ report on 
Community Service, in which she 
stated that items mentioned should be 
credited as the work of the various 
Federated Clubs, it was noteworthy I 
that the suffering caused by the lack 
of employment stimulated Club mem- 
bers not only to provide for the less 
fortunate at home, but to give of their 
time and money to relieve serious sit- 
uations in other localities, and it had 
been shown that contributions for all 
kinds of philanthropic work had been 
more generous than ever. Countless 
organizations, such as hospitals, 
schools, colleges, Homes for the Aged, 
for Crippled Children, for War Vet- 
erans. Red Cross, Children’s Aid, and 
other welfare agencies became richer 
through the kindly interest of Club 
women. 

Establishing circulating libraries 
for the shut-ins; working most effi- 
ciently during the diphtheria immu- 
nization campaign; creating the de- 
mand for graded and labelled prod- 
ucts: studying the problems of the 
illegitimate child with the view of 
bettering conditions; conducting va- 
rious classes for the foreign speaking 
people and helping to udjust the immi- 
grant family were among the many 
worthwhile projects. 

Worthy of note also was the splen- 
did work for undernourished and tu- 
bercular children, through the penny 
collections for milk, us well as 
through Health Surveys, and Pre- 
School and Dental Clinics. Safe- 
guarding children during the coasting 
season, and providing safe skating 
rinks added greatly to the well-being 
of the little people. In summer they 
enjoy new tennis courts, playgrounds, 
swimming pools and outings galore. 
The Clubs have not only worked for 
hut with youth organizations. One 
Club solicited the interest of its church 
groups uud together they sponsored 
a V. W. C. A. Youth conference. Men- 
tion was made, also of the very splen- 
did cooperation always found with 
the boy und girl scouts. 

A Junior Club is sponsoring u Home 
for Aged Women. 

Scholarships given showed they are 
steudily increasing for worthy boys 


| and girls. One Club reported that 
| after saving $1400 towards a new Club 
House, they decided to use this amount 
for a student loan fund. In some lo- 
calities Institutes are being held to 
consider wlmt can be done to help 
boys and girls. 

There is a growing interest in the 
work among the blind. Braille tran- 
scribing has been most helpful in giv- 
ing to these sighted, people renl com- 
fort and joy. 

Great generosity wns shown at 
Christmns nnd Thanksgiving by the 
Clubs everywhere. 

The Motion Picture Program of- 
fered a basiH for constructive work 
which has been the means of bringing 
into communities a better form of en- 
tertainment. Motion Picture Councils 
composed of every possible organiza- 
tion have been formed in mnny parts 
of the State: 1 — To study motion pic- 
ture problems on all sides; 2 — To give 
reliable information regarding current 
and future releases; and 3 — To en- 
courage Family night programs and to 
give support to programs for children 
when suitably presented. Contacts 
with theatre managers and producing 
companies have gone a long way to 
bring about a better understanding. 
In cases of complaint — when the facts 
have been reported to the proper au- 
horities, objectionable advertising and 
unsuitable bookings have been with- 
drawn. 

Community Planning made rapid 
strides this past year. Co-operating 
with schools, scouts, town officials, 
private property owners and land- 
scape architects, much was accom- 
plished to bring about better and more 
livable communities. Civic Councils 
and Village Improvement Societies 
have been formed which have not only 
aroused much interest in their midst 
but have brought forth the realization 
what mass opinion can do in any un- 
dertaking for Betterment. 

This organized effort has meant a 
Community Housecleaning. Cleaner 
beaches and street, better -kept 
grounds about the homes, schools and 
railroad stations; town dumps have 
become unpopular; catch basins have 
been scrubbed, and even the Merrlmac 
River has been obliged to undergo its 
general "clean-up.” 

Great pride has been exercised in 
caring for memorials, restoring old 
landmarks, erecting drinking foun- 
tains, shining up the hand-stands as 
well, as giving the police stations a 
goodly coat of paint. Street signs 
costing a thousand dollars and more 
have been given. Houses have been 
renumbered, thus helping strangers to 
find their way more easily. 

The interest of the children has 
been aroused in gardens and window 
boxes, as well as seeding and plant- 
ing along the highways. The result 
has been that they had no time to 
deface property. 

Increasing interest has been shown 
for the elimination of billboards along 
the highway, for every District in the 
State reports very definite work in 
this line. One reported that their 
Club women had been assisted in this 
work by the Massachusetts Hotel As- 
sociation, one hundred leading mem- 
bers of which voted unanimously in 
favor of abolishing all billboards, in- 
cluding their own. Owing to the ef- 
forts of Mr. J. Tennyson Seller, oper- 
ator of the Weldon Hotel, Greenfield 
has taken the lead in this movement. 

Advice has also been given to pic- 
nic parties which litter the roadside 
and to the careless smoker who tosses 
the lighted match to the breezes. 

And Mrs. Cross ended: 

Well — in civic work we’ve wished to 
dim and so we’ve hustled all the time 

To make our towns a lovely place— 
to have them show a cultured face— 

That all may view without a frown 
—our little wayside, and city town. 

Mrs. Robert Parmenter, chairman 
of the Division of Conservation of 
Natural Resources, reported that 158 
Clubs have contributed money to pur- 
chase land for the Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs’ State Forest and Wild 
Life Sanctuary, and 17 Clubs have 
made second donations to this Fund. 
The Federation has deeded 600 of the 
1,000 acres to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts this year, and hopes to 
complete the Forest next year. Two 
Junior Clubs have made donations to 
tin? Forest, which is very commend- 
able. The Division especially invited 
tlie Juniors to join them on June 3 
when the Federation Field Day will 
be held at the Forest in Petersham, 
Massachusetts. This beautiful town 
is on the Worcester-Athol road. 

Splendid Conservation work and 
many extremely interesting programs 
have been produced by the Clubs. Gar- 
dens, wild flowers, birds, soils, pests, 
mosquitoes, ferns, forestry, roadside

The executive secretary of the

"We wish to protest against the pro- 
posed demonstration of aerial war- 
fare over Boston and other cities as 
being contrary to the spirit of the 
Kellogg peace pact, and, by reason of 
its involving an expenditure of $3,- 
000,000 as estimated by the New York 
Times of May 13, as being an unwar- 
ranted expenditure of public funds."

beautification, recreation, minerals, 
fertilizers, leader-training groups, re- 
gional and town planning, llower 
shows, plant exchanges, nature trails, 
flower hampers, saving of trees, nature 
in schools, and seed scattering, seem 
to have held the attention of study 
groups. 

A tree was planted Tuesday after- 
noon at the New Ocean House, 
Swampscott, in honor of the George 
Washington Bicentennial. This tree 
came as a gift from the Cherry Hill 
Nurseries, of Weal Newbury. 

Mrs. Carl W. Illig, Jr., chairman of 
the Division of Public Health, reported 
real progress made in awakening in- 
terest in health education, under the 
slogan for the year’s program “Make 
Good Health Popular.” This program 
was classified as follows: 1 Health In- 
stitutes; 2 Community Health Studies; 

3 Periodic Health Examinations; and 

4 Adult Health Classes. 

Health Institutes were Held for 
Clubs of eleven of the fifteen Districts 
in the State, representing 298 Clubs. 

Increasing enthusiasm was mani- 
fested among Clubs in Community 
Health Studies, the outstanding oue 
being the Barnstable County Survey, 
made possible through the co-opera- 
tion of twelve Clubs ou Cape Cod. 

There was very active campaigning 
throughout the State urging Club- 
women to have complete Periodic 
Health Examinations, and the Division 
plans to have a uniform health exam- 
ination blank available lor all Club- 
women. 

Adult Health Classes have been or- 
ganized by Clubs all over tile State — 
a new feature of this year’s program. 
Classes have been open to all women 
in the communities. Local physicians 
and nurses have co-operated. 

There was a broadcast on “Health- 
ward-Ho” from Station WBZ. 

Among the varied public health ac- 
tivities carried on by Clubs, were sale 
of Tuberculosis seals; donations to 
hospitals; Child Health Day pro- 
grams; adult health classes; health 
surveys; baby clinics; tonsil clinics; 
summer round-up; restrooms provided 
in schools; volunteer Service — Red 
Cross; milk for undernourished school 
children; dental clinics; health 
camps; surveys of pre-school chil- 
dren; recreation-playgrounds; support 
of public health hills; co-operation 
with District Nurse Associations; one 
Club owns and maintains a Massachu- 
setts Women’s Hospital; and one Club 
provides first aid service in the State 
House. 

Wednesday afternoon was a gala 
occasion in a wonderful tribute to 
Mrs. Poole, now first vice-president of 
the General Federation, and unopposed 
candidate for the presidency of that 
organization in 1932. In this official 
capacity she was guest of honor at the 
State Annual Meeting, although per- 
haps tills was not generally realized 
until she appeared on the platform 
Wednesday to give her address on 
“Our Treasure Chests.” To most Club- 
women the thought of Mrs. Poole was 
as a former president of the State 
Federation that they paid her homage, 
hut the Victory Campaign session 
which followed the Wednesday after- 
noon meeting made evident to all to 
how great honors Mrs. Poole person- 
ally is attaining, and also bestowing 
on the State of Massachusetts from 
the national placo she has won.

From information 
given me these busy-bodies at tho 
dials rejoice if they can catch the an- 
nouncer saying that something oc- 
curred yesterday when ho Hhould have 
said the day before yesterday. These 
pcoplo imp to tlie telephone and eager- 
ly set the poor man right. And if tlie 
announcer should by some inflection 
of his voice intimate that a certain 
statesman was a bit too talkative, 
we’ll say,— well, you don’t know how 
many calls he would get, asking, 
“Why do you criticise such a great 
person?” 

”It’s a case of continually watch- 
ing your speech,” said a friend of 
mine, who is constantly at the micro- 
phone. I must huve appeared incred- 
ulous. "You don’t think so?” he ex- 
claimed. “Boy, you just make a break 
or some kind and see if you don’t hear 
from it. Tlie time of day or night 
doesn’t make any difference — some- 
body will pick you up.” 

Another well known broadcaster 
tells me that there is a great desire 
on the part of many people to place 
themselves and their talents ( ?) be- 
fore the "great unseen audience.” All 
sorts of requests for auditions and 
time are made. There are, it seems, 
more wonderful vocalists and musi- 
cians who have not been heard on the 
radio than are included in the present 
programs. 

"My brother’s little girl can play 
the violin as good as anybody and 
hotter than some of those we have to 
listen to,” a man insisted at tho stu- 
dio. "We want to get her a chance. 
How about it?” 

Individuals who would sing, legture, 
play or preach offer themselves for 
the edification of the public and seem 
offended when the studio fails to 
snap-up their offer. It is possible that 
they think there is a thrill in it. Or 
it may be they want to be able to 
serve humanity. More likely they 
want to do a little boasting and state 
they have been listened to over the 
radio. From all this I judge that al- 
though we may dislike some of the 
things we hear, it. is nothing as com- 
pared with what we might be forced 
to listen to if the studios were not 
discriminating. 


As To Letter Writing 


Some people like to write letters, 
but most people make an irksome 
task of it. You cannot find fault with 
those who are remiss in their corre- 
spondence for if you do they will come 
back at you with, “Are you always 
prompt about such things yourself?” 
Maybe there are those who can stand 
such a searching question as that, hut 
I am not one of them. However, I 
do not follow the system of a fine old 
gentleman, now passed to that realm 
where letter-writing would be a fu- 
tile occupation, who had an ingenious 
idea. Said he, "I let letters go unan- 
swered for weeks and weeks and then 
I find they don’t require answering.”

That applies to the resi- 
dential districts. Of course on Sun- 
days in the business part there is not 
much mail to be collected.” 

I wanted him to say that I was cor- 
rect in my theory that a rainy Sunday 
afternoon produced more letters to be 
collected than a pleasant one. He al- 
lowed that there might be something 
in that but would only go as far as to 
acknowledge that business on Sun- 
day evening is way ahead of any oth- 
er collection in the week. 

A Thoughtful Investment

The idea had aroused my curiosity 
to a point of rudeness and I asked, 
"Do you have u message for every 
one to whom you send a card?" 

"Sure, and that’s something I wunt 
to adviso you about. They like a 
friendly greeting hut they also got a 
great kick out of a gentle knock. For 
instance, if I am writing to a stout old 
pal I ask, "Are you dieting? If not, 
why don’t you?” Ho loves to he kid- 
ded. There are others who like his- 
torical pictures. Boston gives me a 
great chance to send to those who col- 
leet. souvenirs or that kind.” 

Looking on the practical side, I 
said. "Huve you figures to show how 
much you spend u year on these 
things?” 

“Well," he replied, "I don’t consider 
the expense, hut I suppose I put $10 
or $12 a year into this kind of sport.

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Chamber Speakers 

Discuss Taxation 

Distinguished Speakers At Annual 
Meeting — Win. Rice Pres. 


At a banquet and annual meeting 
last week Thursday evening at the 
Brae Burn Country Club, West New- 
ton. the Newton Chamber of Commerce 
presented an array of distinguished 
speakers who discussed modern gov- 
ernmental tendencies and the hand- 
ling of the people’s money from the 
municipal, state and national view- 
points. The discussion was opened by 
representatives of the Newton city 
government, and the state legislature, 
and was developed from the national 
side by Congressman Robert Luce of 
Waltham. 

Roy V. Collins, acting mayor, de- 
scribed how the city is catching up on 
its street construction and school 
building programs. It has changed its 
methods of street construction as a 
result of a recent study of modern 
needs and the first contract has just 
been let under the new specifications. 
He expects that maintenance costs 
will be considerably reduced because 
of better building. 

He also said that Newton has nearly 
caught up with its school building 
needs. In 1918 there was a had con- 
gestion in school housing throughout 
the city. When the new Weeks high 
school is opened in Newton Centre, 
all hut two temporary school build- 
ings will be abandoned. It is expect- 
ed that the next new building will he 
a grammar school in Newtonville 
which will do away with the use of 
the last temporary structure. Mr. 
Collins ended his remarks with the 
statement that it is now possible to 
forecast that there will he no in- 
crease in the tax rate in Newton for 
the coming year. 

Leverett Saltonstall of Chestnut 
Hill, Speaker of the House, discussed 
taxation looking into the future. He 
said that a recent supreme court de- 
cision in the state of Indiana was 
leading to the consideration of the 
possibility of taxing chain stores, 
which might aid in assisting the in- 
dividual business man to keep on his 
feet. He said “the independent busi- 
ness man is absolutely necessary to 
the self-respect and welfare of the 
community.” He also said that some 
new source of taxation must be found 
in the near future or the tax rate must 
be increased. 

Senator Arthur Hollis enumerated 
acts of this year’s legislature 
which he thought would be of benefit 
to the city of Newton. Among them 
he mentioned the resolve for a study 
of Charles river conditions and the 
settlement of the Boston elevated 
question. 

Representative Baker said that in- 
crease in taxation is due to a gradual 
revolution in the minds of the people 
as to what the government shall do 
for them. He mentioned as examples 
of new departures in government sta- 
bilization of business by expansion 
of building programs in times of de- 
pression, the subsidization of private 
business by the construction of piers 
and wharves, and old age pensions. 

Congressman Luce said that he had 
learned from his extended experience 
in Washington following a long period 
of service on Beacon Hill that the 
great mass of the people's business 
can be more economically adminis- 
tered by state governments. He said 
that most congressmen are sincere, 
hard working men, but that the great 
autocratic bureaus of the federal gov- 
ernment are too far removed from the 
scenes of action. 

Mr. Luce also extolled President 
Hoover as having done more to iron 
out the results of depression than any 
previous man. He said that no living 
man could have prevented present 
world-wide conditions, but that Presi- 
dent Hoover has shown remarkable 
efficiency and organization ability in 
dealing with this depression. 

Thomas W. White, collector of in- 
tornal revenue, was another speaker

Levi Warren Jr., High 
Band Gives Exhibition 

School Musicians Display Large 
Amount of Talent 


Tuesday morning, May 19, the band 
of the Levi Warren Junior High 
school at West Newton marched from 
the school to City Hall where it was 
reviewed by Acting Mayor Roy Col- 
lins who also listened to a short pro- 
gram of selections by the combined 
band and drum corps. Business was 
suspended in City Hall while the ju- 
venile musicians performed and the 
department heads and clerks gathered 
in front of the building to enjoy the 
concert. Principal Paul C. Scarbor- 
ough of the school was present. The 
enthusiasm he takes in this fine or- 
ganization is responsible to an appre- 
ciable degree for Its success. 

The band is comprised of 103 play- 
ing musicians and the drum corps 1ms 
62 drummers and buglers. The Levi 
Warren junior high school band was 
organized in 1927 and first appeared 
in competition in 1928 when it won 
first prize in its class at the State 
contest held at Boston. It also won 
first prize In its class at the New 
England finals held at Boston. In 1929 
it repeated, again winning first prizes 
in its class at Newtonville in the flual 
competition among Massachusetts 
and Ne\v England school bands. Last 
year at Waltham it was awarded sec- 
ond prize in its class among Massa- 
achusetts bands but it had to compete 
agninst the band of the Greenfield Sen- 
ior High School. In the New England 
finals last year it took third prize, due 
to the fact that the band of the Green- 
field High School and a Maine High 
School band comprised of older boys 
w'ere placed in the class in which it 
competed. 

The man responsible for the remark- 
able progress made by the Warren 
School band Is Charles R. Spaulding, 
w'ho also Instructs the baud at Newton 
High School. The club adviser of the 
band is Charles R. Tower, a teacher at 
the school. Only about 12 per cent 
of the children playing in the band 
and drum corps take private lessons. 
The remainder play once a week un- 
der the Instruction of Mr. Spaulding 
who is assisted in the work by James 
Hawkes of the People’s Symphony 
Orchestra, who teaches the drummers 
in the drum corps and by Mr. Ferry 
who instructs the buglers in the drum 
corps, which is a new unit. 

In addition to pupils of the Warren 
Junior high, members of the band in- 
clude pupils from the Angler, Burr, 
Pierce, Davis and Williams Grade 
schools. The players range in age 
from 9 to 15 years. They pay for their 
uniforms which consist of red jerseys, 
white trousers, or skirts, and middy 
caps. The children, or their parents, 
also provide their own instruments, 
with the exception of the costly Sou- 
saphone and a few' other instruments, 
not over 6 in number. 

The drum majors of the band and 
drum corps are girls: Phyllis Wheeler 
is the head drum-major. Ruth Dulke- 
ley is the assistant head drum-major 
and the assistant drum majors are 
Wilma Hooper and Dorothy Brackett. 
Auxiliary members of the hand in- 
clude two boys who pull the bass 
drums on carriages, two boys who 
have the heavy task of carrying the 
big banner, and three messengers. 
The practice session of the hand each 
w eek is in a club period and thus does 
not take any time from regular school 
periods. 

School hands have been organized 
in Western States for many years 
but it is only during the past four or 
five years that they have been insti- 
tuted in schools in tile East. In that 
time they have proved their worth and 
provide a valuable adjunct to regular 
school work.

First Public Event 
Under New Regime 

New Chapter in History of Theo- 
logical School Opens 


A new chapter in the history of two 
of the oldest theological schools In 
the country, will be inaugurated at 
the Baccalaureate service of the An- 
dover Newton Theological School on 
Sunday afternoon, May 31, at 4:00 
p. m. at the First Baptist Meeting 
House, Newton Centre, Mass. 

The baccalaureate will be preceded 
by an academic procession from Col- 
by Hall on “Institution Hill” dow'n 
to the Baptist Church. President Ev- 
erett C. Herrick will preach the bac- 
calaureate sermon and there will be 
an address by the Rev. F. H. Page, 
D.D., president of the Massachusetts 
Congregational Conference and Presi- 
dent of the Andover Board of Trus- 
tees. 

This service will mark the first 
public event under the new regime. 
The final affiliation of these two his- 
toric institutions was consummated 
by a decree of the Supreme Court on 
April 10, 1931. The Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution is the oldest Baptist 
Seminary in America organized in 
1826 and Andover Theological Semi- 
nary, founded in 1807, one of the old- 
est seminaries of any denomination. 
From now on the two schools will 
carry on their work together, under 
the name of Andover Newton The- 
ological School. The affiliation marks 
an adventure in co-operation between 
two denominations and promises to 
mark a new’ epoch in Protestant the- 
ological education In America. 

Under the new arrangement, An- 
dover retains Andover Hall at Har- 
vard now used by the Harvard The- 
ological School. There provision will 
be made for students of Andover New- 
ton who are desirous of doing grad- 
uate work at Harvard. 

Ever since 1925, w’hen the Supreme 
form strong ties before the affilia- 
tion, Andover Seminary has been in- 
operative. It w’as believed that the 
interpretation which the court placed 
on the famous Andover Creed made 
it impossible to continue. The recent 
court decree has made literal sub- 
scription to the Creed unnecessary. 

Notable alumni of the tw'o schools 
former stdong ties before the affilia- 
tion was consummated. The Rev. 
Samuel F. Smith, author of "America” 
was graduated from Andover and 
while pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of New’ton Centre, wrote the 
hymn for the fiftieth anniversary of 
New’ton in 1876. Francis Wayland, 
noted president of Brown University, 
and Andover man. was first secretary 
of the Newton Board of Trustees. Dr. 
Ira Chase, a graduate of Andover was 
the first teacher at Newton, the found- 
er of Its theological curriculum. 

The influence of the two schools 
cannot be measured. More than a 
hundred years ago. the Andover 
branch went Westward and estab- 
lished frontier churches and colleges. 
Grennell and Yankton are among such 
institutions. Missionaries have gone 
out from the two schools to all parts 
of the w’orld. 

Sunday’s exercises will start a week 
of Commencement events. Tuesday, 
June 2 is Alumni Day. The Rev. Al- 
len Hoben class of 1S9S, President of 
Kalamazoo College will speak In Col- 
by Chapel at 4:00 p. m. on “The Pro- 
testant Outlook.” There will he an 
Alumni dinner in the Recreation 
Building at 5:30 p. m. and S : 00 p. m.. 
the Rev. Raymond L. Calkins. D.D.. of 
the First Church. Cambridge will 
speak. 

Commencement exercises will be 
held at the Baptist Church at 10:00 
a. m. on Wednesday, June 3. Dr. 
Charles N. Arbuckle will address the 
class. Judge Fred T. Field, president 
of tlie Board of Trustees will preside 
at the Trustees’ luncheon at the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club following 
the exercises. At 4:00 p. m. Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Herrick will entertain 
the visiting guests at a reception at 
tlu* home of the President.

ABOUT TOWN

We were one of the million, or 
more, who travelled to Dorchester 
Bay last Monday noon to witness the 
great air armada. It was a wonder- 
ful show. The pilots of the 9 bomb- 
ers. 12 combat planes and 18 pursuit 
planes who maneuvered these airships 
for over 30 minutes previous to the 
arrival of the gigantic air fleet, cer- 
tainly knew their stuff. Flying in in 
tricate formations, with the wings of 
planes seemingly but 25 feet distant 
from one another, it was no time 
or place for other than expert avia- 
tors. The gigantic parade of hun- 
dreds of army planes was a sight 
never to be forgotten. It brought 
back in striking contrast the first air 
meet we witnessed 21 years ago Just 
a couple of miles distant at Squantum, 
when a few airplanes, crude in com- 
parison with present day airships, 
gave the then assembled crowds a big 
thrill. 

Being a cautious, timid individual, 
we planned on keeping a safe distance 
from the maneuvering planes, so in 
case of accident we would be safe. 
So, we parked our car on the Strand- 
way. about a third of a mile in from 
the Southern Artery, and about a mile 
away from where we supposed the 
the display of attack flying would 
occur. Then we walked to the water 
edge of Dorchester Bay adjoining the 
ware house of the American Radiator 
Company to discover we had picked a 
"front row” position directly under 
where the gyrations of the 33 fight- 
ing and bombing planes were staged. 

Apart from the exhibition given by 
the planes, and the “big parade,” the 
thing which Interested us most was 
the single mindedness, or power of 
concentration manifested by a clam- 
digger who was raking the mud on 
the flats 150 yards out from where we 
sat. For nearly three-quarters of an 
hour while 39 planes dived and 
whirled directly above him. this mid- 
dle-aged individual disdained to look 
up at them. Even when the long line 
of 600 planes passed above him he did 
not stop raking the mud even for a 
fraction of a minute. The fellow was 
so intent on his labor that we hoped 
one of the planes would shower a 
bushel of clams on him to afford a 
plentiful harvest. 

The planes made surprisingly little 
bothersome noise. There w’as no 
stunt flying othei’ than by the two 
planes which engaged in a “dog- 
fight” well out in the bay, and the 
only times the motors roared were 
when the 18 pursuit planes dove with 
open motors; and on these occasions 
the wide open space and the water 
underneath seemed to minimize the 
racket which one would ordinarily 
expect to hear. The aviation enthu- 
siasts who boasted that Boston would 
hear the most terrible racket ever, 
when the air-show was announced a 
few months ago. can be blamed for 
causing the protests which followed. 
The exhibition of stunt flying over 
Chestnut Hill a year or two ago by a 
few fliers of the Marine Corps when 
the Qiiantico Marines played a ball 
game with Boston College produced 
much more nerve wracking noise than 
did the great fleet of planes over Dor- 
chester Bay. 


More evidence of the number of 22 
calibre law-makers “serving" in the 
Massachusetts Legislature is the se- 
rious consideration which is being 
given by them to the preposterous 
scheme which would allow private 
parties from outside this State to 
erect a bridge across Boston Harbor 
and Quincy Bay at an estimated cost 
of $25,000,000 with the people of Mas- 
sachusetts standing the gaff. The 
enterprising promoters would be guar- 
anteed against loss and would get rich 
cream, while the people of Massachu- 
setts eventually might not even get 
skimmed milk, but perhaps would 
have “bitter medicine” to swallow. 
The wiserinos in the Legislature, the 
dupes who "serve” with them and the 
astute gentlemen behind the scenes 
verily must believe that the citizens 
of this State are near morons. "God 
Save the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts 


As one of the unfortunate autoists 
who must operate a car easterly along 
Washington street between Newton- 
ville and Newton Corner several 
times daily, we contend that the City 
of Newton should at least scarify 
and roll that section of Washington 
street between Adams street and Cen- 
tre avenue which is in such intoler- 
able condition that is a rank injustice 
to compel autoists to travel over it. 
Apart from the disomtort endured by 
occupants of cars travelling over the 
bumpy street, cars are so shaken 
that those of them which are fre- 
quently driven over Washington street 
must be taken to repair shops often. 
Newton people driving automobiles 
have endured the condition on Wash- 
ington street for a sufficient number 
of years not to be punished by its 
present terrible state for another year. 
It would not be a great expense to 
make temporary repairs on the third 
of a mile from Adams street easterly.

No civilized race now or ever has loved war for its own 
sake, yet since the dawn of history war has been the major 
means by which mankind has secured for itself protection 
from savage and unreasoning aggression and the opportunity 
to govern itself according to its best light.

“FIXING CASES” 

Last week the pastor of a Newton church was fined five 
dollars in the local court for violation of the ordinance re- 
quiring automobile drivers to bring their cars to a stop before 
entering a through way.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The compulsory automobile liability 
insurance law is not to be repealed 
this year. This week, the Senate, by 
a rising vote 16 to 11, refused to ol- 
der to a third reading a bill which 
would have repealed this law and sub- 
stituted a system of linancinl respon- 
sibility similar to that in operation 
in Connecticut. This action of the up- 
per branch was followed the next day 
by a hatch of unfavorable reports on 
other bills which would have repealed 
or amended the compulsory law. 

As the end of the session draws 
near — prorogation being now set for 
the week beginning June S — the num- 
ber of major matters is rapidly dwind- 
ling. The bill for a bridge between 
Boston and Hull has been the cause 
of lengthy hearings before the Com- 
mittee on Highways and Motor Ve- 
hicles and the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee. The Senate has passed 
an order requesting an opinion of the 
Supreme Court on the constitutionality 
of the bill. 

The Legislature has accepted the 
recommendation of the Committee on 
Banks and Banking and has referred 
to the next annual session a large 
number of bills providing for amend- 
ments to the existing sales of securi- 
ties law administered by the Public 
Utilities Commission. There were 13 
bills in all in this batch of adverse 
reports. One of them would have pro- 
hibited the house-to-house solicitation 
in connection with the selling of secu- 
rities by brokers and salesmen. 

The Senate Rules Committee lost 
no time in refusing to admit an or- 
der for an investigation by the State 
Department of Labor ami Industries 
of the activities of U. S. Commissioner 
of Conciliation Charles G. Wood. 

This week Governor Ely signed the 
bill making it an offence for a police 
officer to search and seize intoxicat- 
ing liquor in a dwelling house with- 
out a warrant. The measure will 
bring the State laws in regard to pros- 
ecutions of violation of the liquor law 
in conformity with the Federal stat- 
utes. The Governor, upon signing tin- 
bill. said he could never understand 
the position taken by the State in the 
interpretation of the law. Said he. 
“In the protection of the home it is 
a hollow mockery to allow the police 
to enter it and then use the evidence 
so obtained for purposes of prosecu- 
tion.” 

Although there has been much talk 
lately about taxation of chain stores, 
this year’s Legislature has taken no 
action directly on that subject. There 
was, however, before the Legislative 
Committee on Mercantile Affairs a 
bill (House 9j.7) on petition of Sam- 
uel H. Borofsky and others providing 
that the "retail sale of goods, ware, 
merchandise and commodities be reg- 
ulated and that dealers be licensed by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth.” 
The bill specified such Arms or cor- 
porations as have more than one es- 
tablishment, which, of course, is di- 
rected at chain stores. The bill was 
reported adversely by the committee 
and the report accepted by both 
branches. 

A surprise of the session was the 
overriding by both branches of Gov- 
ernor Ely's veto of the bill to perma- 
nently relieve cities and towns of the 
maintenance and repair of State high- 
ways. The Governor, in the message 
accompanying the veto, pointed out 
that the Legislature this year had 
passed a bill providing for such relief 
for a period of two years and suggest- 
ing that the results of that experiment 
be noted before legislation is passed 
placing it on a permanent basis. Ap- 
parently the Legislature did not agree 
with him. The Senate voted, 29 to 6, 
to pass the bill notwithstanding the 
veto, and the House, 122 to 51. Sena- 
tor Hollis and Representatives Baker, 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted tc 
override the Governor. 

A bill favored by the special com- 
mission on laws relating to children 
has been rejected by the Legislature. 
It required that pupils of public 
schools complained of for truancy 
should be given mental and physical 
examinations. The House ameuded it 
to provide that a physician represent 
ing the child’s parents or guardian 
should be present at the examination 
The Senate, however, referred the 
: amended measure to the next annual 
session. 

Among the bills recently signed by 
the Governor were the following: 
Providing for investigation and re- 
port by the State Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare of all petitions for the 
adoption of children and further for 
a trial residence period; to amend the 
law concerning the investment by sav- 
ings hanks in bonds of certain rail- 
road companies and providing for the 
printing and distribution of addition- 
al copies of Massachusetts Bay Colo- 
ny Tercentenary publications entitled 
"Massachusetts of the Sea” and "Path- 
ways of the Puritans." 

An act "safeguarding the rights of 
persons in the classified civil service 
in respect to separation therefrom" 
lias been signed by Governor Ely. It 
provides that "upon receipt of notice 
from an appointing oUlcer or of other 
information that a person in the clas- 
silled civil service has become sepa- 
rated therefrom through no fault or 
delinquency of his own, the Commis- 
sioner of Civil Service shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to such person by 
registered mail and shall set forth 
in said notice the manner, means and 
methods whereby such person may be 
reinstated therein or his civil service 
statute and rights preserved." 

Other bills signed included the fol- 
lowing: Providing for the enforce- 
ment, by attachment and execution, of 
orders of the Probate Court requiring 
parents to contribute toward the sup- 
port of their minor children under 
guardianship; providing for the con- 
tinuation of the work of investigating 
proposed changes in the tux laws of 
the State; providing for uu unpaid 
commission to revise and recodify the 
laws relating to co-operative bunks; 
providing for t lie building of side- 
walks and underpasses in connection 
with the construction of a traffic circle 
at the intersection of Charles und 
Cambridge streets, Boston; abolishing 
Hie Bchoolhouse commission in the 
city of Medford; transferring the Bu- 
reau qf Criminal Identification from 
Hie State Department of Correction to 
tlie Stat»- Department of Public Sure- 
ty; establishing a special commission 
to study und revise the luw reluting 
to zoning, town planning and the reg- 
ulation of billboards und other udver-

We Talk Fast, Go Slowly. 
Labor’s British Idea. 

Through Solid Iron. 

Mr. Green, head of the American 
Federation of Labor, thinks there is 
a conspiracy of hankers to reduce 
wages. This writer has heard bankers 
talk about "the absolute necessity of 
deflating wages.” Hut they all agreed 
that a cut in wages, crippling the 
workers’ buying power, would be a 
short cut to a deeper depression. 

While tile discussion goes on, wages 
are cut In many directions, and tliero 
will be more cuts until times Improve. 

The question iu a depression lsu’t 
so much what you ought to do, or 
what you would like to do, as what 
you can do. 

Labor unions will notice that those 
“allegedly conspiring” bankers have 
suffered a considerable cut in the pay 
of their closely unionized dollars, and 
deflation in their profits. 

They are lending money on call now 
at 1%. Back in 1929, they got as much 
us 15 or 20%. And they are lending 
money for 90 days at 2% and less. 
And nobody know’s how badly they 
feel about it. It is as though carpen- 
ters found themselves working for 80 
cents a day. 

A1 Williams, one of our finest young 
American fliers, recently of tho Ameri- 
can Navy, says: “The United ftates 
talks fast aud flies slowly; England 
Hies fast and talks slowly.” 

Britain holds all the speed records 
that havo any real meaning — the air- 
plane record, 357 miles per hour; the 
automobile record, 216 miles; tho motor 
boat record of over 100 miles, and 
motorcycle record of over 150 miles. 
And they have achieved these records 
In “hard times.” The British manage 
to do what they havo to do. 

Incidentally, tho British are far 
ahead of us in the construction of air- 
plane and other engines. They have 
developed horsepower in their engines 
by methods concerning which we 
know nothing. For instance, they took 
an 850-horsepower engine, weighing 
1,540 pounds, and got out of it 1,900 
horsepower, the engine weighing less 
than one pound per horsepower. 

Perhaps our big oil companies could 
tell us what the British put in their 
engines to get sueii horsepower and 
make them go so fast. 

Tho composition of their fuel is a 
mystery to American engine builders. 

In Britain what labor unions say 
has meaning, for unions control the 
government. 

Their latest suggestion is to nation- 
alize Britain’s steel industry, making 
it a great public utility. 

Tho unions suggest a tariff high 
enough to keep out foreign steel and 
secure an absolute monopoly for steel 
public ownership. 

A publicly owned stoel monopoly 
might need that tariff. Governments, 
outside of the United States, have 
proved that they cau run such natural 
monopolies as light, power, railroads, 
telephones, telegraphs, but they have 
yet to prove that publicly owned in- 
dustry can compete with private in- 
dustry. 

Russia’s success or failure iu that 
line will be instructive. 

Dr. C'oulidgc, brilliant scientist of 
the General Electric Company, has 
taken a photograph, with X-rays, 
through four inches of solid irou. Dr. 
Coolidge used a tube with power of 
900,000 volts, constructed by him. 

Amazing to our feeble minds, is the 
thought of rays making a photograph 
through solid iron. We know, but do 
not realize, that the atoms of iron are 
much farther apart, in the “solid iron,” 
in proportion to their diameters tliau 
the earth null muon. 

Particles of energy shot from the 
900,000-volt tube at a speed of 184,000 
miles a second, almost the speed of 
light, travel easily through tho wide 
open spaces iu the iron. 

Ignorance auks, ”of what use Is such 
a 900,000- volt tube?” and is told that 
the tube is now on Its way to a New 
York hospital, where it will he used 
to attack cancer tissue far inside the 
human body. 

Our "best minds” tell us “that no 
matter what happens w’o must never 
sink low enough to adopt tho dole. 

England, with a dole amountiug to 
$500,000,000 a year, is called a horrible 
example. 

Ou the other hand, without any dole, 
this country faces a deficit of a billion 
dollars for one year, the biggest deficit 
any government ever had In peace. 
'Hie dole didn’t cause that. 

What a government hands out us a 
“dole” goes to stores for food and 
clothes; It isn't burned up. 

However, we don't want uny dole; 
we want prosperity. 

Ou tho other hand, if it came to the 
question "will you feed them or will 
you light them?” we should find it 
wise to feed them. 

And the best way to feed them is 
to hand Die money to the head of each 
family, not to a Ited Cross, Y. M. C. A., 
Salvation Army, or any other “over- 
head” organization. Or, if we must 
distribute through un agency, let it be 
through the Navy or the Army.

Memorial Day 


Fifty years ago tomorrow it was 
that Massachusetts held its first offi- 
cial observance of Memorial Day. That 
was twenty years after the outbreak 
of the Civil War and sixteen years 
after peace hnd dawned upon a united 
country. It may take laws to estab- 
lish certain things and lawmakers 
may be ponderous and slow, but the 
heart-throbs of the people of Mas- 
sachusetts were felt the very day tho 
first soldier fell In the War of the 
Rebellion. It probably happened that 
the custom of decorating the graves 
of soldiers started when their bodies 
were brought back from the South to 
rest in Northern soli. The idea of 
making it a day to he recognized as 
something more than that did not re- 
ceive attention of the Legislature un- 
til 1881. 

I turned to a dust -covered volume 
the other day because I was curious 
to know the way the State went 
about it. Under the date of March 8, 
1881, I found, “The 30th day of May 
in each year being the day set apart 
for the deccoration of the graves of 
deceased soldiers and known as Me- 
morial Day. is hereby made a legal 
public holiday, to all intents and pur- 
poses, in tlie same manner as Thanks- 
giving, Fast and Christmas Days, the 
twenty-second of February and the 
Fourth of* July. This law shall take 
effect upon its passage." 

What then, I asked, was the word- 
ing of the Governor’s proclamation? 
Memories of the Civil War were in- 
deed fresh and the Governor himself 
would have no need of further in- 
spiration than his own recollections. 
Much to my. surprise I discovered 
that here is one day for which no 
proclamation is required by law of 
the Chief Executive of the Common- 
wealth. Plainly, the lawmakers of 
that time knew the people would not 
need to be reminded of the spirit of 
Memorial Day. It was with a feeling 
of self-reproach that my thoughts 
turned to those whose own families 
were broken by that war. No remind- 
er from a Governor or anybody else — 
memory alone and that sentiment 
born of love and devotion. 

And so, we In these days, shall 
not, or should not, require a State 
proclamation or any other agent or 
instrument to cause us to remember. 
If gratitude, honor and respect are 
in our hearts the bravo dead of all 
wars will be in our memories. 


Youngsters Who Earn Money 


The allusion in this column to the 
industrious youngsters who strive to 
lift the family burden by their indus- 
try has led a reader to send me infor- 
mation fronj the Federal Office of Ed- 
ucation at Washington which states 
that the combined annual earnings of 
boys between the ages of 14 and 18 in 
the United States, who are not at- 
tending school, is more than twice as 
great as the total annual cost of public 
education in the United States. 

Now let’s get this clear. At least 
$5,000,000,000, according to these 
Washington authorities, is earned an- 
nually by boys in this age of classifi- 
cation, who are not receiving the full 
benefit of public instruction. Not all 
of these youngsters remain away from 
school altogether. Thousands of them 
are taking part-time courses, while 
thousands of others are attending the 
night schools o l the larger cities. 

In New York, we are informed, a 
state-wide study was conducted re- 
cently to ascertain how much part- 
time students are earning. There 
were 65,000 boys in the survey and 
it was found that they earned $48,- 
000,000 a year. Moreover, they con- 
tinued to siiuly and approximately 
seventy-five per cent of them saved 
something every week. This particu- 
lar 65,000 boys, according to official 
figures, are saving what amounts to 
more than $5,300,000 annually. Di- 
vided into weeks it is shown that more 
than 3,000 of them saved $6 or more 
each week; more than 5,600 saved $5 
each week and 1,950 saved $4 each 
week. 

Quoting M. M. Proffitt, consultant 
in the Federal Office of Education, our 
correspondent says, “Obviously some- 
thing is due these students who drop 
out of school after they have gone 
beyond the compulsory school attend- 
ance age. If tliey cannot go to a full- 
time day school, they should be pro- 
vided with facilities to carry on their 
training in a part-time continuation 
school.” 

I wonder what those who are harsh 
in their criticism of the rising genera- 
tion will say to this evident proof 
that our boys and girls are making 
something of themselves. It should 
be a satisfaction to those who have 
faith in the youth of America. 

Wishing the ”EI” Good Luck 

Well, there’s no reason we should 
not he optimistic about the future of 
the Boston Elevated. The air is filled 
with promise of improved service and 
a great many other things now that a 
hill has been passed providing for ex- 
tension of public control for 28 years. 
All along wo have hoard that a great 
many tilings tho management wauted 
to do could not he done because there 
was so much uncertainty about tho 
road’s future. Legislation defining tho 
prospects wus declared to be neces- 
sary. All right then, we’ve got It. 
Now let’s see what happens. 

A greut many people have com- 
plained, but that is to bo expected, for 
no road was ever operated to the com- 
plete satisfaction of its millions of 
passengers. Dismissing grievances 
bused on imagination alone ami there- 
fore unjust— there still remained the 
righteous protests about unwashed car 
windows, rattlo-trup equipment on cer- 
tain lines and irregulurity of sched- 
ule, etc As fur as I have been able to 
learn these all were promptly referred 
to the, “Thut’s-too-bud Department" 
und never heard of again. No record 
has been available of desired reforms, 

\\ hutevor has happened to the pat- 
rons of tho Elevated no one can say 
that the employes have been called 
upon to suffer. Despite tho roud’B poor 
financial condition wages were in- 
creased several times and other con- 
cessions granted. Quito a contrast 


from the situation which now obtains 
in Fall River. That city is “broke" 
and striving to recover itself finan- 
cially. All types of city employes 
have accepted wage reductions. Po- 
licemen and firemen are working for 
$19 a week and all other employes 
have accepted a corresponding cut. 
They have been praised for their civic 
spirit, as they should be and one 
wishes they may receive a more sub- 
stantial reward for their loyalty. 

The Elevated's hard luck in the past 
has been passed along to the riding 
public. If the new Elevated bill means 
prosperity for the road, and I sin- 
cerely hope it does, although not a 
stockholder, let the prosperity be 
passed along to the strap hangers, too. 

That $1 For "Gas” 


Let’s assume you are one of those 
who may rightly declare, "Many a dol- 
lar have I spent for gasoline.” All 
right friend motorist, would it inter- 
est you to know how that dollar is 
split up? The answer, mark you, is 
nobody’s guess, but from those who 
have studied their gasoline costs. 
“Passed by the Federal Department of 
Commerce,” I might accurately aud 
appropriately add. 

Approximately 50 cents out of each 
$1 expended by motorists for gasoliue 
represents the combined cost of crude 
oil and the expense and profit of re- 
fiuing. Twenty-three cents is put 
down to the cost of wholesaling and 
seven cents as the proportion repre- 
senting transportation charges. That 
leaves 20 cents of the dollar to be ac- 
counted for, doesn’t it? It seems that 
of this 10 cents is paid out for gaso- 
line taxes while an equal amount re- 
mains as the margiu of profit for the 
gasoline retailer. 

Now you must bear in mind that sev- 
eral factors enter into the cost of 
gasoline for the automobllist. There 
is a difference, too, according to the 
Part of the country in which you may 
wish to divide your $1. These factors 
include distance from refinery to point 
of sale, eost of crude oil at the refln- 
ery, type of refining process used, 
amount of State gas tax aud other 
items. However, these proportions as 
given here are generally conceded to 
be representative of the relative dis- 
tribution of the gasoline dollar for 
the country at large. 

Just to give you some idea of the 
extent of this gasoline business take 
the official statement which says that 
as priced at the refineries gasoline 
production in the United States, ex- 
clusive of natural gasoline, had a total 
value of more than $1,579,000,000 in 
1929, the latest available census of 
manufactures. 

Now to heap your plate to the brim 
with figures I must point out that re- 
tail gasoline outlets of all types, ac- 
cording to the last available informa- 
tion, numbered 317,000 for the country 
as a whole. These were equipped 
with 614,000 pumps and represented 
an investment of $838,000,000.

POUCENEWS 

Federal Prohibition agents last 
Thursday captured three trucks load- 
ed with liquor at the rear of a factory 
on River street, in the Bleachery sec- 
tion of Waltham. The agents then 
came to West Newton and seized an- 
other truck loaded with liquor near 
the rear of a factory on Webster 
street. The man arrested in connec- 
tion with the seizure of the truck at 
West Newton was Frank Farrell, who 
gave his address as Allston House, 
Allston. He and the truck were taken 
to the Waltham police station, to- 
gether with the trucks and men seized 
in that city. The prisoners were later 
released on $2500 bail each, which 
was furnished by a Surety Company. 
The seized liquor was valued at many 
thousands of dollars. The raids were 
the results of "tip-offs."

He caught up with 
the taxi at the corner of Common- 
wealth avenue and Lexington street 
and, pulling his revolver, arrested the 
four. He found a revolver in the 
taxi. The driver of the taxi identi- 
fied himself as Harold Thresher, 12 
Champney street, Brighton. He dis- 
claimed knowledge of the preseuce of 
the revolver in the taxi and was re- 
leased. The other three gave their 
names as John DoFelice, 22; Clarence 
Dowsing, 25; Albert Smith, 25. All 
gave 89 Jewett street. Newton, as 
their residence. They had been room- 
ing there for ouly a few days. Smith’s 
real name is alleged to be McGowan. 
DeFelice formerly resided in Wator- 
to.wn. He and Dowsing gave addresses 
in New York City as recent abodes. 
Smith has a Jail record. The three ap- 
peared in the Newton court on Mon- 
day aud were held in $4000 each for 
appearance on June 4.

State Federation 


ANNUAL MEETING. (Continued 
from last week.) 

Tribute was paid to the women of 
the State Federation as an organiza- 
tion and as individuals at the open- 
ing session of the Annual Meeting 
held at Swampscott on Tuesday, May 
19. by the Nation’s Chief Executive, 
and again on Wednesday evening, the 
20th, by the State’s Chief Executive, 
and of these tributes the women of 
Massachusetts have right to be proud. 
The message from President Hoover, 
read by Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, State 
president, met with an enthusiastic 
reception. The President’s telegram 
was as follows: 

“I appreciate very warmly what you 
and your associates of the Massachu- 
setts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs have done in co-operation with 
the President’s Emergency Committee 
on Unemployment. This work has 
been of the greatest social value be- 
sides its obvious humanitarian as- 
pects. I will be obliged if you will 
convey to your associates in Massa- 
chusetts my cordinl thanks.” 

Governor Joseph B. Ely, addressing 
the State Federation Wednesday eve- 
ning at “Governor’s Night,” said that 
he could not imagine a governor, in 
his term of office, refusing to accept 
an invitation to such a gathering, for 
he appreciated more and more the 
fact that without the support of the 
State Clubwomen it would be useless 
to he a governor. 

His Excellency took occasion to 
thank Mrs. Schrader for the wonder- 
ful work which she and her commit- 
tee did in distributing clothing at the 
Welfare Chest. The work, he said, 
was constructive, and was an exam- 
ple of what women can do in emer- 
gency. 

The Governor said that holding of- 
fice makes a person realize the impor- 
tant role the women may play in 
spreading the truth, with regard to 
conditions. "With your intuitive judg- 
ment,” he said, ‘‘you are better fitted 
to reach conclusions of matters rela- 
tive to public interest and there is a 
necessity of an enlightened public 
opinion.” 

Assuredly a witness that this high 
praise is not unmerited was the in- 
spiring announcement of Mrs. Schra- 
der on Thursday that the Clubwomen 
had contributed (luring the past year 
nearly two hundred thousand dollars 
to welfare agencies, this amount be- 
ing double the amount given the pre- 
vious year, proving that their efforts 
in the period of financial depression 
have brought a glorious fruition. The 
division of gifts following indicates 
the scope and effectiveness of these 
contributions: To Hospitals, $38,690; 
Scholarships, $25,818; Public welfare. 
$15,045; Local charities, $17,156; For- 
eign relief, $137; Red Cross, $4,561; 
Disabled soldiers, $3,907; Public 
health, $9,763: Federation forest, 
$92S: Other gifts. $82,636; making a 
grand total of $19S,645, with fifty clubs 
still to be heard from. 

Another gift of $100 to the Boston 
Y. W. C. A. by the Shannon Fund, 
which yearly applies the interest of 
its fund to some organization en- 
gaged in the moral education of girls, 
was announced. 

A source of pride, also, for the Fed- 
erated Clubwomen of the State is that 
in the past two years Massachusetts 
has contributed $25,000 to the Foun- 
dation Fund of the General Federa- 
tion, which is more than one-third of 
the amount contributed by the entire 
country. 

Governor’s Night had a brilliant set 
ting that was impressive and beauti- 
ful. It was ushered in by the arrival 
of Mrs. Schrader’s party of honored 
guests in the main dining room of the 
hotel, New Ocean House, to the 
strains of martial music; Mrs. Schra- 
der with Governor Ely; Mrs. Ely with 
Dr. Wilbur, Secretary of the Interior, 
who was also a speaker of the eve- 
ning, Mr. Schrader, State director of 
Physical Education, and others. The 
platform of the Convention hall had 
pleasing background of flowers, and 
was enlivened by the gorgeous eve- 
ning gowns of officers. The entrance 
of the presidents, in processional, pre- 
ceded by Juniors as color hearers, was 
thrilling and charming, as bouquets, 
gifts ot loyal Club members, enhanced 
their raiment. The gracious presen- 
tation of Mrs. Ely to the audience was 
a delightful moment. Mrs. Margaret 
J. Stannurd. retiring director of the 
Garland School for Home Making was 
also presented. 

A surprise of the convention was 
the presenting of Mrs. Lewis Jerome 
Johnson, president of the Bourd of 
Trustees of the school, of a scholar- 
ship to he known as the Margaret 
Stannard Scholarship to some girl 
thought to be worthy of a higher ed- 
ucation, lids gift being in recognition 
of the excellent work done by the 
State Federation in raising the stan- 
dard of Home Making. Mrs. Lauren 
I. McMaster, chairman of the Amer- 
ican Home Department, accepted tho 
gift. 

Twenty-five hundred women crowd- 
ed Wednesday’s general and section 
meetings. 

Dr. Jtay Lyman Wilbur, Secretary of 
the Interior, speaker of the evening 
0,1 “Tli Humanitarian Aspects of Fed- 
eral Government,” won ids audience 
by bis sense of humor, ease, and 
quuintnoKs. Referring in tribute to the 
“processional of presidents,” ho spoke 
of them uh “members of tho graduat- 
ing cluss.” He told his audience that 
tiie Government, although it cunnot 
actually rock the baby, is vitally in-

terested in the simplest problems of 
family life. “Illiteracy i:? still a trou- 
blesome national problem.” 

He stressed the purpose of the Gov- 
ernment to provide only the informa- 
tion the Government expects the man 
and woman in the home to pursue in 
regard to community improvement. 

“It would be impossible to project 
Government into the domestic circle,” 
he said. “Kings tried to do that for 
centuries and look what has hap- 
pened to the kings.” 

He believes “discouraging” is the 
word best to describe “the home 
where there is no room for anything 
but a little brown dog, a radio, an 
electric refrigerator a vacuum clean- 
er and a telephone, but there are so 
many real homes in the country we 
can carry a certain margin of those 
in the cities without worrying about 
them.” * 

Speaking of the remarkable results 
which have been accomplished in ed- 
ucation of adult Negroes, he told of a 
Negro woman who accepted her pri- 
mary school diploma at the age of SO 
and murmured her intense relief be- 
cause she had been worrying for years 
what she would do when St. Peter 
asked her at the golden gate to sign 
her name and she wouldn’t have been 
able to do It. 

Telling of the White House Confer- 
ence, I)r. Wilbur said that there was 
enough material drawn up by the 
brains of the land to make a new Uni- 
ted States in 50 years. In his opin- 
ion, that conference was a land-mark 
in tiie history or this country. 

On Tuesday afternoon the delegates 
enjoyed two speakers, Mrs. Herbert I. 
Gurney, past president of the State 
Federation, brought, as always, an in- 
spiring message, and Dr. Albert Bush- 
nell Hart brought one on patriotism 
equally inspiring. 

Mrs. Gurney, speaking on “Youth of 
Today," characterized the new gener- 
ation as “the color bearers of the new 
civilization,” and voiced her belief in 
"their splendid freedom, their high 
ideals and clear intelligence” to curry 
on. 

“Surely youth knows its own ideals 
better than we older people, who are 
spectators, do,” Mrs. Gurney said. 
"We have entered upon a new era of 
civilization, which in its importance 
and the variety of influences that it is 
bringing to bear upon the world can 
only be compared to that aptly named 
period of the fifteenth century, the 
Renaissance. "The world is in process 
of revolution. In some places that 
revolution is spectacular and sanguin- 
ary, in other places, like America, it 
is bloodless and, therefore, less no- 
ticed. Youth, flexible and susceptible, 
feels this new life more quickly and 
responds more sympathetically than 
conservative middle age.” 

Future generations may come to ad- 
mire tiie sturdy little maple tree plant- 
ed by Mrs. Schrader, State president, 
Tuesday afternoon, on the grounds of 
the New Ocean House just at the 
southern entrance to the private park- 
ing space, in commemoration of the 
coming celebration of the Bicenton-

SEASCOUTING 


There is a branch of Scouting 
termed Snascoutlng about which little 
Is being or has been said so that the 
principles and objects of Scouting in 
general might and ought to be upper- 
most in our minds. 

It seems to me timely to say some- 
thing about Seascoutlng to clarify 
some minds, to put a thought in some 
young man’s mind who may be fish- 
ing around for a useful pastime, and 
to explain the set-up of personnel in 
this branch of the Norumbega Council, 
Inc., B. S. A. 

First let me acquaint you with the 
Ship’s Committee, the directing group 
of men responsible for Ship 13 — a 
group of men who are firmly con- 
vinced that their first duty is their 
obligation to the boys’ parents. 

Lieutenant-Commander Prey, an of- 
ficer in the Naval Reserve Force, is 
a lover of boys and the sea. He has 
charge of our equipment, which we 
nautically term "gear," goes with the 
boys on cruises to instruct in sailing 
and Its many requirements, is nn ex- 
aminer in tests for advancement, and 
gives unstintingly of his time in spite 
of his regular duties. All of the boyH 
love and respect him. 

Mr. Charles Wilson loves boys and 
the sea and spends much of his time 
on the water. He is in the insurance 
business during working hours, but 
his avoention is that of Marine Artist, 
and he can show you in a painting 
from blue-print plans just what your 
ship will look like when completed. 
Should occasion require, he accom- 
panies the Seascouts aS* liaison offi- 
cer between ship personnel and the 
boys when a group of them is taken 
by some ship company for a cruise of 
a week or more. Our boys are so 
well trained before we allow them to 
take this sort of trip that they enter 
into the regular ship routine of duties, 
and so far Charlie has come ashore at 
the termination of the cruise with his 
face all smiles and full of pride in 
them. “Any and all time — the boys," 
is his motto. 

Brainard Thorogood, of the Franklin 
Institute, is another lover of boys and 
the sea, but primarily an Educator and 
Technician, Sociologist and Psycholo- 
gist. He talks to and with the boys 
on occasion, lectures from an educa- 
tional point of view — including manli- 
ness and behavior, and stands ready 
any time to grant or ask an interview 
with parents in regard to trips, in- 
fractions, or the best procedure for a 
young man in his life work. 

Just why I am a member of this 
committee, more especially its chair- 


man, Is quite a conundrum to me. I, 
also, love boys and the sea and love to 
see them develop into good, useful, 
upright citizens. 

When they are fifteen years old or 
more, some boys who have been 
Scouts feel the urge of the romance 
and adventure of the sea more than 
that of camping and other features 
which are part of the regular land 
Scout program. It is for these boys 
that the Seascout program is created: 
it is designed to hold such boys in 
Scouting, for the fundamental princi- 
ples of Seascoutlng are those of the 
Boy Scout Movement. 

We want all of these boys. They 
are not obliged to go to sea if they be- 
come Seascouts. Perhaps they Just 
like the summer program of local 
sailing and water-sports, when on 
their vacation. All right, a boy must 
learn tq swim. He will learn how to 
manage a small boat and not be wor- 
ried, for he will know what he is do- 
ing and can handle himself. At the 
weekly meetings he will enjoy study- 
ing the winds, the current directions, 
how to sail by compass and the buoy 
markings. Proper passing of exam- 
inations may make him eligible for 
employment at summer camp work, 
et cetera. 

If he really desires the sea when he 
has passed the prescribed examina- 
tions and taken the cruise as oppor- 
tunity arises, he is prepared to ship 
at a much better income and berth 
than should he attempt to ship with- 
out experience. 

There is now on display at McCam- 
mon’s Shoe Store, Newton Corner, 
two ship models made by a couple 
of our Seascouts. One is of 
a Coast Guard Chaser. the 
other our own cup defender — Enter- 
prise. Both of these boats are made 
to scale from blue-print. We invite 
you to please examine these models. 
They with other models and work, 
will appear in various shop windows 
this fall, I hope — if the proprietors 
will accommodate us. 

“The Ship," as we term our meeting 
place, is located at 958 Watertown 
Street, West Newton and is in charge 
of Skipper Randolph L. Eddy, another 
man who loves boys and the sea, 
spends much of his time on it, sails 
large craft, sells ships as his vocation, 
and is a ship designer. 

The Seascouts meet each Friday 
night. One and all, from the skipper 
down, will he glad to receive anyone 
who cares to visit them.

The tree-planting appropriately fol- 
lowed an address by Dr. Hart, profes- 
sor emeritus of Harvard, nationally 
known authority on George Washing- 
ton and presidential Commissioner 
and historian of the Bicentennial. 

Those assisting in the dedication 
were Mrs. Robert Parmenter, chair- 
man of Conservation, Charles Bailey 
of the State Department of Conserva- 
tion and Clement E. Kennedy, who ac- 
cepted tlie gift on behalf of the New 
Ocean House. 

“If there had been no George Wash- 
ington there would have been no Uni- 
ted States of America, not in that cen- 
tury at least," was the claim of Dr. 
Hart. 

"His greatest greatness was his at- 
titude toward society, Ills interest In 
the people about him. George Wash- 
ington believed in education. He sent 
bis own kin and boys of friends to 
college. His home was a house of cul- 
ture. He believed in giving everyone 
liis chance.” 

Prof. Hart brought many interest- 
ing glimpses of the life of George 
Washington, declaring that the father 
of his country always had great re- 
spect for womanhood. He said that 
he was known as a letter writer and 
always kept copies of his letters, 
which have been preserved and are 
soon to appear in 25 volumes. 

Dr. Hart paid a tribute to Washing- 
ton for his moral strength, his sound 
judgment and said that of all great 
men in history, he was perhaps the 
most invariably judicious and evenly 
poised. 

Upon hearing from Mrs. Bennett of 
the plans the Federation is making 
for a great woman’s meeting, Februa- 
ry 6, 1932, in which statewide organi- 
zations of women will combine to hon- 
or George Washington, Dr. Hart was 
enthusiastic, saying: 

"I like that idea of February 6, next 
year. There’s a lot of hot corn and 
potatoes there — keep it warm.” 

Other noteworthy speakers of the 
three-day sessions brought out points 
especially vuluable to be quoted. 

“Trading with the World” was the 
subject *of an address given by Miss 
Helena B. Shipman, chairman of In- 
ternational Relations. She pointed out 
that trade rivalry between nations is 
one of the factors leading to world 
conflicts. 

“Wars,” said Miss Shipman, "are al- 
ways followed by disrupted market. 
They disorganize business.” 

She also made the appalling state- 
ment that “the United States is now 
spending 72 cents of every tax dollar 
for past and future wars, while it 
spends one-third of a cent for educa- 
tion, and one-half of a cent for State 
department.” 

“Let’s advertise,” was the key- 
note of the address which Mrs. Grace 
Morrison Poole, vice-president of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
made at Wednesday afternoon’s ses- 
sion. 

“There is a general criticism that 
we have not kept up with the times," 
Mrs. Poole said. “But the Federation 
most certainly has kept up with the 
times. Only it is not generally known 
what we have done and done literal- 
ly on a shoestring. So let’s advertise.” 

Contrasting the treasure chest of 
grandmother's day with its fabrics of 
ideals, substantial as they were beau- 
tiful, practical as they were flue, Mrs. 
Poole opened the treasure chest that 
is woman’s today, and pointed out the 
moth holes of indifference, disobedi- 
ence to law, unwillingness to partici- 
pate in projects for the general good 
and failure to try to understand and 
further friendly foreign relations. 

“Law observance cannot be gained 
by passing resolutions," Mrs. Poole 
said. “Unless every individual Club 
woman oboys the laws of the land and 
backs it up, the machinery of law- 
making cannot function properly.” 

At tho conclusion of Mrs. Poole’s 
address, in the shower of flowers and 
honors there was one of most clevor 
idea. Among the bouquets of flowers 
was one in brilliant shades Of green 
and red, tho green being more thun 
just a bit of color, in reality twenty 
one-dollar bills rolled to resemble 
leaves. The bouquet wns the gift 
of Mrs. Poole’s own Club, the Brock- 
ton Woman’s Club. 

“I can’t help feoling you're about 
the most powerful organization in tho 
State," asserted A. J. Philpot, of the 
Boston Globe, giving u man’s impres- 
sions of the mammoth convention of 
Club women at tho Wednesday press 
luncheon. 

"You ought to make front pugo copy 
instead of these women who ure as- 
sociated with Reno and racketeers,” 
he said. 

Mrs. Walter D. Hull. State chair- 
man, presided over tho gathering of 
105 women, comprising the lay folk 


responsible for giving publicity to 
their Club activities. 

An interesting moment was when 
Agnes Carr, of the Boston Traveler, 
honored the Federation by dedicating 
to it her poem, “The Clubwomen.” An- 
other was the presentation of a silver 
porringer, wrought by ex-service men, 
pleasing recognition of the service of 
Mrs. Leon E. White of Brookline, as 
radio director for the past three years. 

Speaking of press work, an ener- 
getic group of women have been mus- 
tered into service by Miss Carolyn J. 
Peck of tlie Poole Publicity commit- 
tee to distribute the handsome poster 
stamps which Uncle Sam will soon be 
carrying on the backs of letters into 
all parts of the country. One of the 
master strokes of the publicity cam- 
paign to put Grace Morrison Poole 
across as next General Federation 
president, the stamp has striking ap- 
peal, done in orange and black with a 
line cut of Mrs. Poole and the telling 
message that “Massachusetts presents 
Grace Morrison Poole for president, 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
— vote at Seattle, 1932.” 

Section meetings of the various de- 
partments of the State Federation’s 
work brought out many delightful fea- 
tures. Mrs. May Bliss Kimball, of Bos- 
ton, founder of Mothercraft, had as 
her guest of honor in the Priscilla 
Room. Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, former 
State president. There was a play by 
girls from the Breed Junior High 
School, West Lynn, directed by Mrs. 
George T. Hart, Jr., and prizes were 
also awarded in the exciting contest 
of essays on Mothercraft. Eleanor 
Hodges, eleven years old. of Winthrop, 
won the first prize of a $5 gold piece 
for the best essay. Other prizes went 
to Constance Shores of Braintree; 
Laura Adosko of Salem, Ruth Jaarsma 
of Marlborough. Mabelle Baron of 
Lynn, and Adele Gatton of Milford. 

Nearly $100 collected in pennies by 
the State chairman of Art. Mrs. Roy 
C. Baker, of •Wollaston, made possible 
the award of two beautiful bronzes by 
Massachusetts artists to two Clubs do- 
ing the most conspicuous art work in 
their community during the past year. 
Newton Clubwomen are rejoicing that 
the winners are Newton Center Wom- 
an’s Club and Arlington Woman’s 
Club. 

Tlie awards were made at the Art 
Division meeting in convention hall. 
To Newton Center went a bronze 
plaque by Cyrus Dallin, famous for his 
“Appeal to the Great Spirit.” This gift 
is likewise an Indian, kneeling by tlie 
water to drink. Mrs. Baker paid Mrs. 
Wm. C. Noetzel. the Art Chairman, a 
personal tribute in saying, "Mrs. Noet- 
zel’s report was most inspiring and 
I give the prize to the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club with tlie greatest of 
pleasure.” 

The other prize is a bronze of "The 
Yawning Tiger.” by Anne Hyatt Hunt- 
ington, well known for her “Joan of 
Arc," for which France made her a 
chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 

A delightful tribute to Mrs. Schra- 
der was the May basket hung for her 
filled with dainty gifts und sent by 
her friends in the Second District. Tlie 
basket arrived at an informal little 
party after hours given for the pres- 
ident, her council and a few friends 
by Mrs. Carl W. Illig, Jr.. Mrs. Robert 
Parmenter and Mrs. Alton H. Worrall. 

Clubwomen are intensely interested 
in the contemplated History of the 
State Federation, now in process of 
compilation. 

"Women’s Clubs did not spring into 
being at a moment’s notice,” accord- 
ing to Mrs. Frederick Glazier Smith, 
of Somerville, past president of the 
State Federation and chairman of a 
committee compiling this history of 
the organization, in honor of its for- 
tieth anniversary next year. 

"The desire for personal contact, 
first in church gatherings, then in so- 
cial meetings, brought women togeth- 
er. The subjects of discussion varied 
from home problems to community 
projects. When women once realized 
they had some responsibility outside 
tlie four walls of their homes, the de- 
sire to organize into groups arose and 
women’s clubs became a fact," said 
Mrs. Smith. 

The speaker pointed out that when 
the New England Women’s Club had 
its 25th anniversary. 29 Clubs in Mass- 
achusetts were invited to consider a 
union. This meeting held in their 
rooms, 5 Park street, Boston, Febru- 
ary 9, 1893, was the forerunner of tho 
State Federation, then called the Un- 
ion of Women’s Clubs of Mussuchu 
setts. 

The book will contain some 2.300 
pages, witli chapters given over to 
tho organizations of the State Fed- 
eration of Julia Ward Howe, first pres- 
ident. to the several administrations 
and their achievements, to the devel- 
opment of department activities, to 
brief account of tlie oldest Clubs in 
the State, and to the memorials found- 
ed in memory of former State presi- 
dents. 

Two resolutions that indicate the 
deep interest and real concern of 
Massachusetts Clubwomen in vital 



questions of the day, were adopted. 
The first resolution, presented by Miss 
Helena B. Shipman, chairman of the 
Department of International Relations 
and her committee, relates to the 
World Court and proclaims the State 
Federation makes “an earnest appeal 
to every Club and every individual 
member to make articulate to our 
President and to the United States 
Senate our interest in the World 
Court, to the end that an informed 
body of educated women may be in 
the vanguard of those concerned with 
tlu> problems of world* peace. 

Tlie secc.id was a resolution calling 
for a plan for study of the causes of 
and remedy for economic depression 
to make possible any reasonable plan 
to forestall future periods of univer- 
sal economic distress. 

The ballot as presented by the Nom- 
inating Committee, headed by Mrs. 
Schrader, re-elected as president, was 
elected, and the six members of the 
new nominating committee to serve 
for 1931-1932, selected from the twelve 
names on the ballot were: 

Mrs. Carl W. Illig, Jr., Onset: Mrs. 
Eva Whiting White, Boston: Mrs. J 
Herbert Mead, Arlington; Mrs. Leon 
M. Conwell, Somerville, Mrs. A. M 
Hume, Melrose; and Mrs. George H. 
Sawyer, Clinton. 

Mrs. Florence G. Morse of Newton, 
chairman of Credentials, reported that 
there were 792 delegates in attend 
ance with 296 Clubs represented and 
190 Clubs were represented 100 per 
cent. 

On Wednesday afternoon there were 

2.000 people seated in convention hall 
with many standing around. During 
the day there were between 2,000 and 

3.000 on the grounds. On Wednesday, 
there were 1,200 Clubwomen at the 
luncheon in the hotel. 

It was called to the attention of 
Clubwomen that the New England 
Conference of Women’s Clubs will be 
held September 15 to 17 at Rangely 
Lake House.

Joseph Corsetti of Massachusetts 
avenue, Cambridge was fined $100 and 
sentenced to serve three months In 
jail by Judge Bacon in the New- 
ton court on Tuesday when found guil- 
ty of keeping and exposing liquor for 
sale. Corsetti was apprehended on 
the evening of April 27th at Nonan- 
tum by Motorcycle Patrolman Dwyer 
and a quantity of liquor found in the 
car he was operating.

Patrolmen Dalton, Dwyer, Charles 
Feeley and Greene raided the home of 
Frank Wellford at 11 Faxon street, 
Nonantum last Thursday night and 
seized a quantity of liquor. Wellford 
appeared in the N< wton court last 
Friday charged with keeping and ex- 
posing liquor for sale. He was also 
charged with having committed as- 
sault and battery on Nicolo Battista, 
who also resides at 11 Faxon street 
and is Wellford’s landlord. The trial 
was continued to May 28. The raid 
followed the assault on Battista which 
resulted from a family row. It is al- 
leged that Battista had hit Wellford’s 
child, then Wellford hit Battista and 
then Mrs. Battista is also alleged to 
have participated in the disturbance. 

Inspector King and special Officer 
Feeley of the Newton police discov- 
ered loot estimated to be valued at 
$2500 in the home of Earl Burgess, 
33, at 75 Stanton road, Brookline last 
Thursday afternoon and as a result 
Burgess appeared in the Newton court 
last Friday charged with larceny. He 
was released on $1500 bail for ap- 
pearance on June 5. He was then 
arrested by Brookline police on a simi- 
lar charge. Burgess is a real estate 
salesman and possessed keys which 
gave him entrance to houses he is 
accused of having robbed. One of the 
houses alleged to have been burglar- 
ized by Burgess was that of Edward 
Shepherd, who formerly resided at 
15 Eliot Memorial road, Newton. The 
Newton police officers with Shepherd 
went to Burgess’ home in Brookline 
on May 21 and locking through a 
window, Shepherd saw a smoking 
stand which he recognized as having 
been his property.

Free Swimming Campaign 

The Free Swimming Campaign con- 
ducted last week at the Newton Y. M. 

C. A. was completed on Friday and 
Saturday with swimming tests. Of 
the two hundred and sixty boys from 
Newton and Watertown who enrolled 
in the campaign, ninety-five boys were 
actually taught to swim during the 
week and passed the Anal swimming 
test. Every boy who enrolled in the 
campaign with the consent of his 
parents, was given a medical exam- 
ination by one of three doctors, Dr. 
W. W. Marston, Dr. F. P. Lowry, and 
Dr. B. T. Loring, and then he was 
assigned to a daily swimming period. 
He, with the other boys In his class, 
was then given six free swimming les- 
sons, and at the end of his sixth les- 
son, a swimming test. With the com- 
pletion of the campaign, boys may 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
of taking private swimming lessons 
for which a nominal fee Is charged. 
There was an enrollment of 260 boys 
in the Free Swimming Campaign, 34 
classes were instructed during the 
week by Mr. Jack Manning of the 
Massachusetts Humane Society, there 
was an attendance of 1,055, and 95 
boys were taught to swim.

OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


This District is well represented on 
the Greater Boston Daily Vacation 
Church School Committee. Rev. Ed- 
ward A. Estaver of Watertown is a 
member. Miss Luliona Barker Is 
chairman. Miss Beryl Bartlett, for- 
merly of Newton, now director of Re- 
ligious Education in Chelsea, is also 
on the committee. 

Four Vacation Church Schools are 
being planned In tills District; in the 
Newton Upper Falls Methodist 
Church, where the pastor is heading 
up the plans; In the Watertown Fed- 
eration of Churches, where Mr. Mel- 
vin V. Weldon is ^chairman of the 
committee; In Newton Centre, where 
Prof. J. P. Berkely is heading up the 
committee; and in Newtonville, 
where the Newtonville Council of Re- 
ligious Education is taking the initia- 
tive. 

These vacation church schools will 
run for four weeks in July, daily ex- 
cept Saturday and Sunday, from 9 to 
12 a. m. Last year about 600 children 
of ages 5 to 14 were enrolled in the 
five schools conducted within the Dis- 
trict. 

The purpose of such a school is to 
provide an experience In Christian liv- 
ing, giving opportunity for discussion 
of Bible truths and application of 
these in service projects and in right 
living. The program consists of wor- 
ship, class periods, recreation, hand? 
work, music, stories, etc. 

Training for workers in such 
schools is provided each year by the 
Greater Boston Institute, which will 
be held in Dudley Street Baptist 
Church on June 19-20, 1931.
